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Rothschild of Vienna and the beautiful Miss 
Olga Menn of this city, which ended in the 
suicide of the baron on July 12, was given a 
sensational turn yesterday. 

It was learned that a friend of the Menn 
family would sail on the Lucania oh Wednes- 
day for Europe prepared to negotiate either 
for a duel or for an apology from the father 
of the baron. 3 

Incidentally it developed that there is in 
prospect the possibility of a suit for damages 
against Baron Albert de Rothschild, head of 
the Austrian branch of the great money 
lending house and father of the suicide. 


Basis of the Negotiations. 

The negotiations, it is asserted, are based 
on these alleged facts: 

That the father of the young baron wrongly 
believed and told his son Miss Menn had been 
an actress and that photographs of her in stage 
costume were in existence. 

That his belief in@nis statement caused Baron 
Oskar to end his life in a fit of melancholia, 

That Dr. Menn was put to the useless expense 
of preparing a trousseau befitting in cost and 
elaborateness the bride of a Rothschild. 

That the Menns were put to a further heavy 
expense for cablegrams and traveling, including 
the fruitless trip to Europe of Mrs. Menn and 
her daughter. 

The negotiation on the part of the Menns 
has been intrusted to Julius Kessler of Chi- 
cago, New York, and Louisville, the distil- 
ler, who is a close friend of Dr. Rudolph 
Menn. 


Baron Asks for a Conference. 

Kessler's departure for Europe is the re- 
sult of a cablegram from Baron Albert ask- 
ing that a representative of the Menn fam- 
ily meet him for a conference. 

It was at first reported that Levy Mayer 
would under take the mission. He is now 
in New York and said to be attending to 
some of the details in the case, 

On the result of an investigation to be 
made by Kessler and a firm of Viennese law- 
yers already retained will depend the nature 
of the demands to be made upon Baron Al- 
bert. The main idea is to demand a public 
apology from the baron to vindicate the 
character of. Miss Menn, who is reported 


critically in in Berlin as a result of the, 


tragic ending of her romance. 


Suit May Follow Demands. 

If the apology is refused and if the facts 
learned sustain the reported attack on the 
young woman's reputation by Baron Albert 
then a suit is contemplated. 

The form of the action depends on the 
Austrian law. Dr. Menn is a former officer 
in the Austrian army and as such may de- 
mand the amende honorable which opens the 
chance for a duel and possible death on the 
field of honor. 

Baron Albert after learning of his son's 
engagement is asserted to have employed 
agents in Chicago to investigate Miss 
Menn's past. The father was cabled that she 
hed been an actress and told of the exist- 
ence of the alleged photographs in stage cog- 
tume. 

On Stage Only as Amateur. 

As a matter of fact Miss Menn’s only stage 
experience hud consisted in her participation 
as a talented amateur in an entertainment 
given for the benefit of the German Old Peo- 
ples’ home. 

In view of this fact it is asserted by the 
Menns, who are in receipt of copies of the 
alleged cablegrams to de Rothschild that the 
messages were sent virtually on Instructions 
from Austria to poison the young baron's 
mind against his fiancé. 

It is known that there was a quarrel be- 
tween Baron Oskar and members of the 
party with which he visited Chicago, where 
he first met Miss Menn. It Is asserted that 
the cablegrams in question were sent by 


‘enemies the young baron had made. 


Mother and Daughter in Berlin. 

Mrs. Menn and her daughter are now in 
Berlin, and if an action is brought they prob- 
ably will remain there until their testimony 
can be taken. It would be necessary in this 
event to obtain the depositions of persons 
there and eleewhere as to the good character 
of Miss Menn. 

Dr. Menn, who is the chief surgeon of the 
German hospital, is now on his way to join 
his family. 

On the night Baron Oskar took his life it 
was stated that he had died of apoplexy, but 
the following day, after an investigation by 
the authorities, it was not denied that he 
shot himself in a fit of melancholy. 

It was rumored, and the report was per- 
mitted to gain wide circulation, that the 
young nobleman had been sent on a trip 
around the world to part him from an Aus- 
trian actress and that upon his return he 
found her married and well provided for by 
his father. His chagrin was declared to 
have caused his suicide. 


Mention of Name Follows Suicide. 

It was not until July 16, four days after the 
suicide, that Miss Menn's name was con- 
nected with the case. It then became known 
that the baron had met and wooed her, and 
that she and her mother had gone to Vienna, 
where he hastened to ask from his father the 


consent to his marriage, which had been with- . 


held by cable. 

The plan was for the two women to return 
to Berlin, where the young man arranged to 
join them and later take them to the Roth- 
child country palace. Baron Oskar did meet 


mother and daughter in Berlin and there 


told them of his father’s refusal to permit 
him to wed. 

It is suggested that what he told them may 
form one basis of the contemplated suit. 
Whether there is anything in writing to sup- 
port this or whether Dr. Menn’s lawyers

Bleriot, French Aviator, Lands 
on Cliffs of Dover. 


HURT IN COMING DOWN. 


Makes Start from Calais in Perfect 
Weather. 


DOVER, England, July 25.—6 a. m.—Louis 
Bieriot, the French aviator, landed on the 
Cliffs of Dover this morning, having made 
a successful flight across the English channel. 
in his monoplane. Bleriot’s only mishap 
during the fight. was a slight injury which he 
sustained in landing. 

Bleriot started from Calais at 4:35 o'clock. 
The morning was perfect for the fight, as 
there was hardly a breath of air stirring and 
the weather was clear and fine. 

One of the swiftest torpedo boat destroy- 
ers of the French navy followed the aviator, 
but was soon left out of sight by the mono- 
which started its direct flight for this 
coast after a few preliminary circles, 

Before arising for his final start, Bleriot 
made several short dashes to test his 


machine. 


Wrested Laurels from Latham. 

In successfully negotiating the twenty-one 
mile flight across the channel Bleriot wrested 
from Herbert Latham by only a few hours 
the laurels which the latter had hopedito win 
as the first man to cross the channel. Latham 
had his machine on the ground at Calais at 
5:19 0 ‘clock this morning, but as a wind had 
sprung up and the weather was less favor- 
able for a flight than when Bleriot started, 
he did not appear in the airship shed to make 
a start. 

Last Monday Latham essayed his first 
flight across the channel. Noone before him 
had ever attempted the flight, although to 
make it successfully had been the confessed 
ambition of nearly every aviator of note in 
France. 


Latham Will Try Again. 

He made a splendid start from a cliff 200 
feet above the sea, but when he had sailed 
sixteen miles and seemed to have success 
within bie grasp his machinery gave out and 
he and his airship settled into the sea, from 


which they both were rescued a short time 


later by the French torpedo boat that was 
following in the expeetation of a mishap. 

When he was rescued Latham was perched 
on top of his airship calmly smoking a 
cigaret, and as soon as he got aboard ship he 
announced that he would try again and was 
sure he would be the first man to fly the 
channel. 

He will try again late today or early tomor - 
row morning, if the weather will permit. 


Bleriot Daring Aviator. 

Blerlot for several years has been an active 
aviator in France and is said to have had 
more miraculous escapes in his career than 
any other aeronaut. He made a cross country 
flight from Toury to Arthenay, France, on 
March 31, 1908, in a monoplane. His latest 
achievement, prior to crossing the channel, 
was a flight on July 18 from Etampes to 
Orleans, a distance of twenty-five miles. He 
made a successful landing, covering the dis- 
tance in 56 minutes 10 seconds, including? 
stop of 11 minutes near Toury to examine his 


aeroplane. By this achievement he won the 


French Aero club prize of $2,900. : 
M. Bileriot’s monoplane is of the Latham 


type, but is the smallest flying machine yet 


built. It ig fitted with a three cylinder 
motor, which is air cooled, and drives a two 
blade propeller. The pilot's seat is in 
skiff-like body behind the wings. 

Only Saturday Bleriot received the decora- 


* 
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tion of the Legion of Honor for his efforts in 
promoting the science of aviation. 


WRIGHT FLIES 47 MILES AN HOUR. 

Washington, D. C., July 24.—Orville 
Wright, at Fort Myer this evening, sur- 
passed all previous performances of the 
Wright aeroplane in the matter of speed and 
in the sharpness of his turns.’ 

Wilbur Wright, who closely watched his 
brother’s flight, calculated his average speed 
with and against the wind at forty-seven 
miles an hour. 

In an earlier flight Orville Wright re- 
mained in the air twenty minutes. Today 
concluded the preliminaries to the official 
trials. 

It was the general understanding that 
Lieut. Frank P. Lahm of the United States 
signal service, would go up with Mr. Wright, 
and in consequence a large crowd awaited the 
start. 

After a few moments spent in trying out the 
motor and propellers, Orville Wright stepped 
into the machine unaccompanied. This was 
a disappointment to the onlookers, who had 
primed themselves for a flight which would 
mark the first attempt to carry a passenger 
since the accident last fall when Lieut. Seif- 
ridge lost his life. 

The ship got away to none too good a start 
and kept close to the ground for about 300 
yards, but skillful manipulating on the part 
of tne aviator caused it to gradually risetoa 
height of a hundred feet. Some sharp turns 
were made and in one of these the craft 
careened considerably, causing the spec- 
tators to gasp, but the aviator soon righted it 
and a general sigh of relief went up. * 

As only three days remain in which to con- 
duct the official tests, the Wrights in all 
probability will undertake the first one on 


Monday. 


RACING AERONAUTS COLLIDE. 

Newton, III., July 24,—-(Special.]—In a 
balloon race here this afternoon Clarence 
Duncan and Roy Eastman, aeronauts of Vin- 
cennes, Ind. crashed together 2,000 feet in 
air. Both cut loose in their parachutes in 
time to save their lives. Eastman's left leg 
was crushed in landing, but Duncan was un- 


hurt. 


“PHANTOM CAR” IN OAK PARK. 


Mysterious Movements of Traction Com- 
pany in Cuyler Avenue Arouse 
the Villagers.

Fighting in IIlinois under protection of ad- 
vertisements stating that the bouts would 
take place in Hammond, Ind., was knocked 
out yesterday by Charles W. Peters, chief 
deputy sheriff of Cook county. 

One thousand fight fans arrived at West 
Hammond, III., in automobiles and special 
trains in time to see the promoters of the 
Columbia Athletic club throw the sponge 
into the ring. Three hundred of the fans had 
gained entrance to Mikas hall by paying 
from $1 to $6.. The 700 late arrivals stood 
outside the hall until the official announce- 
ment was made that there could be no fight. 

Six deputy sheriffe from Chicago were the 
first purchasers of tickets when the doors 
of the hall opened. They took seats close 
to the ringside and their leader hunted up 
„Kid Howard the manager of the club. 

The deputy produced his credentials and 
announced that there would be no fight—un- 
less the management cared to Oght the 
deputies. 

“Why, we had not planned for a fight,“ 
replied the Kid.” It is simply planned 
to give here a few scientific exhibitions of 
boxing. Surely they cannot be against the 
law.“ 


Deputy Silences Protest. 

“Cut it out, cut it out,” retarted the dep- 
uty, producing an advertising card which 
announced ten round fights between Billie 
Heller and Jack Harnan, Marty Kane and 
Marty Levin, and Danny Goodman and 
Clarence Forbes. 

The club manager left the deputy to con- 
sult with some of the backers of the club, 
who are said to be wealthy business men 
of Hammond. Then he announced that he 
would appeal to the sheriff and took an auto- 
mobile to find a telephone.

Denies Charges About Women.

Women were released sometimes with- 
out being booked or brought into court for 
grave reasons, such as sickness, but never for 
any pay. replied the inspector. ‘*‘ The prac- 
tice has been that in order to keep the women 
off the street they would not be booked until 
1 o' clock in the morning.

operate with all reform bodies and churches

Recalls Record of Levine. 


How about Levine?’ 

His place was raided once for gambling. 
He never gave me any money. If any of them 
gave any money to the Franks, it is for them 
to say. I don’t know, but I do know that the 
Franks never gave any to me.“ 

Mr. Kinsella arrived and the party re- 
paired to Judge Brentano's courtroom, where 
Mr. Kinsella signed a bond for $20,000, sched- 
uling a three story brick building at 103 
West Twenty-second street, at $35,000. Mr.

The acting chief declared that he would 
investigate the charges himself when the 
case is brought to the attention of the trial 
board commisszon.

Shippy of the grand jury action. Chief Shippy 
is on a two months’ leave of absence and is 
spending a vacation in the pine woods at 
Petoskey, Mich.

While doing patrol duty in December, 1898, 
McCann was fined five days’ pay for conduct un- 
becoming a policeman. 

McCann was transferred to the Desplaines 
street district because he was believed to be 
the man to check vice on the west side levee. 
Fie had not been in control long before a dis- 
tinct improvement was noted. 


Associates Stand By McCann. 


The rank and file of the department was 
loud in defense of Boss McCann as a 
„Square copper.“ 

MeCann's home is at 6839 Yale avenue. Six 
children are there—three his and three adopt- 
ed. The three the inspector took into his 
home are those of a brother-in-law. There 
is a seventh, a boy, away from home, try- 
ing to cut a figure on a ranch in Texas. Two 
brothers of Boss are on the police force, 
Lieut. James McCann of the Woodlawn sta- 
tion and William McCann, stationed at the 
bureau of identification. 

Bach morning Inspector McCann reaches 
the Desplaines street station at 8 o’clock 
or a little after. He is there until 7 or Sin 
the evening. 

Jam not intimately acquainted with In- 
spector McCann,” said B. J. Mullaney, sec- 
retary to Mayor Busse, but there is one 
thing I do know about him. Every person on 
the west side who would like to see the police 
wink at crookedness has been in here trying 
to have McCann transferred.“ 


Indictments for Malfeasance. 


The indictments charging malfeasance in 
office were worded exactly alike, except in 
each one appeared the name of a different 
resort keeper. The one in the case of Harry 
Hoffman recites that early in the month 
while McCann was inspector: 

“That one Harry Hoffman, then and 
there kept and maintained a certain house of 
{ll fame in the city of Chicago. and it was 
then and there the duty said Edward Mc- 
Cann to arrest and prosecute the said Harry 
Hoffman. 

That said Edward McCann, well know- 
ing the premises aforesaid and his duties in 
that regard, corruptly, willfully, unlawfully, 
and knowingly neglected, failed, and refused 
to perform his said duty in that régard and 
the grand jurors aforeeaid, upon their oaths, 
aforesaid, do say that he, Edward McCann, 
is deemed to be guilty of palpable omission 
of his duty contrary to the statute and 
against the peace and dignity of the same 
people of the state of Illinois.”’ 


Counts in Bribery Indictments. 


There were four counts in each of the in- 
dictments charging bribery. The indictments 
were alike with the exception in the use of 
the names of the resort keepers. 

The basis of the first count in the Hoffman 
bribery indictment was that Inspector Mc- 
Cann accepted $360 to refrain from arrest- 
ing and prosecuting said Harry Hoffman for 
certain violation Of the lewe of the state of 
illinois.” 

The second count charged that Inepector 
McCann accepted the money to permit him, 
the said Harry Hoffman, to violate continu- 
ously certain laws of the state of Illinois, to 
wit: laws relating to keeping and maintain- 
ing houses of ill fame.“

CERTAIN “PAPA” IS HONEST, 


Tells How They Bought and Maintain 
Cottage Home. 


The first flash of news regarding Inspector 
McCann's indictment brought sadness and 
gloom to his modest little home at 6837 Yale 
avenue. and caused a trusting wife to shed 
tears, but as the hours flew by and the 
telephone wires kept buzzing with words of 
Sympathy, a change took place, and she 
showed signs of resentment toward those 
responsible for the predicament of her hus- 
band. 

She was ready to fight for him when seen 
late last night, but had difficulty in over- 
coming a natural modesty which was 
prompting her to save her words of praise 
for the jury. When she finally did speak 
her every sentence was interspersed with a 
tender papa,“ as though she were trying 
to repay him for his many kindnesses of 
their eight years of married life. 


Inspector McCann was at the telephone re- 
ceiving words of encouragement from Dean 
Sumner, and Mrs. McCann was in the din- 
ing reom resting from the toils of putting 
her little children to bed when the reporter 
entered. 

“What! Papa take a dishonest dollar!“ 
she exclaimed. ‘*‘ Never, no matter what 
thoge levee people say or what that grand 
jury or Mr. Wayman believes. If ever there 
was an honest man, or a kind father, papa 
is, and I can account for every nickel he 
possesses. I have every confidence in him, 
and know he will come out of this fight a 
victor, but regret that it takes time to efface 
the blot which has been cast upon his char- 
acter. 


Accounts for All Possessions. 


“If ever he got a dollar outside of his sal- 
ary let them point it out. We own this 
house, and a lot on Green street. Papa's 
son David, the only living child from his 
first marriage—is a self-sustaining farmer 
on some Texas land which I bought out of 
my Own money years ago. Previous to our 
marriage I was a deSigner and earned $30 
per week and had a snug little account when 
we got married. This house is worth $3,100 
and the electric light wiring, the steam heat- 
ing plant, and practically all the other im- 
provements that you see in the seven rooms 
of the story and one- etructure were in- 
stalled by papa, and he performed all the 
labor himeelf. 

“I make all the clothes for our own three 
children, as well as those for my widowed 
sister and her four little ones, whom we are 
suporting. I can place my hands on papa 
evéry minute in the day, for when he is not 
at the station he is home here helping to 
take care of our flower and vegetable gar- 
dens, and he is never happier nan when 
playing and rolling around the floor with the 
84 ones. His indictment is a terrible mis-

Frugal Since Childhood. 


Papa has been frugal since childhood and 
owned his own little home when first mar- 
ried, eleven days after becoming of age, at 
Lincoln, III., where he mined coal. He came 
to Chicago to help dig the Twelfth street 
water tunnel, and with his savings from 
there and his work as laborer in the stogk- 
yards and the proceeds of the Lincoln house 
acquired the lot on Green street. 1 helped 
him pay for this house. He was at his sta- 
tion every morning when court opened, and 
returned home every Week day night between 
8 and 10 o'clock. 

He thought his ambition was reached 
when he got his force at Desplaines street in 
such working that he could spend Sunday 
mornings and nights at home with me. I used 
to tell the men at the station that he had a 
date with me and make him come home.

Incidentally it might be mentioned that the 
Frank Bros.’ saloon at Halsted and West 
Madison streets for years has been regarded 
by the police as a rendezvous for the un- 
desirables who thrived in that part of the 
west side. 


McCann Says Pack of Lies.“ 

The charges of the Frank brothers left 
Inspector McCann unmoved in his attitude 
of defiance arid confidence that he will be 
able to vindicate himself. 

“A pack of lies and falsehoods of the first 
water.“ was the way the inspector charac- 
terized the statement made by Louls Franks 
when it was read to him in the evening. 

There is not a word of truth in that con- 
fession,’’ declared the inspector. ‘I can’t 
say much more than I have said. These 
charges against me are founded and what 
he says is not so. I don’t know why he 
should make such charges against me unless 
it is because he is in trouble himself and 
thinks he can escape by trying to get me. 

“Franks often used to come over to the 
station, but when he says that he came to me 
in my office, that I closed the door and took 
protection money from him, either one time 
or a dozen, he lies. He used to come over to 
bail out people—he bailed them out free of 
charge—and I think I understand now why 
he did it. 

He couldn't bail out women until 1 
o'clock, according to our rule of holding them 
until that hour to keep them off the streets. 
He loafed about the station and often used 
the phone, but when he says be fixed resort 
keepers with me in my office, he lies again. 
That's all I can say and all I care to say 
now.“

Julius Frank in his statement to a re 
porter for THE TRIBUNE said: 

It is true lam the man who collected the 
graft and turned it over to Inspector McCann, 
I have told the entire story to the grand jury 
and I am not at liberty to tell the details, 
but in a general way I can state that I 
have turned large sums over to McCann 
directly. 

J never knew McCann from Adam until 
he came into my place one day. He told 
me it was the regular thing for many of the 
resorts to pay for protection and he said he 
was not satisfied the policemen collecting the 
money were turning it all in to him. 

He suggested that as I knew almost every 
one in the district that would be affected by 
the payment of money to the police that I 
should collect the money and give it to him. 
I became friendly with him and did es he 
suggested. 

J can say, as I told the grand jury, that 
not one cent of the dirty money staid in my 
hands. I have been successful in business 
and did not need the money. As long as I 
did as I was asked everything was all right, 


after me. Then I deceided to tell the whole 
story and have it settled. 


Claims All Paid Tribute. 

I can say from my own knowledge that 
there is not one resort on the west side that 
did not pay protection money to McCann, I 
will not state the amounts, as I have been 
instructed not to go into details. 

„% One of my close friends wished to open 
a hotel and I know that he had to pay $50 
before he could open the place and then had 
to continue paying money. 

‘The inspector, as I understand, says he 
never received any money from me, All I 
have to say is that when the case comes to 
court it will be shown directly where, when, 
and how he received the money, and there 
will be no doubt about the matter. Every one 
paid according to the business they were 
doing. 

“I suppose there will be an awful fight. 
The inspector has a lot of people hypnotized 
so they believe he is the most honest man on 
earth. I understand that Miss Jane Addams 
of Hull House will testify for him. I do 
not know her excepting by sight, but I 
understand that he kept her informed about 
the places in the district and she thought he 
was trying to drive them out, 

There are two ministers who are strong 
“for the inspector for the same reason. He 
told them the location of a lot of places and 
they believed he was keeping after the re- 
sorts, I have promised not to tell who the 
ministers are, as it would simply enable the 
defense to prepare for the case by letting 
them know that their friends are known. 


Wanted to Be “Friendly.” 


The whole thing has made me tired for a 
long time. I acted as I have in collecting the 
money because I thought it was a regular 
thing, and I thought it might help me to ba 
friendly with the inspector. All of the de- 
tails have been given to the grand jury, and 
there will be a lot of witnesses to prove that 
I never kept the money, but passed it on to 
the inspector. 

What he did with the money I have no 
idea, and do not care. I know that he began 
getting it almost from the first week he 
came to the west side from the Twenty-sec- 
ond district. I suppose the same thing is 
going on all over the city. I am glad that 
I have told my share ofgthe game and am 
through with such business forever. 

wish I was free to tell just where the 
money was paid and tell how it will be shown 
to have been paid, but those matters are now 
in the hands of the state’sattorney. I simply 
announce that I stand by what I have testi- 
fie@ to before the grand jury and that I am 
the man or one of the men who paid the 
money to the inspector.” 


Louis Frank’s Confession. 


Louis Frank's confession, obtained by 
State’s Attorney Wayman and presented 
before the grand jury, follows; 

„My collections of protection money for 
Inspector McCann began almost as soon as 
he had taken charge of the Desplaines street 
police district, just after he was made an 
inspector, about a year ago last March. He 
called me over to his office about a week 
or two later and said to me: 

“*Loufs Frank, can you collect money for 
me?’ 

„We were alone in his office. He had tele- 
phoned to me personally when he wanted 
me and I had gone to the station. and we 
were shut — in his private room. It was in

According to the confession Griffin took 
the money and the inspector later informed 
contributions would be delivered on the 2d 
of each month. After the second installment 
had been completed, however, McCann ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction’ Frank claims, and 
called the latter to his office. The confession 
then proceeds with this description of what 
followed: 

„» Louis Frank,’ he says, ‘this won't work. 
This is not enough money. Some of these 
places that are settling for $20 are two story 
buildings, with a house being run on each 
floor. These places have got to pay $40. They 
can't settle for $20.’ 

„The inspector had a book in which he 
kept track of every inmate of the houses in 
the district and every keeper. It was in going 
over this that he found that some bulldings 
sheltered more than one place. 

“The more we talked the more indignant 
the inspector got. He got up out of his chair 
and pushed a handful of money toward me. 

„Here's their money,’ he said. Give it 
tack to them. This isn’t dealing squarely 
with me and they will have to deal with me 
squarely or not at all.’

More keep- 
ers of resorts’ came in on my collections for 
protection until I had probably as many as 
thirty at times, and the monthly collections 
for protection ran up from the original $300 
and varied from $460 to $550 per month. 


Takes Money’to Sick Bed? 

“Part of the time I was collecting for him 
McCann was sick in bed. This was some 
months ago. He had struck a man in the 
teeth, injured his hand, and blood poison 
set in, and he was in danger of losing his 
arm. He was laid up something like two 
months, and twice I took the collections to 
him at hishome. He told me to bring it out 
to his home. 

“I went out in the evening always, by 
street car. His wife answered the door. She 
asked who I was. I said, Louis Frank. She 
said she would tell him and she called up- 
stairs, ‘ Papa, Louis Frank is here.’ 

He called back, Let him come up.’ 

went upstairs and found him in bed. 
His hand was in a sling and a crucifix was 
hanging over the bed. When I went out I 
said to myself, ‘McCann, what a big hypo- 
crite you are.“ 

“This room was upstairs in the front of 
the house. He and I were alone together on 
both occasions. All he said. was, How are 
things?’ I told him everything was quiet and 
going on just the same, and then I handed him 
the roll of bills. 

It was while he was sick in bed that I 
got another $250 for him. Max Plummer 
and his wife ran a place at the northwest 
cornet of Peoria and Randolph streets: They 
picked up a couple of girls from the country 
and coaxed them with promises to go into 
their house. Some one made a complaint to 
the police, and Griffin, who is indicted, to- 
gether with his partner, Mulvihill, and Of- 
ficer Dwyer, grabbed the Plummers and 
booked them for pandering. 

Plummer came to me to see if I could 
fix it so he wouldn’t be settled for the job. 
He wae one of the monthly contributors. 

“I had bailed him and the woman out, and 
he wanted to know if I couldn't fix it with 
McCahn so that the case would be dropped. 
I said I would try, and went with him in his 
automobile out to McCann’s house on Yale 
avenue in the evening. 


Cites a Pandering Oase. 

I said, Inspector, here is Plummer. 
What are you going to do with his case?’ 

He answered, It's a bad case, Louis; 
the girls are not of age, are from out of the 
city, innocent girls from the country, and 
it's going to make trouble,’ 

* ‘Can’ t we fix this up?’ I asked, and he 
said, ‘yes.’

HE CLAIMS REORGANIZATION 


New Association Bears Same Name and 
Fights Old Soeiety. 


Ignoring the ‘reorganized’ Illinois Tax 
Reform association announced by Maxwell 
Edgar, the directors of the only original.”’ 
Illinois Tax Reform association yesterday 
held their annual meeting and ousted Mr. 
Edgar from membership on the board of di- 
rectors. The meeting was held in the Drexel 
bank building Cottage Grove avenue and 
Oakwood boulevard. 

The following officers were elected: 


President—Frank W. Jones. 

Secretary-treasurer—William Capesius. 

Directors—Henry M. Ashton, Frank W. Jones, 
and William Capesius. 

This is the only original Illinois 1 ax Re- 
form association,“ said Director Ashton at 
the close of the meeting. Mr. Edgar was 
removed from the office of secretary of this 
association on Jan. 13 and now he failed to 
be reélected’ a member of the board of di- 
rectors. 

“This amounts to Edgar being ousted, 
His announcement that he has reorganized 
the association is all tommyrot. Whatever 
he has organized, it is not the Illinois Tax 
Reform association, and we shall ignore the 
thing.“ 

Says Edgar Is Harmless. 

„Will the association ask for an injunc- 
tion to restrain Mr. Edgar from using the 
name of the organization? ’’ Director Ashton 
was &sked. . 

„ don’t believe that will be necessary.“ 
answered he. Edgar can’t do this associa- 
tion any harm. Postmaster Camobell has 
ruled that all mail addressed to the associa- 
tion, even if the letters bear the name of 
Maxwell Edgar, shall be delivered to Presi- 
dent Jones or to Mr. Capesfus, the newly 
elected secretary.’’ 

President Jones issued a statement in 
which he accused Mr. Edgar of refusing to 
agree to a compromise in the International 
Harvester company tax suit unless $50,000 
was paid to him as treasurer of the associa- 
tion. 

The statement read: 

“Mr. Edgar was deposed as secretary of 
the Illinois Tax Reform association on Jan. 
13 last at a meeting of the board of directors, 
a majority being present. The reason for this 
removal was that he refused to produce the 
books and records of the association, show- 
ing the receipts and disbursements, and t 
attend the meeting. 


“Edgar Alone in Demand.” 


Upon the matter of a compromise of the 
Harvester tax case the association found 
that about $160,000 would be turned into the 
public treasury. Mr. Edgar insisted no com- 
promise should be made unless 650,000 was 
paid to the treasurer of the association, who 
was himself. In this proposition Mr. Edgar 
was opposed by every member of the board 
of directors except himself. 

‘The association demanded that no com- 

promise or settlement be made in the Har- 
vester suit without the sanction of Judge 
Windes, and it was by reason of Mr. Edgar’s 
insistence upon his getting $50,000 from the 
Harvester company in settlement of this 
suit, directly contrary to the vote and action 
of the board of directors, that the directors 
removed Mr. Edgar on Jan. 13 from his posi- 
tion as secretary of the association and elect- 
ed Mr. Ashton to fill the vacancy.” 
„Mr. Ashton presented his bill to the as- 
sociation for $1,250, which Judge Windes 
ordered paid. said President Jones. Mr. 
Edgar’s charges that Mr. ton tried to 
bribe Edgar for $10,000 to settle the case 
were declared false by Judge Windes. Mr. 
Edgar made claim for $50,000 and Judge 
Windes ordered that $3,500 be paid him.“ 


Here Is “Reorganization” View. 


Herbert Miller, president of the “ reorgan- 
ized’ association, retorted in kind to the 
statement made by Ashton that the officers 
of the “only original reform association 
will ignore the Edgar faction. 

“The Illinois Tax Reform association, of 
which I am president, will ignore the Ashton 
faction,” sala Miller. The association will 
go ahead and do business just as formerly. 

„We have the charter of the association 
and we shall keep it. Edgar, Ashton, and I 
took out the charter originally and according 
to the by-laws of the association, two of the 
original three signers cf the charter always 
control the document. 

“In regard to Ashton’s statement that the 
mail of the association will go to the Ashton 
faction, Mr. Edgar will take care of that part 
of it. The association will get its mai) all 
right. The association is reorganized, Ash- 
ton is out, and that's all there Is to it.” 

Edgar himself said Ashton had pursued a 
policy of rule or ruin.“ 

Ashton is out of the organization and we 
are glad of it.“ said he. We also are glad 
to be rid of Jones, who is of the same ilk as 
Ashton. The organization will go ahead and 
do business as formerly.”

Friends Abroad, Foes at Home.

But we must recognize 
at a glance that any business organization 
which is large enough to sustain itself in 
foreign competition may, or rather must, be 
too large for admission into many of our 
states.

Free hides mean cheaper shoes for the 
public, probably within a year. ' 

That was the opinion expressed last night’ 
by one ot Chicago's shoe manufacturers, 
J. Harry Selz of Selz, Schwab & Co., when 
informed by Tun TRIBUNE thet President | 


hides placed on the free list in the new — 
bill. Mr. Selz outlined what free hides will 
mean to the whole country, manufacturer, 
tanner, producer, and consumer. . 

“The removal of the tariff on hides mea 
that ultimately the consumer will get much 
better and cheaper shoes he declared» 
There will not be a decline in price imme 
diately for reasons which I shall explain, but 
ultimately—absolutely, I say, and time win 
bear out my statement—the consumer will get" 
better and cheaper shoes and that within a 
year. The grades will be better and, there. 
fore, shoes will be cheaper or thé same grades 
will be cneaper. Now, let me explain it all. 

“The éffect of the reduction of the- tariff, 
as the shoe manufacturers view it, will be 
to throw open the markets of the world to 
us, Hitherto there has been a duty of 16 
per cent on heavy hidés, weighing 25 pounds 
or over. ,These hides are a scarcity ip this 
country, and in fact all over the world just 
at present, and they are the hides we need 
most in the manufacture of shoes. 


Scarcity of Cattle, Also Hides. 

There is a searcity of cattle in this coun- 
try, as THE TRIBUNE pointed out a day or 
two ago, and so there is a scarcity of heavy 
hides, and of all hides. We are paying now 
17% cents a pound for the heavy hides, the 
highest price in the history of the leather in- 
dustry. 

** Hides are not like wool, there never has 
been an animal found that produced more 


than one hide, you know. So the market is 


short the world over, and therefore we say 


the price of shoes will not decline Immediate- 


ly, but ultimately, On the other hand, with 
the duty on, we couldn't afford to import 
heavy hides. Shall I tell you what surely 
would happen if the duty is not removed? 
The price of shoes to the consumer would 
be raised 25 per cent within the next sixty 
days, and I'l] tell you why. We are paying 
17% cents for hides, but as the present selling 
prices for shoes are based on a price of 13% 
cénts for hides, we simply cannot afford | 
to sell shoes which now are being manufac- 
tured from top price hides for the old prices. 


Sees Other Improvements. 


“The removal of the tariff will result in 
a great deal of good in other ways. The con- 
sumer of shoes has not been getting as good 
shoes in recent years as he did before the 
Dingley tariff went into effect in 18987. Hides 
have been high and the tanners have put up 
their leather in the shortest poesible time to 
get it off their hands and get their money 
cut of it. The result has been that they have 
given us poorer leather and the consumer 
has got poorer shoes, With the markets of 
the world opened to us this will be changed— 
and another thing will change. 

“The large packers, who control the beef 
market, have exercised a monopoly in the 
hide market. They have had the animals 
and therefore the hides, and we have had to 
pay the prices they asked because hides are 
scarce and we have to take their hides or 
close up shop. That will bé changed, and 
we all can thank President Taft. and the 
congressmen who have stood firmly dy us 
in the twelve years’ fight.“ 


DOG KILLERS’ SHOTS ROUSE 
MANY PERSONS FROM SLEEP. 


Complaints Made by Citizens Whose 
Slumber Is Disturbed Before Their 
Usual Time for Awaking. 


Complaints of a new variety in connection 
with the campaign against unmuzzled dogs 
have begun to pour in on Acting Chief of 
Police Schuettler. It has been the practice 
of the squad of experts to start work before 
sunrise. The usual effect of each shot has 
been to bring nightgowned people to the win- 
dows and doors of every house for blocks 
around. 

Some of them telephone me that they 
can't get back to sleep,.“ said the acting chief. 
the thought of murder or a gun fight wakes 
them up so thoroughly that they lose the best 
part of the morning, they say, and some of 
the women get so excited that they dress and 
run over to the neighbors’ to find cut what 
the trouble is. 

“I can see no adquate way of meeting this 
class of complaints. Shooting later in the day 
is dangerous, because of the large number of 
children around, and the only remedyl can 
see is to obtain more dog wagons. I shall 
take steps toward this end a8 soon as pos- 
sible,’’ 

Sixty-five dogs were shot yesterday, bring- 
ing the total for the week up to 325. Three per- 
sons were bitten—Eurl Powers, 357 West 
Forty-seventh street; Edna Hutchison, 8913 
Calumet avenue, and John Duncan, 13 Ayers 
court. 

The attitude of the Humane society toward 
the shooting of dogs was made known in a 
communication to THE TRIBUNE from George 
A. H. Scott, secretary of the organization. 

“If dog owners were as active in the pro- 


.tection of dogs as dog haters are in having 


dogs exterminated,“ he wrote, the police 
would not be goaded on to employ crude and 
barbarous methods of destruction. We can- 
not blame the police, for they are endeavor- 
ing to carry out the laws in protecting the 
citizen from the danger of rabies. While the 
extent of the prevalence of rabies is a dis- 
puted question, the fear of it certainly exists. 

It is negligence per se to violate a law or 
an ordinance. If the dog ordinance is ob- 
served it will not be necessary for police 
officers to shoot any dogs. The society re- 
grets that so much pain and suffering is the 
lot of the dog whose owner fails (o protect it 
from the rigor of this law, perhaps through 
negligence. merely, and perhaps for the rea- 
gon that the law does not meet with his ap- 
proval and therefore is ignored.”

Real Man-of-War Coming. 
Chicago’s navy will be augmented for a 
week by a visit from the man-of-war Wol- 
verine, formerly the Michigan, which will 
be moored at the dock at. the foot of Ran- 
dolph street until next Saturday for public 
inspection, The boat ie in command of Com- 
mander William P. ite, U. S. N., and is 
manned by regular naval officers and blue- 
jackets. Built in 1843, the Wolverine is the 
oldest iron vessel in active commission and 
is one of the first iron vessels built. 

It is the only naval cruiser in active serv- 
ice on the great lakes, and has a crew of 
about one hundred bluejackets and naval 
officers of the regular service, and from this 
standpoint will be of unusual interest to the 
people, who get but few opportunities to in- 
spect Uncle Sam's fighting bulldogs of the 
navy. Commander, White stated that the 
principal duty of the Wolverine in coming 
here is to allow visitors to go aboard and | 
inspect the man-of-war. 


TRAIN STRIKES AUTO; 3 DIE; 
FOUR ESCAPE BY A MIRACLE. 


Michigan Banker and His Wife and 
Niece Are Victims—Chauffeur Tells

Menominee, Mich., July 24.—[(Special.]—Ole 
Erickson, president of the State bank of 
Escanaba, his wife, and Belle Erickson, his 
niece, were killed today when their automo- 
bile was struck at Birch Creek by a North- 
western passenger train. In the car also | 
were James O'Donnell, the driver, Edward 
Erickson Jr., nephew of Ole Erickson, Ed- 
werd Erickson Sr., and Bertha Erickson, 
his daughter. The two latter are not related 
to the other members of the party. 

They were about thirty feet away from the 
track when the train, which had been ob- 
scured by the hill, was seen by the driver 
and Mr. Erickson, who sat in the front seat.

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EXPECT WAR DEPARTMENT AID 


City Officials Believe Dredging 
Pian Will Be Approved. 


PREPARED FOR STRUGGLE. 


Hope for Rejection of Federal Engi- 
neer’s Suggestion. 


City officials expressed confidence yester- 
day that the war department would not fol- 
low up the suggestion. of its local engineers 
to oppose Chicago's request that the dredg- 
ings from the river be dumped where they 
will not endanger the water supply. 

The plan for disposing of dredgings and 
refuse elther eight miles from shore or close 
to land behind breakwaters, where it will 
build up submerged lands, is one of the most 
favored plans of the present administration, 
and it will not be relinquished without a 
struggle. : 

It has been given the hearty support of 
Mayor Busse and city department heads and 
Health Commissioner Evans and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Hanberg have spent 
a great deal of time in their efforts to have it 
put into effect, Dr. Evans has made one 
trip to Washington and will make another 
this week when he hopes Secretary of War 
Dickinson will be ready totake up the mat- 
ter for final settlement. 

Dr. Evans’ attitude is one of hopeful con- 
fidence that the war department will not 
observe the mere necessities of navigation 
with utter disregard of the public health. 


Evans May Go to Washington. 

1 have an understanding with the war 
department that when this question is up 
for settlement I shall be notified,’’ he said, 
and it is possible that I shall go to the 
capitol to take it up with the secretary 
next week. I hope to convince him that 
these considerations brought forward in the 
reports from the Chicago office should not 
outweigh others of fully as great importance. 
In New Fork the government carries the 
dredgings out thirty or forty miles, and I 
believé that our requests are not unreason- 
able.“ f , 

Isham Randolph, consulting engineer for 
the trustees. of the sanitary district, ex- 
plained that if the dredging in the south 
fork of the south branch, specifically .men- 
tioned in Engineer Liljencrantz’s report, is 
done once it will not again be necessary for 
the same causes.

It, filled in sev- 
eral feet. Later the Thirty-ninth street 
pumps were put to work and the filling-in 
stopped. I believe mane of it would have 
occurred if the pumps had been working 
immediately after the dredging was com- 
es materials had become settled and 
hardened so that even the increased flushing 
would not remove them, but, if they are 
taken out now, I believe there will be no 
more settling there. So, on that point there is 
no consideration of any great expense that

Mrs. Hinkley Regards Mrs. May- 
field ‘‘as Common Criminal.“

TELLS STORY OF SHOOTING. 


Mother Declares She Was Coaxed to 
Home of Daughter. 


Mrs. Gertrude A. Hinkley informed the 
police yesterday that she would prosecute 
her daughter, Mrs. Agnes C Mayfield, “ as 
a common criminal,” for the shooting affatr 
of last Wednesday, in which the mother was 
wounded. She gave a dramatic account of 
her daughter's alleged attempt on her life. 

The Hyde Park police beHeve they have 
discovered several flaws In Mrs. Mayfield's 
story of the family quarrel. Mrs. Mayfield 
was taken from the police station to the 
scene of the shooting in her rooms at 180 
East Forty-first street, by detectives, and 
closely questioned about the entire affair. 

The mother had recovered sufficiently to 
talk more freely than before. She pointed 
out what the police regard as a partial repu- 
diation of the daughter's story. 

My daughter fired the shot which struck 
me, said Mrs. Hinkley. ‘‘ Do you suppose 
I would accuse my own daughter if it was 
an accident? 


Story Denied by Mother. 

“The story she has told—that I was in 
love with her husband—is absurd. I never 
met him but once until after she had mar- 
ried him. I was with them for about two 
weeks and that was all I ever saw him. 

“She imagines all sorts of things and 
thinks the rest of the family are trying to 
get her property.

Then she went into her bedroom. When 
she returned she pointed a revolver at me, 
Saying, I might as well settle it now.’ 

**I screamed twice: and rushed past her 
into the hall. I heard a shot and the bullet 
struck my face. Then Mrs. Mayfield brought 
a piece of paper and told me to write that it 
was an accident. I wrote the word ‘ acci- 
dent.“ I don’t know whether I signed it or 
not. 

Husband’s Initials on Pistol. 

It is true that the inftials on the handle 
of the revolver are those of my husband, but 
my daughter has had it for more than a year.

POLICE SHUT OPEN AIR SHOW 


Permit Refused to Vaudeville 
Project at Gunther Park. 


IS OPPOSED BY RESIDENTS, 


| 
Promoters Out $3.000 and 10,000 Per- 


sons Find Passes Void. 


After spending $3,000 and distributing 10,000 
“ compliméntary ” tickets, the United Fairs 
Booking association was denied a permit yes- 
terday to give open air vaudeville shows in 
the grand stand of the Gunther baseball park, 
North Ashland and Leland avenues. The 
application was marked ‘“rejected’’ by Act- 
ing Chief Schuettler and the city clerk acted 
in accordance with the recommendation of 
the police department. 

Permission to give the performance was 
refused because the residents objected,” the 
acting chief said. The park itself was al- 
lowed to open under protest this spring be- 
cause the management had made all prepara- 
tions and had arranged for games before the 
protests came to the ears of the officials. It 
would be unfair now to allow this vaudeville 
program to be given nightly in opposition to 
the residents.“ 


Delegation at City Hall. 

Among the protesters were the Rev. F. N. 
Perry, pastor of the Church of Our Lady of 
Lourdes at 2709 North,Ashiand avenue, and 
a delegation from the Ravenswood and Sheri- 
dan Park Improvement association, which 
went to the mayor's office in the morning. 
They urged that the vaudeville program was 
in violation of the city ordinance provision 
which makes it Illegal to allow a theatrical 
performance within 200 feet of a church. It 
was planned, according to the complainants, 
to close the regular entrance to the park and 
open another farther away for the open air 
theater to circumvent this provision. 

We're licked and we are going to take 
our medileine, said Jay B. Warren of the 
booking association. “‘ We were offering a 
program of vaudeville at 10, 20, and 30 cents 
that would cost from 50 cents to $1 downtown. 
We spent 33 000 building a stage, putting in 
a light plant, contracting for performers, 
etc. We leased the park for the rest of the 
season and expected to try the new open air 
venture for a six weeks’ season. 


Don’t Understand Refusal. 

„We are refused permission and don’t know 
why; no one has kicked to us. The building 
department, ‘fire and electrical departments 
have all passed on our plans. License In- 
‘spector Miller recommended that we be 
granted a license. 

„We had no intimation that the matter 
was to be held up. Last night. we turned 
away 2,000 persons who came to see us open. 
The police even refused to let us try out our 
electric light apparatus with the moving pio- 
tures. 

We had planned to put on only first class 
acts. We expected to make it pay because of 
the great seating capacity—4,700. But weare 
through; this is first thing we ever tried to 
introduce in Chicago, and one experience is 
enough.“ 90 5

Gives “Prominent “Men” Chance 
to Become Members of Amer- 
ican Civie Alliance. 


The greatest living political infant prodigy 
almost escaped from Chicago -yesterday. 
The father, Monsieur N. Latayette-Savay— 
emphasis on the Lafayette—just happened to 
be intercepted at Highland Park on his out- 
ward journey. He was carrying the prodigy 
along with him. : 

The name of this wonderful! political kid 
is The American Civic Alliance (incorp.),” 
and its claims for notoriety are almost too 
numerous for a single mind to grasp. Al- 
though Papa Savay’’ is an extremely mod- 
est man, and says himself quite frankly 
that he is not.seeking publicity for himself 
or for his child, yet when the alliance is men- 


tioned. he is moved to flights of oratory: ac- 


companied by many shrugs of the shoulders 
and requires considerable area in which to 
fling ‘his géstures. — 

Some Things Not Mentioned. 

Incidentally the monsieur did not bring 
with him, or at any rate did not exhibit, 
copies of New York papers which ‘have treat- 
ed him; his compounded name, and his beau- 
tiful. scheme with rudeness and, to put it 
mildly, with brutal skepticism. 

Also there was nothing said about the littie 
matter of a board bill at the Congress notel 
which he neglected to settle before he hiked 
to Highland Park. 

While no man can fully grasp the tre- 
mendously large plan upon which the Amer- 
ican Civic Alliance is founded at a single 
hearing of the recitation of its principles by 
M. Savay, a few of the ideas do stand promi- 
nently out and make a strong impression 
upon the mind. The initiation fee is one of 
these. M. Savay admits the child still has 
many elusive ideas thet need molding 
into shape, but the genius for getting mem- 
bers and their money seems to have been de- 
veloped to a high degree. 


Talent for Getting Members. 

It sounds difficult, does it not? said M. 
Shvay, as he sat gracefully draped over a 
chair on the balcony of the Moraine hotel at 
Highland Park in the afternoon. ‘ You see, 
I have reduced it to a science. At first we 
had no fee, and members came easy, although 
of course we were particular about the kind 
of persons we took in. But last December 
we decided to broaden our scope, and thought 
it best to charge a membership fee of $10. 

Nov, understand me, we only want men 
who are great in their line, men who are at 
the head of things, men whose names will 
have an influence upon the people, men who 
have no stain upon their names, like your 
Ogden Armour, or J. J. Hill, or Pierpont Mor- 
gan. 

But I am getting away from your ques- 
tion. How do I get members? Well, I 
select the names of men we would like to 
have as members, men from all over the 
country, prominent men—I only want prom- 
inent men—and I write them a short four 
line letter. 


Letter Heads Strong Pullers. 

“The eye of the recipient is first attract- 
ed by the names I have on the letterhead— 
they are only a few of our members, but they 
are names that draw. He is interested in 
our association, and he sees these names, 
and then he looks down and sees there are 
only four lines. So he says to himself, I 
can read this,’ and the next thing you know 
he writes out his check and signs an applica- 
‘tion blank, which I always inclose. You 
see, it looks hard, but it is easy.” 

The letterheads of the alliance contain 
names that are calculated to attract atten- 
tion of almost any one. They range from 
college presidents to admirals and from edi- 
tors to financiers. Doubtless when M. Savay 
gets time to have some new stationery print- 
ed he will eliminate the names of those per- 
sons who declare they have nothing to do 
with the scheme. 


Hopes to Persuade Chicagoans. 

M. Savay admits that the Chicago repre- 
sentation is a little shy, but mentions a few 
who have been aproached, and who have, 
well, you know, sort of promised to take 
an interest.“ such as J. T. Harahan, Presi- 
dent Harry Pratt Judson of Chicago univer- 
sity, Michael Cudahy, Ogden Armour, Bion 
J. Arnold, Ralph Modjeski, and our mem- 
ber, Hamlin Garland.” 

We are much stronger in other states, 
particularly in New York, California, the 
New England states, and Colorado, but here 
it seems that they don't take much interest, 
he said. 

Invitations have been sent out to some 500 
prominent Chicagoans, asking them to meet 
President Savay at the Auditorium Annex 
next Tuesday evening for the general pur- 
pose of letting M. Savay reveal his plans, 
and incidentally to decide what Chicagoans 
are eligible to membership. M. Savay 
theught there had been about thirty replies— 
whether acceptances or regrets he did not 
specify—and he thought there might be some 
more tomorrow.

tropolis was so unnecessary and so cruel, 

d. as I think you will realize before I con- 
, Clude, so unjpst. 
We in this city are accustomed to such 
attacks upon our best citizens. We under- 
‘stand their origin, and we simply keep silent 
and go our way. But when they emanate 
from such an exalted source as one of the 
bishops of this great church, from a man 
of such unquestioned sincerity and piety as 
yourself, when. they are uttered under the 
far reaching sounding board of a great metro- 
Polſtan pulpit, then we who know the facts 
can no longer hold our pedce. 


Has Watched/Him Since Boyhood. 

was pastor of young Mr. Rockefeller’s 
boyhood. I have watched him with afftec- 
tionate interest, almost from the day he 
was born, when his godly mother, whom 
everybody loves who knows her, consecrated 
him in her prayers, if God so willed, to tne 
Christian ministry. 

“I have watched him Since that sunlit 
Sunday morning when in the Euclid Avenue 
Baptist church of Cleveland of which before 
I became Episcopalian I was then the min- 
ister.

Physicist Suffefs Severe Burns 
While in Laboratory. 


ABOUT TO RESUME DUTIES. 


Chicago Scientist Returns from West 
with Story of Accident. 


After being confined for four months be- 
cause of an accident which but few of his 
friends at the University of Chicago were 
aware had happened, Prof. Henry G. Gale 
of tne physics department stated yesterday 
that he will be at his work in Ryerson labora- 
tory next week. 

Prof. Gale’s misfortune came while making 
original solar System experiments at the 
Mount Wilson observatory in Pasadena, Cal. 
According to the story he told yesterday for 
the first time, he received a 15,000 volt shock 
from the machine he was handling on March 
19. The effect of the shock knocked him 
down, he falling on a rheostat which was 


conducting the current. 


Dr. Gale was rendered unconscious by the 
shock and lay on the rheostat for half an 
hour before being rescued. The current 
passing through the instrument.burned him 
severely on his side and back. 

For the next three months the noted phys- 
icist:- was kept at a Pasadena hospital, where 
grafted skin was used from himself and 
others to patch the wounds. He remained 
there three months before returning to hig 
residence at 5646 Kimbark avenue. 


Wounds Heal Slowly. 

I have felt strong enough to return to my 
work at the university,“ said Dr. Gale during 
the day. The reason I did not was because 
I feared to have the skin rub against my 
clothing. It has healed slowly and even now 
is hardly tough enough.“ 

Prof. Gale's return to the university was 
made unannounced, and several members of 
the faculty who are close friends of the pro- 
fessor confessed they had not heard of his 
accident. 

When Dr. Gale left for Mount Wilson it 
was to do research work in the study of the 
solar system. He admitted that he is ex- 
perimenting along lines that have not been 
given atention by physicists and astronomists 
but would not confide the nature of the work 
being carried on. He took his annual vaca- 
tion period as a good opportunity to continue 
his investigations. Dr. Gale has made sev- 
eral trips to California for the same purpose 
before. 

Prof. Gale Known as Athlete. 

Prof. Gale is one of the most popular men 
on the faculty. He took his degree in 1886 and 
was prominent in athletics under Coach 
Stagg. He recently was appointed professor 
of arts college at the university. He said at 
night he will leave further work in his investi- 
gations until next winter, when he expects to 
return to Pasadena.

Kenosha, Wis., July 24.—(Special.)—‘' Pre- 
serve law and order in this city; if it be- 
comes necessary shoot, and shoot to kill.“ 

Thie drastic order, issued today by Presi- 
dent Z. G. Simmons Jr. of the board of police 
and fire commissioners in defiance of Mayor 
Jchokey, practically put an end to the strike 
at the big tannery plant of N. R. Allen's Sons, 
and it is expected that all of the strikers will 
ve at work Monday morning. 

President Simmons also directed the police 
ahd other city employés to accept no orders 
trom the mayor, who is said to be in sym- 
pathy with the strikers, and also to arrest 
and jail any city official who attempted to in- 
tertere with the police in the performance of 
cheir duties. 


‘Means End to Lawlessness. 

There have been three men shot and at 
least twenty wounded in this strike, said 
President Simmons. I do not propose to 
stand for any more lawlessness in Kenosha, 
mayor or no mayor. Any striker or other 
person who attempts to start a riot or dis- 
<r will be shot down without warn- 
ng. f 

Sheriff Gunter and Chief O' Hare with more 
than 100 deputies and policemen were on 
hand at the gates of the tannery at noon to 
prevent any trouble when the employés of 
the company were paid off. 

Everything was quiet and peaceable and 
it was the prevailing opinion that the back- 
bone of the strike was broken. Gen. Otto 
Falk, who has had Troop A of the Wisconsin 
National guard in readiness at Milwaukee to 
hasten to the scene of the trouble, issued 
orders shortly after noon for the soldiers to 
disband but to be in readiness to report for 
duty at a moment’s notice. 


Many Apply for Work. 

When the gates of the tannery opened in 
the morning more than 200 strikers made ap- 
plication to be taken back. The officials’ of 
the company were present and the men were 
told that they could resume work imme- 
diately. 

A committee from the strikers who still 
maintained an attitude of defiance con- 
ferred with Charles W. Allen, president of 
the company, and it was agreed that all the 
men should return to work Monday. 

The committee at first demanded that the 
strikers should receive pay for the time they 
had been out. This demand was refused by 
Mr. Allen, who informed the committee that 
the men would be taken back and paid only 
for the time they worked. 

Socialists and labor agitators have called a 
masemeeting of the strikers for tomorrow 
afternoon at Schlits halt, but it is declared 
that an attempt will be made by the police 
to prevent any gathering for fear of another 
riot. 

Circulars were distributed among the 
strikers, which stated that a number of So- 
cialists and labor leaders of Chicago would 
address the meeting. 


Some Increases Are Granted. 

In several of the tannery departments the 
company granted the strikers an increase of 
50 cents a week, but in the majority the de- 
mands were denied and in these the men who 
return to work will do so on the original wage 
scale. 

While it is believed there will be no further 
trouble, the county and city officials are tak- 
ing every precaution to prevent a repetition 
of Thursday’s rioting. The deputy sheriffs 
and police will remain on guard at the tan- 
nery for several days. 


“Spite Work,” Says Mayor. 

Mayor Scholey declared he would not con- 
test the decree of President Simmons, al- 
though he said the action of that official in 
ordering the police to ignore him was hasty 
and unauthoriged. 

There is absolutely nothing to this, he 
said, ‘‘except spite work on the part of cer- 
tain persons who don't like my administra- 
tion. Primarily, of course, the police and 
fire commission has the right to dictate to 
policemen and other persons who work under 
its rules. I do not think I have lost any of 
my authority by the action of Simmons. If 
the police want to obey the orders of tne 
commission, of course I can have nothing to 
Say about it.“ 

As far as his official duties are concerned 
the mayor has not been suspended or inter- 
fered with in any way. According to the 
laws of Wisconsin, the police and fire com- 
mission is supreme in all matters connected 
with these departments. President Simmons 
has four years to serve and under no circum- 
stances can he be discharged by Mayor 
Scholey. : :

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REPUDIATES HIS SLEUTHS. 


Complainant Denies Contract to Re- 
cover Wife’s Estate. 


Mre. Kate Hiller, beneficiary of the late 
Mrs. Edward W. Morrison, collapsed yester- 
day and now is under medical care as the 
result of the attempt to wrest the fortune 
from her. x 

Carl Hauber, the crippled brother and joint 
beneficiary, and the other sister, Mrs. Ma- 
tilda m, attended the patient constantly 
during the day, and strangers were kept at 
a safe distance from the little residence at 
041 Thirty-fifth place by sympathizing 
friends. 

Mr. Morrison, it is said, now regrets his 
alleged employment of C. 8. Rieman and the 
other private detectives to search for his 
wife's missing. estate. He has taken steps 
to forestall any scheme the beneficiaries or 
their lawyer, W. 8. Hefferan, have to make 
him answer for the action of the detectives 
in kidnaping the Hillers in a futile at- 
tempt to make them give up the gift. 
Through his lawyer,» James R. Ward, Mr. 
Morrison has served notice on Attorney Hef- 
feran that he repudiates the purported 


agreement between himself and Rieman, and 


refuses to be held accountable for what the 
detectives did. 90 

Surface indications are that no one was 
more surprised over the amount of money 
and securities Mrs. Morrison possessed than 
Morrison. Immediately after her death in 
May he made application for letters of ad- 
ministration, and, it le allleged, swore that 
his wife's estate was worth less than §2,000. 


Signs One-Half to Detective. 

Then on June 22 he began an attachment 
sult against Mrs. Hiller seeking the return 
of $5,000, which he then supposed comprised 
his wife's entire gift. What the detectives 
told him must have surprised him greatly, 
for the purported legal contract which Rie- 
man possesses gives him the privilege to in- 
vestigate the entire estate, and specifically 
enables Rieman to “ retain one-half of all 
moneys and securities wrongfully withheld 
by others.” It also empowers Rieman to 
‘“‘invoke the aid of the authorities in re- 
covering whatever might be discovered.“ 

Furthermore, the agreement contains a 
penalty clause to the effect that if the Hillers 
or their representatives compromise with 
Mr. Morrison they will be jointly held re- 
sponsible for the detective’s share of the 
original amount so discovered. 

Mr. Morrison and his lawyer made the flat 
statement that the agreement was obtained 
by “fraud,” but refused te go into details 
of the circumstances under which it was en- 
tered into. 

Promise of Interesting Fight. 

Interesting times are promised when the 
hearing is resumed before Judge Cutting on 
Aug. 25. Mr. Morrison has had the court issue 
citations for the Hillers, Hauber, and Mrs. 
Plum, all of whom are witnesses against him, 
to prove the alleged eccentricities of his de- 
ceased wife. So far as can be learned he has 
cited no witnesses of his own. 

Attorney Hefferan says he is considering 
the advisability of turning the investigation 
in the opposite direction, and may ask Judge 
Cutting to hear testimony on a probable will. 
There is nothing tangible to show that Mrs. 
Morrison made a will, but there is evidence 
that she told young Hauber she would 
make him rich at her death, it is claimed. 

The beneficiaries promise they will try to 
offset the effect of Mr. Morrison’s claims of 
eccentricity by producing testimony that 
Mr. and Mrs. Morrison were not on good 
terms, that they never sat down at the same 
table together, while Mrs. Hiller was their 
housekeeper, and the husband, Henry Hiller, 
was the handy man about the premises. 
They will attempt to show that Mrs. Hiller 
and her brother won the affections of the 
elder women through their ability to speak 
her language—Mrs. Morrison having been 
German—and by their sympathy and general 
kindness. 


HAMMOND POLICE FIRED AT 
AFTER GARY GAMBLING RAID. 


Captain, Patrolman, and Bailiff Return 
Shots in Woods on Way Home with 
Betting Devices. 


Gamblers-are blamed for an attempt to 
murder Capt. George Hanlon, a policeman 
and a bailiff of Hammond, Ind., late on Fri- 
day, following a raid on two alleged gam- 
bling places in Gary earlier in the evening. 

The raid was conducted under what is 
known in Indiana as the “ metropolitan 
police law,“ which gives to any city includ- 
ed in the law the power to arrest or raid 
throughout the state. 

It followed a complaint made by Thomas 
Wilhelm, a steel worker, to William 5. 
Hodges, deputy prosecuting attorney, of 
Gary, that he had lost $40 in places con- 
ducted by ‘“‘ Jimmy Rogers, a former Chi- 
cago gambler, and William McCarren.

Thé entire system of the Northwestern 
is operated with the trains on the left hand 
track, so that it is not necessary to change 
in order to secure uniformity. The road was 
originally built that way and the custom is 
said to be peculiarly adapted to the handling 
of a large suburban traffic. 


Effects of the Hepburn Law.

Controller Wilson Emphasizes 


Another Reason Why City 
7 Needs Bond Issue. 


Chicago's t: dous natural advantages 
were emphasi yesterday by an explana- 
tion of the import to the city of the south west 
mre and water tunnel, now nearing comple- 

on. ) 


In that work City Controller Walter H. 


- Wilson found an argument for the bond le- 


sues that are to be submitted to the voters 
in the next year or two, and he supported the 
argument with a showing that for $5,000,000 
Chicago will be given a water supply for 
which New York City probably will pay 
$200,000, 000. 

The capacity of the three pumping stations 
that are to draw upon the new 14 foot intake 
is estimated at 800,000,000 gallons of water 
a day. The lowest estimate of the cost of 
New York City's effort to draw water ninety- 
two miles from the Catskills is $161,857,000, 
and it probably will go far beyond that 
figure. 

Astonishes His Auditors. 

Do you know that Chicago will have a 
new water supply sufficient for a population 
of 4,000,000 people and that practically the 
same thing will cost New York forty times 
as much as it does us! the city controller 
asked Fire Marshal Horan and a few other 
casual visitors in his office. 

His hearers were astounded and listened, 
intently to the explanation he offered. 

Tho public,“ he said, probably would be 
just as much astonished as you are if it ap- 
prectated things going on under its nose in- 
stead of taking them as a matter of course. 
Here ig a case where the city must spend 
$5.000,000 and the public will not see where it 
goes. There will de the same questions as 
to where the money is going. 

“The waterworks system is one of the 
places where’ great sums of money can be 
spent wisely and the ordinary citizen will 
not appreciate the expenditurre. In this in- 
stance alone we find an argument for the sup- 
port of the bond issues that cannot be contro- 
verted. 

The total cost of this work will not ex- 
ceed $5,000,000. That toa man on salary may 
sound fabulously large. but what can he say 
when he is told that New York already has 
authorized its bureau of water supply to ex- 
pend $100,000,000 on. the Catskill mountain 
water project and that it probably will spend 
as much more before the work is completed?” 


“Must Be No Shoddy Work.” 


The controller then turned to the necessity 
of high grade materials and workmanship in 
such construction using photographs show- 
ing the damage done by the elements to the 
protective structures of the old Sixty-eighth 
street crib in demonstration. 

„The work that the city now is doing is 
permanent,” he said. ‘“ There will be noth- 
ing shoddy about any part of it. The new 
crib is practically indestructible—an achleve- 
ment almost impossible when its exposed po- 
sition is considered. 

The city can spend a lot of money away 
out there in the lake without the taxpayer 
appreciating the absolute necessity of it. 
These photographs show simply a few 
months, comparatively, perhaps two or three 
years’ wear on the outworks of the Sixty- 
eighth street crib. f 

Great timbers are wrenched, twisted, and 
torn loose. Heavy stone is jarred, crumbled, 
and broken. It is almost impossible to build 
a breakwater of the type used there that 
will stand the strain put on it. The sun beats 
down on the wood, then the great waves soak 
it and tear it loose. The cold wrenches it 
and the ice grinds it to pleces.” 

In the necessity for repair work of high 
standards in places of this sort he saw an- 
other fact for the city’s taking advantage of 
its increased bonding power. 

“The city hasn't had the money to do 
any more than patch and then in a short 
time to patch again,“ he pointed out. It 
must Rave money to practice economy in the 
right way.” 


Outline of Water System. 


The water system with the southwest land 
and water tunnel as its base comprises the 
following: 

The construction of a new intake crib ad- 
jacent to the present Sixty-eighth street 
crib, the construction of about sixteen miles 
of water tunnels to supply three new pump- 
ing stations, one to be located at One Hun- 
dred and Fourth place and Stewart avenue, 
the second at Seventy-fifth street and West- 
ern avenue, and the third in the vicinity of 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth street and 
Yates avenue; each station to have a maxi- 
mum daily capacity of 100,000,000 gallons. 
The tunnel under the lake will be fourteen 
feet in diameter, leatiing from the crib to 
Seventy-third street and Yates avenue, from 
there westward (twelve feet in diameter) to 
Seventy-third and State streets. continuing 
southward on State street (nine feet in dlame- 
ter) to the proposed Roseland pumping sta- 
tion at One Hundred and Fourth place and 
Stewart avenue. A nine foot branch will 
be run westward on Seventy-third street, 

hree and one-half miles in length, to a pro- 
gosed station at Seventy-fifth street and 
Western avenue. Similarly a nine foot branch 
is provided for the future to be run southward 
from Seventy-third street And Yates avenue 
to the proposed station near One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth and Yates avenue.“ 


Cost Is Piling Up. 


The greater part of Mr. Wilson's informa- 
tion concerning the situation in New York 
was contained in a recent magazine article. 
This stated that in 1906 the city board of es- 
timate and apportionment passed without 
objection a resolution authorizing the 3181, 
857,000 Catskill water supply plan. 

Many engineers,” said the writer, now 
estimate that the scheme will cost more 
than $200.000,000 before it is finished. 

One feature of it alone—the Ashokan dam— 
is to cost more than twice the cost of the 
entire southwest tunnel system of Chicago. 
The lowest bid on it was $10,415,000, and it 


| Was awarded to a contractor at $12,670,000. 


In addition a new obstacle has been dis- 
covered which probably will cost more than 
twice what Chicago will pay for its new sys- 
tem. That is the problem of carrying the 
water across the Hudson river. Borings at 
the crossing point revealed an unexpected 
state of affairs, and it may be that a bridge 
costing $10,000,000 may have to be built, de- 
laying the water supply many years. 


Citizens’ Wonderful Chance. 


“We have the cheapest construction for 
water supply of any large city in the United 
States,” said Mr. Wilson in conciuding his 
argument, “and stringency is not economy. 
If the property owners would give one-tenth 
the assessed valuations of their property we 
could make Chicago the most wonderful city 
in the world, and yet we have not had the 
money for the proper development of our

BOARD TO MEET TOMORROW;. 
MAY NAME NEW SCHOOL HEAD. 


Trustees Probably Will Receive Report 
of Subcommittee Which Has Matter 
of Superintendency in Hand. 


Selection of a new superintendent for the 
Chicago public schools, which has occupied 
members of the board of education and a 
subcommittee for over a week, may become 
an accomplished fact tomorrow. 

The board will meet at 4:30 p. m. in execu- 
tive session and may resolve itself into a 
committee of the whole at once to decide on 
the new superintendent. 

Most of the members of the board are said 
to favor the selection of a Chicago man, but 
the subcommittee, which has the matter 
of the superintendency in hand, it is under- 
stood, will do no more than to submit a formal 
report including the name and record of the 
individual aspirants.

MORGAN’S HOUSE IN DEAL.

Washington, D. C.. July 24— [Special. 
Secretary of State Knox has begun in Hon- 
duras the application of a financial policy 
which is expected to bring peace to revolu- 
tlonary Central” America, 

The secretary has arranged, through the 
New York house of J. Pierpont Morgan & 
Oo., to refund the debt of Honduras, and 
when this shall be accomplished he will use 
the influence and power of the government 
to see that the interest is paid. As a corol- 
lary of this attitude, he will force the neigh- 
boring countries of Guatemala, Salvador, and 
Nicaragua to preserve inviolate the neutral- 
ity of Honduras. 

It is an important step which the secretary 
has taken, one fraught with grave respon- 
sibility, but at the same time having com- 
pensations of no mean value to American in- 
terests. Honduras is the strategic military 
point of Central America. Guatemala is its 
neighbor on the northwest, Salvador on the 
southwest, dnd Nicaragua on the south. 

It has been the scene of constant civil war 
and the battlefleld of Nicaraguan as well as 
Guatemalan troops. Were it not for the un- 


rest which always prevails, it would be a 
garden spot of the earth. 


Fertility Is Remarkable.

There are few Americans in the republic 
Which is due unquestionably to the fact that 
industrial development necessarily has been 
Blow because of the unsatisfactory political 
conditions which have existed from the be- 
ginning of thé republic. 

Probably most persons in the United States 
who are unfamiliar with the business econom- 
les which prevail in all of Central Ameri- 
ca, with the exception of Costa Rica, be- 
lieve that good support would be given in 
Honduras to such industries as steam laun- 
dries and gas plants. The fact is, there are 
bo manufactures in Honduras. 

The first and essential thing to do, as was 
recently stated by Consul Brickwood, at 
Puerto Cortes, as to educate the people to 
tn appreciation of modern conveniences. This 
will be a long, hard task, because the 
Standard of living is low, wages are low, 
and many find it difficult to secure employ- 
ment at any price. 

Of course, among such a people as this, poor 
in pursesand unemployed, it cannot be ex- 
pected that they would be large consumers. 


Idleness Cause of Unrest. 

As one of the consequences of unemploy- 
ment, it is not difficult for the local Jefes, or 
chiefs, to gather a band of men, swoop down 
upon a customs house, collect the duties on 
an incoming cargo, and with the proceeds 
purchase arms and ammunition with which 
to equip a force to overturn the government 
and thus secure the larger opportunity of 
grafting upon the entire country. 

This is the history of revolutionary move- 
Ments not only in Central America but in 
Santo Domingo, Hayti, and other so-called 
Tepublics, In spite of the efforts the state

MOORS WHIP SPANISH TROOPS 


Fill Hospital with Wounded; 
Frighten Town Into Panic. 


FIGHT IS HAND-TO-HAND. 


Inhabitants Flee Melilla; Tribes De- 
stroy Roads. 


MELILLA, Morocco, July 24.—The fight 


that started yesterday afternoon when the 
Kabyle tribesmen attacked the Spanish 
forces, is just over, with scattered firing still 
going on. The Moors were repulsed only 


after fierce fighting, much of which was with 


‘bayonets at close quarters. 

The inhabitants of Melilla are panic strick- 
en, the successes of the Moors having given 
rise to fears that they will sweep down on the 
city itself. The Moorish tribes now gathered 
chose to Gen. Marina’s camps are estimated 
at 16,000. Their losses in the battle are said 
to have been nearly a thousand. The Spanish 
forces lost no fewer than three hundred men. 
Many people are leaving Melilla. 


Moors Seek to Cut Off Troops. 


Reinforced by tribes from the coast and the 
interior, the aim of the Moorish leaders was 
to cut off the Spanish troops’ position at 
Atalayou from Melilla. During the early part 
of the fighting the Moors were dislodged and 
retired slowly, but, the Spanish fire ceasing, 
the Moors made a furious charge and sur- 
rounded the Spanish column, of whom many 
fell before the column was rescued by rein- 
forcements hurried up by Gen. Marina. 

The battle then became general, the Span- 
iards endeavoring to trap the Moors between 
two lines of fire. The tribesmen, however, 
were too wary and fought desperately. They 
retreated only when they literally were 
hurled back by the Spanish attack at the 
point of the bayonet. At dusk, when there 
was a lull in the firing, Col. Cabrera, while 
addressing words of cheer to his wearied 
men, fell dead from a bullet in the heart. 


Rage Follows Colonel’s Death. 

With a ery of rage the Spanish forces 
swept out to avenge their chief, and a flerce 
and sanguinary fight with bayonet and saber 
followed. The Spaniards then withdrew to 
their original base. Among those killed is 
Lieut. Col. Hanezgmarin, a miltary expert. 
The wounded are arriving constantly. The 
hospitals at Melilla being inadequate, some 
are being taken to Malaga. N 

The Spanish soldiers suffered from the in- 
tense heat during the_battle, many of them 
being overcome. Gen. Marina is awaiting 
heavier reinforcements before assuming a 
general offensive movement, 

The tribesmen secretly are destroying the 
ros ds. A general outbreak is feared. 


Spanish Press Goads Government. 
MADRID, July 24—The governmental 
press today insists that the government 
should take the offensive in the war now 
going on between Spaniards and Kabyle 
tribesinen on the Riff coast and clear the 
entire region from Cape Tres as far as the 
Algerian frontier, in order to guarantee se- 
curity in the future for Spanish subjects. 
The Imparcial says the government, in or- 
der to calm the agitation of the people, should 
allow the married reservists to remain in the 
garrisons at home.

BERLIN. July 24.—There was a commotion 
in the lobby of a big Unter den Linden hotel 
one night this week when a guest arrived 
who spoke German and actually proved to be 
one of the kalser's subjects from the Rhine 
country. Through force of habit the genial 
reception clerk in his purest Yankee accent, 
which is used at this hotel as an added re- 
minder. of home for the American guests, 
addressed the stranger in English. 

The visitor asked if anybody at the hotel 
could talk a little German, as he was ashamed 
to admit that was all he knew. There was 
some hesitation about letting. him have a 
room, but he proved to be a well known lawyer 
with a handle to his name and an old ac- 
quaintance of the proprietor, he was permit- 
ted to camp out for the night in quarters 
which no American had yet applied for. 

This story has the merit of being literally 
true, and also illustrates graphically the 
completeness wherewith the Yankee tourist 
invasion has taken possession of kaiserville. 
Hardly any other language but Americanese 
now is spoken at a single first class hotel in 
Berlin. A look down the register of places 
like the Esplanade, Aldon, Bristol, and 
Kaiserholf discloses an unending succession 
of New Yorks, Chicagos, Philadelphias, Bos- 
tons, San Franciscos, Wheelings and Leav- 
enworths, with only now and then an oasis 
in the desert like Hamburg Cologne, or Stutt-

WANTS LAW MAKING SURGERY 
PERMISSIBLE ON CRIMINALS. 


Dr. Carrel Favors Act Giving Con- 
demned Men Choice of Execution or 
Tests for Consumption Cure. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, July 24.—At a dinner given in honor 
of Dr. Alexis Carrel of Rockef:iler institute, 
the guest was asked his opinion of the Cala 
law, permitting a condemned criminal to 
choose between execution and three experi- 
ments with a view of discovering a method 
for curing consumption. 

Dr. Carrel unhesitatingly indorsed the law, 
and said he would go further some day and 
ask for an enactment of a law permitting 
surgical experiments on condemned crimi- 
nals. He believed some American states 
would grant the request, as it was most im- 
portant to science that surgeons have an 
opportunity to study a method of conserva- 
tion of the tissues and organs, and also the 
secret of reviving them. 

Dr. Carreh, when asked if organs when 


‘transplanted from one animal to another 


would perform their functions normally, re- 
plied: 

“This is the most delicate and obscure of 
all experiments I have made. I do not know 
ig the nerves transplanted, or the organs 
themselves, resume functional life. It may 
be possible that, by an unknown attraction, 
the nerves put themselves anew into com- 
munication with the nerve centers. On the 
other hand, transplanted organs may live 
their own life in some manner automatically. 
However, transplanted kidneys of dogs have 
functioned edmirably. Chemical analysis of 
emanations before and after the operations 
showed no . 

„ Next year I shall devote my researches 
to the possibility of the transplantation of

SPEECH PROVES A FIRE BRAND. 


Winston Churchill Endangers Cabinet 
Position by His Utterances in 
Public Address.

LONDON. July 24.—The mast disgraceful 
episode of the week has been the outcome of 
one of Winston Churchill's firebrand 
speeches. The president of the board of 
trade declared if the house of lords altered 
the budget in any form the governmest 
would appeal to the country. 

This utterance by a cabinet minister, al- 
though intended as a tbreat, was widely wel- 
comed by the opposition and country at large. 

The question was asked in the house of 
commons if the declaration was official.

Liberal Party Consolidated by 
Ferocity of Opposition and 


LONDON, July 24—The exhausted sok 
diers and still more exhausted officers have 
had to call a truce in the stupendous fight en 
the budget. 

Haldane, secretary of state for war, the 
toughest fighter on the Liberal side, with a 
body as ponderous as an elephant’s and a 
skin as thick as a rhinoceros’, came to the 
rescue of David Liloyd-George, chancellor of 
the exchequer, toward the end of the fight 
and allowed Lioyd-George to snatch two 
hours’ sleep in the small hours of cne ter- 
rible morning. 

Never since the days when Parnell’s small 
group opposed with buckshot Forster's coer- 
cion. bill has such a fight been seen in parila- 
ment. 

The battle on the whole, though flercer and 
more prolonged than anticipated, is goirg 
weil for Licyd-George. Balfour, in spite of 
his matural fragility, sets an example for 
tenacity, remaining up till 2 o’clock every 
morning and leading his forces with extraor · 
da mary resource and adrojtness. 


Sign of Tory Exhaustion, 

A sign of exhaustion in Tory ranks are the 
two clauses passed in two days, which means 
lightning speed compared to the previous 
slow progress. Meantime the budget, while 
alarming in many sections, undoubtedily*is 
rousing enthusiasm among the masses. 
Hatred of the great landiords for exactions 
on town tenants and despotism in villages 
has become almost as violent a passion 
among the English masses as former 
among the Irishmen. 

The government, 00, is reinforcing its 
forces by making rules of closure and 
increasing the powers of the chairman to cur- 
tall debate. Whatever, differences, personal 
and private, exist among the ministers 
have had to be healed up in the presence of 
such aw. gigantic fight, and altogether the 
Liberal party is consolidated by the ferocity 


common danger. 


Lloyd-George’s Position Stronger. 

Lloyd-George's position, therefore, has im- 
proved since last week, and when he returns 
after a week or two’s vacation his immense 
power of rapid recuperation and lion hearted 
courage and adroitness may pull hip 
through. 

Relations between the Liberals and Irish 
party have been much improved by conces- 
sions on the budget and also by two by-elec- 
tions. In both cases the Irish party supported 
the Liberal candidates as good home rulers 
and tolerant Catholics, while the English 
Tory ecclesiastics worked with enormous 
ergy for the Tory candidate. 

This new aseault on the Irish party, att 
the successful and repeated defense of the 
Catholic schools, aroused bitter resentment 
in the Irish ranks, especially as the assault 
was led by the duke of Norfolk, Ireland's 
bitterest enemy, and the Irish were delighted 
when John Dillon and others brought Nor- 
folk’s conduct before the house of commons. 


Irish Aid Liberal Victory. 

Debate further demonstrated that Nor- 
folk, who is one of the biggest town lané- 
lords in England, made Catholic schools the 
pretense for attacking the budget, which im- 
poses an increment of taz on his huge dos 
sessions. 

The Liberal victory in the two by-elections 
largely was due to the Irish voters, who 
obeyed loyally the advice of their leaders to 
support the Liberals. These victories greatiy 
strengthen the chances of the budget and the 
prestige of the government. 

The ministry hes not acted wisely in the 
early stages of the Birrell land bik Ms 
majority went down to the small figure of 
thirty-four in the first divisions on the bill, 
and the big reduction of the normal majority 
of a government always has a damaging 
effect upon the government and upon the 
measure which it kas in hand. 


Point at Issue Simple. 

The immediate point at issue, on whick 
these divisions took place, is a simple one. 
Under the Wyndham land act the tenants 
who were enabled to buy their holdings had 
to pay pack the money to the state at the 
rate of 3% per cent per annum. The land 
stock was floated on the market at & per 
cent, and the tenants paid this 2% per cent. 
The additional 1 per cent is used as a sink- 
ing fund to pay off the principal. The 
flotation of the land stock has been accom- 
panied always since the Wyndham act by a 
huge loss; the land stock, owing to market 
conditions and other circumstances, stand- 
ing on an average about that is to say, 
at $66 under par. 

In other words, for every $500 given to the 
landlords there was a deficit of $65. This 
margin between the face value of land stock 
and the amount actually got has been de- 
frayed from two sources: First, from what 
was known as the Irish development grant, 
a grant of money which was intended for the 
development of Ireland and for Irish educa- 
tion, bat which has had to disappear in 


order to make up to the landlords the mar- 
| gin between the face value and the market 


value of the money paid to them for their 


land. 


Loss Assumed by Government. 


| The second source from which this margin 


was filled up was the rates of Ireland, and 


‘thus the ratepayers of Ireland were com- 


pelled to join in paying off the landlerds.

So far the action of the government and 


the effect of Birréell's bill is good and even 


generous. Unfortunately this excellent pro- 
posal is accompanied by another; which is, 
that the land stock shall be issued in future 
as a 3 per cent stock and not as a 2% per cent 
stock. It is hoped that a 3 per cent stock 
will be taken up by the money market at 
par or something approaching par, and that, 
therefore, there will be either no loss on 
flotation or a much smaller loss than under 
the Wyndham act. And as the new land 
stock is to be issued as a 3 per cent stock, 
the interest paid annually by the tenant is 
raised from 3% to 3% per cent per annum. 


. Two Rates of Interest. 

The effects of such a change are obvious. 
The tenants of half of Ireland—that is to say, 
the tenants who have already bought—will 
pay one rate of interest, 3% per cent; the 
ether half—those who have not yet bought— 
will have to pay another and a higher rate of 
interest, or 3% per cent. This must ledd to 
dissatisfaction. 

It is argued by the government that this 
meed not entail any loss on the tenants, for 
they can, by paying two years less to the 
landlords, place on his back the payment of 


this additional K per cent. But then it is al- 


leged that the landlords who have not yet 
sold will not sell their land now when they 
are offered two years less, especially as the 
Birrell bill reduces also the amount af the 
bonug—that is to say, the bribe given to the 
landlords who selJ—and that, therefore, land 
purchase will come to an end. 

Against these risks in Birrell's bill one must 
remember that there were no clauses which 
introduced into land purchase the great new 
potent element of compuision. If the ten- 
ants have the. power to force the landlords 
to sell, subject, of course, to getting a fair 
price—if the tenants have this power and 
if they stand together and do not offer more 
for the land than it is worth—if they take 
off two years’ purchase for amounts they 
have been paying under the Wyndham act, 
then this addition of a quarter per cent to 
their annual interest will be blotted out. 


May Reject Compulsory Parts. 

But of course the compulsory portions of 
the bill may be thrown out by the house of 
lords; and if that should happen, a delicate 
and difficult situation will.arise. It is plain 
that without compulsion the bill will be 
extremely defective; and that this change of 
the annual interest to be paid by the tenants 
may become 80 oppressive as to make it di- 
eult for them to buy; and that also the land- 
lords may be encouraged to hold out for big- 
ger prices; and in that way contribute to the 
ptoppage of land purchase. 

Of course, if the Tories should come into 
office in a year or two, they could easily 
remedy this defect in Birrell’s bill by a single 
clause bill. And, meantime, while dwelling 
om this defect and other defects in Birrell's 
bill, those who are conducting this tremen- 
Gously epoch making fight are compelled to 
think also of the other proposals of the bill. 
They have to think of the relief to the rate- 
payers by assumption by the government of 
the annual loss on flotation to the extent of 


“$1,250,000. 


Situation in Congested Districts. 
But more than this, they have to think of 
those parts of the bill which deal with the 
congested districts. The importance of this 


part of the bill cannot be exaggerated. The 


congested districts consist of those portions 
of Ireland—mostly on the western land where 
you have on one side in juxtaposition popula- 
lation congested into miserable patches of 
land, rock, seaweed, swamp, thick ar sar- 
Annes, and on the other side vast grazing 
lands—now called ranches in Irish political 
phraseology; and in consequence you have 
terrible and abysmal depths of poverty side 
by side with the fertile lands that might 
transform this poverty into comparative. 
prosperity. 


Purchase, which has gone on with such | 
lightning rapidity in the richer parts of Ire- 


land, has been at a standstill in these regions 
—with this curious and even absurd result, 
that relief has come where it was least 
wanted and has been refused where it was 
most wanted. The landlords of these deso- 
late regions have proved more greedy and re- 
calcitrant than in any other part of Ireland, 


and., in short, while half the rest of Ireland 


has passed from the ownership of the land- 
lord to that of the people, the congested dis- 
tricts have remained in the slough of de- 
spond. 
Bill Attacks Problem Boldly. 

Birrell’s bill attacks this problem boldly. 
It, in the first place, insists that of the $25,- 
000,000 to $50,000,000 which will be spent 
every year in Ireland for land purchase 
$5,000,000 shall be set apart for the congested 
districts. It also, by giving compuisory pow- 
ers, compels the landlords to sell at a moder- 
ate price. And finally it makes a congested 
@istricts board, which will consist partly of 
official but also mostly of elected members. 
This is the portion of the bill which can 
never come from a Tory government—at 
least not for years to come—and even if a 
Tory government should be in power in a 
year or two from now, whatever it would be 
Willing to do in amending Birrell’s bill in 


_ ther particulars, it plainly would not give 


he congested districts this tremendous prom- 
of immediate and wholesale resurrection 
from the pit in which they lie. 

You will, therefore, understand why it is 
that the Irish leaders regard the Birrell! bill 
as of supreme importance for Ireland—espe- 
elally if it retain the compulsory powers. 
Without these it would be extremely defect- 

ive, especially in view of the raising of the 
tenants’ annual interest. Their attitude, 
then, has been to do their best to amend the 
@efects of the bill, but at the same time not 
to ignore the benefits. and especially such 
benefits as can be got from a Liberal and 
cannot be got from a Tory government. 

Try to Disrupt Irish Party. 

Though William O'Brien has retired, the 
factionists have not ceased their attempts to 
disrupt the Irish party. They are engaged in 


wholesale misrepresentation; they are trying 


not to amend but to wreck Birrell’s bill; be- 
cause they that if they wreck Birrell's 
bill, they may wreck the Irish party and 
the leadership of Redmond.

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RUSSIA HARBOR 
ACCUSED SLEUTH 


Former Head of Political Po- 
lice Abroad Is Found in 
St. Petersburg. 


DEFIES HIS TRADUCERS. 


Declares Charges He Plotted As- 
sassination of Czar Are 
Unfounded. 


— 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 24.—Gen. Hart- 
ing, ex-chief of the Russian political police 
abroad, who. recently was denounced by M. 
Bourtzeff as being implicated in the plot to 
assassinate Emperor Alexander III., has 
been in St. Petersburg for the last two weeks 
arranging his affairs. He has been retired 
from the police service, at his own request, 
on an annual pension of $2,500. 

In an interview today Gen. Harting, who 
was known also as Michael Landesen, made 
the important announcement that Azef, a 
leader of the fighting organization of the 
Revolutionists and a noted police spy, whom 
the Russian police profess to be seeking 
throughout the world, is now in Russia, occu- 
pying an important post in the so-called 
third section, or political police. 


Resides in Police Apartments. 


Gen. Harting is residing in one of the apart- 
ments maintained by the police where they 
can meet the revolutionary agents, but the 
servants there denied all knowledge of his 
presence, He was at last encountered, how- 
ever, in the imperial summer garden, a 
fashionable promenade, and consented to 
talk when convinced that he was recognized. 

He readily admitted his identity with the 
terrorist Landesen, saying that in early 
youth he sincerely believed in the principles 
of terrorism, and participated, under the 
name of Landesen, in planning with others 
the assassination of Alexander III. in 1890. 
He denied, however, that he had betrayed 
his comrades to the French police, as M. 
Bourtzeff has charged. 

His tdeas changed after he secured em- 
ployment as a clerk in the embassy at Paris. 
Later he was transferred to the police serv- 
ice, but never was an agent provocateur or 
traitor, citing as proof of this his continued 
friendly relations with his old revolutionary 
acquaintances. He served the Russian gov- 
ernment, he said, honorably and faithfuly 
and his services were recognized by com- 
mendation from high quarters on his retire- 
ment. 

Gen. Harting was bitter against Bourtzeff, 
who, but for Gen. Harting, according to the 
latter’s asertion, would long ago have per- 
ished in a French or Russian prison. The 
French government repeatedly had proposed 
to arrest or expe! Bourtzeff. On such occa- 
siong Gen. Harting had interposed and now 
France was in possession of evidence that 
Bourtzeff was hand in glove with the active 
terrorists and had again decided to expel 
him, he said. 


Says Azef Kept Faith Always. 


He talked about the famous government 
agent, Azef, who from a central position in 
the revolutionist councils had for years kept 
the government informed on terrorist plots 
against the emperor and high officials. Gen. 
Harting, who had longer and more intimate 
relations with Azef than anybody else, de- 
clared that Azef had never played a double 
game with the government nor sacrificed the 
life of a single official to further his own 
ends. He asserted that Bourtzett charge 
that Azef had participated in the assassina- 
tion of Von Plehve was absurd. Azef owed 
tat to Von Plehve and sincerely loved 

m. 

Continuing Harting declared that Azef was 
clever, hard working, and honest. and re- 
peatedly had risked his life to serve the gov- 
ernment and that he still was highly appre- 
ciated at St. Petersburg and was rendering 
valuable services at the present time. al- 
though in what capacity he had no right to 
state. 

During the interview the former police 
chief displayed no embarrassment. which 
perhaps might have been expected in view 
of the charges lodged against him. He 
said he. now was gathering documentary 
evidence for the full rehabilitation of his 
character, which would be published short- 
ly, in order to justify his retention of the 
honorary Russian title of councilor of state 
and membership in the Legion of Honor. He 
expects to reside abroad. 


FRENCHMEN STILL AMAZED 
AT DEFEAT OF CLEMENCEAU. 


Deposed Premier’s Only Crime, Appar- 
ently, Was That He Dared Speak Pub- 
licly What Others Merely Thought. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, July 24.—France is not yet recov- 
ered from its surprise at the sudden fall of 
Clemenceau. Nothing could be more typical 
French than the manner of this great 
Frenchman’s defeat. France is the only 
great country where the temporary effect 
of oratory has power to change policies and 
destroy governments. 

Clemenceau simply said bluntly in the 
tribune what the majority of his supporters, 
long had said among themselves in private. 
His crime was that he expressed the same 
views in public, and for that his followers 
rose up and smote him. 

No man in France is less concerned over his 
defeat than Clemenceau. It long has been 
said by his friends and foes alike that the 
only human passion or sentiment to which 
Clemenceau any longer is susceptible is pa- 
triotism. 

It is hardly too much to say he is the 
greatest statesman in European public life 
today, and his country’s indebtedness to him 
is far heavier than is yet realized. His de- 
feat, happily for France, by no means im- 
plies his retirement from political life. 

In journalism and in parliament he will 
continue his political activities, and it is by 
no means improbable that some not distant 
emergency may call him back to the helm 
of state. 

His successor, Briand, is another remarka- 
ble man. It would ‘be unjust to describe him as 
a reformer or Socialist. although only a few 
years ago he was an ardent supporter of 
some of the most extreme doctrines of so- 
cialism. Experience and responsibility have 
modified and enlightened his views until it is 
significant of his present policy that honest 
Republicans welcome his appointment, while 
his former rerd banner associates looked 
askance upon it. He is the most eloquent and 
most persuasive speaker in the chamber, 
and this counts for much in France. 

His methods are not so crushing as Clem- 
eceau’s, who could demolish an enemy 
with a sentence. No member present in the 
chamber will forget Clemenceau's first words 
when he rose to reply not long ago to three 
hours of unpractical rhetoric from Jaures. 

“I shall make no unfair use of the adwan- 
tage which the possession of common sense 
gives me over Jaures.“ 

Briand is persuasive, rather than vindic- 
tive. and his masterly handling of the long 
campaign between the church and the state 
showed him to possess al! the qualities of the 
genuine statesman.

In 1869 a third loan was arranged for $11,000,- 
000. In 1870 the fourth loan was negotiated. 
aggregating $12,000,000. 

The total sum which Honduras obtained 
by its policy of bérrowing during the three 
years mentioned was in the neighborhood 
of 328,000 000. The interest never has been 
paid and has run up to the enormous figure 
ot $82,000,000. 

The paper is owned by English financiers. 
Many efforts have been made to arrange a 
settlement, but they always have failed. 
Honduras asserts that part of the debt is un- 
justifiable. 0 

It is understood now that J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan & Co. have reached an agreement with 
the English bond holders whereby they will 
assume the entire debt of the republic and 
reimburse the holders to the extent of a 
small fraction of the indebtedness. In addi- 
tion, the banking house has made arrange- 
ments for obtaining control of the internal 
debt of the republic. 


New Bonds to Be Issued. 


Negotiations now will be conducted with 
the government under which new bonds will 
be issued, and held by the New York finan- 
ciers. There is no doubt in the minds of per- 
sons who have knowledge of conditions in 
Honduras but that enough money can be 
raised to run the government and meet the 
interest.on the new loan. The estimates of 
revenue for 1908 were $3,500,000. The ex- 
penditures were estimated at the same figure. 

Of the expenditures $1,500,000 was set aside 
for war purposes. Most of this money, of 
course, was diverted into the pockets of the 
so-called saviours of the natien. Only 
$500,000 was credited to internal development 
and $322,000 to public instruction. 

If the United States succeeds in carrying 
out the policy along the lines contemplated 
by Secretary Knox it will perform an act 
for humanity, the good effect of which cannot 
be overestimated. It will mean peace, not 
only to Honduras, but to Guatamala, Salva- 
dor, and Nicaragua. It will mean also that 
foreign interests will not be disturbed. The 
condition produced undoubtedly will cause 
the inhabitants of Central America to be- 
lieve the millennium has arrived. 


Taft Seeks an Ambassador. 

President Taft is still looking over the 
available public men of America to find an 
ambassador to Great Britain who will satis- 
factorily discharge the onerous duties of that 
important office. 

There are few Americans who realize the 

responsibilities of the representative of their 
country at the court of St. James. They see 
numerous paragraphs in their favorite news- 
paper describing the social festivities in 
which the ambassador participates, note that 
he occasionally makes a speech, and when in 
London look to him to pay them constant 
personal attention. 
„ As a matter of fact, the American am- 
bassador in the English capital occupies a 
post which is more important than any other 
in Europe. For some years the United States 
and Great Britain have observed, practically 
in all sections of the world, policies running 
along parallel lines. 

In the far east, for example, the British 
government is for the preservation of the in- 
tegrity of China and the maintenance of the 
open door inthatempire. These are the prin- 
ciples first enunciated by the wise states- 
manship of that great secretary of state, John 
Hay 

Policies on Parallel Lines. 

Elsewhere, the British government is for 
equality of commercial opportunity, the same 
poficy, of course, which this government fav- 
ors. In South America, Great Britain is for 
the Monroe doctrine, and looks to the United 
States to enforce it. 

It is the duty of the American ambassador 
constantly to consult the British authorities. 
compose differences, and endeavor to secure 
identical action on numerous international 


ested. 

The personality of the man accredited to 
King Edward figures largely in the relations 
of the two peoples. On the part of the Eng- 
lish, every effort is made to show their ap- 
preciation of American friendship. To no 
other ambassador is extended the welcome 
and treatment accorded the American rep- 
resentative. 

From the first, he is regarded as a guest of 
the nation, and no opportunity is lost to 
demonstrate that his presence is agreeable 
It has become a custom for the mayor and 
corporation of the city of Plymouth or South- 
ampton to board the vessel bringing him, 
and assure him of the cordial welcome of 
the English people. No such greeting is of- 
fered to any other foreign agent. 

Singled Out for Honors. 

Even the European allies of the British 
government fail to receive an acknowledg- 
ment of the interest of the English people 
in their mission. So far as the latter are con- 
cerned, they proceed to London, where they 
present their credentials to the king, the 
fact is noted in the Court Gazette, and after 
their retirement an announcement to this 
effect is published in the same official jour- 
nal. 

When the American ambassador reaches 
London, however, everything is done both 
by the government and the people to show 
him honor. He is invited everywhere, not 
merely to official functions. He is asked to 
address various gatherings. 

It is estimated that when Joseph Choate 
was ambassador he made at least 100 
speeches. He spoke on Independence day. 
Thanksgiving day, and Washington’s birth- 
day. He distributed prizes at schools, col- 
leges, and institutions. He attended meet- 
ings of literary societies, unveiled portraits 
and memorial windows. opened libraries. and 
took part in many philanthropies. Alto- 
gether he was made to feel that he was not 
only an ambassador to the king and govern- 
ment but to the English people. He was the 
subject of numerous editorials in the press. 

Awakens Better Appreciation. 

The experience of Mr. Choate was that of 
his predecessors and of his successor, White- 
law Reid. The natural consequence has been 
a better appreciation of the American peo- 
ple. of theiy institutions. and of their ambi- 
tions. In this connection, an interesting arti- 
cle was published in the Fortnightly Review 
of London over the signature of Sydney 
Brooks. 

“Things have come to such a pass.“ - 
served Mr. Brooks, ‘‘ that an American i 
bassador who was content to be merely an 
ambassador, who could not or would not 
speak, who loathed public occasions and 
shunned a platform, and who screened him- 
self behind the ramparts of officialdom, 
would be reckoned not only a freak of nature 
but a disappointment and a failure. It ig 
partly America’s own fault. She should 
not send us such charming, cultivated, good 
natured men, every one of them triply armed 
with the capacity to discharge our exac- 
tions in full. Adams, Phelps. Lowell, Bay- 
oth Hay. Choate, and Whitelaw Reid—what

English Life Appreciated. 


** Every one of them warmed both hands at 
the cheerful fire of English existence with 
a palpable relish.

ENGLAND AWAITS 
GERMAN ROYALTY. 
Crown Prince and . to 


Visit Edward VII., Wlio 
Plans Gay Times. 


Budget for British Ruler and 
Family Comes to About 
$2,500,000 a Year.

LONDON, July 14.—The visit of the crown 
prince and princess of Germany to England 
is the most interesting social event of the 
year, and though they will arrive at the 
end of the gay season all sorts of entertain- 
ments are being planned in their honor. Their 
presence at the second state ball will add 
to the brilliancy of that function, for German 

uniforms are decorative. N 

King Edward, however, will not honor his 
royal young kinsman to the extent of donning 
one himself, for etiquette does not demand 
it, as the crown prince is not the head of 
the state, and his majesty wore a German 
uniform fifteen hours out of twenty-four 
when he visited the kaiser a few months 
ago and suffered acutely in consequence, for 
German uniforms are made tight, especially 
around the neck, and to a man of King 
Edward's build they are a form of torture. 

The crown prince has not visited England 


of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. When scarcely 
more than a boy he came to stay among his 
English relatives and so delighted in the free- 
dom from etiquette of English life that some 
alarm was taken at the court of Berlin, where 
more rigid ideas prevail, lest the heir to the 
imperial throne of Germany should become 
too imbued with democratic English ideas. 

King Edward was prince of Wales then, 
and the whole atmosphere of court life, ex- 
cept in Queen Victoria’s immediate circle, 
was rather more free and easy than at pres- 
ent. Rumors reached the German court of 
the visits of the crown prince to various 
country houses and of his exploits among his 
English cousins and friends. 

When stories came of an impromptu game 
of lawn tennis at early dawn after a dance, 
all the players coming out in their evening 
dress, and of cushion fights in the smoking 
room, in which the young German royal 
personage was ringleader, the kaiser and 
his advisers came to the conclusion that it 
was quite time the crown prince returned to 
his native land, so he was recalled and re- 
luctantly cut short his visit and faced again 
the stricter etiquette of the German court. 

The crown princess has not been in Eng- 
land since she was a little girl, and is delight- 
ed at the chance of staying with Queen Alex- 
andra, of whom she is fond. 


Hostesses Plan Big Fetes. 

A few of the king’s favorite hostesses are 
looking forward to having an opportunity to 
entertain his majesty’s guests, for the king 
is anxious the crown prince and princess 
shall visit some of England's beautiful coun- 
try houses, so the royal motor will convey 
the imperial couple to luncheons and dinners 
at estates not far from London. As usual, 
the list of guests invited on these occasions 
will be scrutinized carefully by the king, 
whether he is to be present or not. 

It is customary also for those entertaining 
royalty for the first time to make discreet 
inquiries in advance as to their personal 
tastes, so that the menus shal! be in accord 
with their desires, and the German gentle- 
man in waiting will be consulted on this 
point. King Edward's tastes are so we}! 
known now that his hostesses do not have to 
make inquiries, but can always arrange a 
dinner to please his majesty. Since his phy- 
siclans have forbidden champagne, lithia 
water is provided, and several dishes which 
the king likes but Which are also forbidden 
are dropped from the menus. 

The crown prince, however, has not ar- 
rived at an age when such precautions are 
necessary, and champagne will flow in plenty 
when he is dined or lunched. He is one of the 
Germans who still call this beverage boy, 
and his thus speaking of it will doubtless 
bring back into popularity this name given 
to it by King Edward many years ago in 
Germany. 

It was so christened in Homburg at a picnic 
the king gave there when he was prince of 
Wales. It was warm, and iced champagne 
which was served by an active page boy, was 
much in demand. The royal host, perceiving 
that one of his guests had an empty glass 
iriquired why she had no champagne. 1 am 
waiting for the boy, your majesty,” was the 
reply. The prince, having caused her glass 
to be filled, said: ‘* Now, I will have some of 
the boy, too.”” As it was a royal jest it be- 
came popular at-once, and for many years 
champagne was known as boy.“ In Ger- 
many the name is stil] used among a certain 
fashionable court set, but in England it has 
long been discarded.

The library continues to increase. Twenty- 
seven thousand and fifty-nine books and 
pamphlets were added to the museum's store 
during the year, to say nothing of 63,036 parts 
of volumes and magazines and nearly a quar- 
ter of a million copies of newspapers pub- 
lished in the united kingdom. 

Beautiful Cave Is Discovered. 

A magnificent stalactite cave, of appar- 
ently immeasurable extent, has been discov- 
ered in the romantic Gesaeuse mountain dis- 
trict in Styria. The entrance, which is in the 
picturesque Johnsbach valley, is easy of ac- 
cess, and runs horizontally through hard 
rock into the mountain like a railway tunnel. 

It can be traversed to a’ depth of nearly 
1,000 feet and further on the difficulties 
are by no means great and bear no compari- 
son to the wonderful beauties revealed. 

The Odelstein cave, as it is called, is quite 
unlike the ordinary mountain caves, but fs 
cemposed of immense chambers and pas- 
sages through which the traveler can Walk 
for hours without coming to an end. 

Not far from the tunnel entrance is what 
has been called the cathedral, a vast stalac- 
tite hall with an arched and pointed roof ex- 
tending far out of sight, The visibie por- 
tions of the roof are covered with magnifi- 
cent formations. 

Distributed over the floor are grotesque 
figures of stalagmite and of semi-liquid so- 
called mountain milk, a sort of mineral. in 
a niche on a side wall are small, delicately 
shaped figures of white and blue rock forma- 
tions, mountain crystals, and so-called iron 
flowers. 

Savant Scores Vegetarianism. 

Some interesting and weighty observations 
on vegetarianism have just been made by 
Prof. van Noorden of the Vienna university. 
Against what he calls only no meat vege- 
tarianism the professor raises no objection, 
but the stricter form of vegetarianism, which 
excludes eggs, butter, milk. cheese, and the 
like, he considers to be fraught with great 
dangers. 

The no meat’’ vegetarian diet. he says, 
provides a sufficient supply of albuminous 
substance—that is, assuming that the aver- 
age daily fare includes from- two to three 
pints of milk, five or six eggs and two ounces 
of cheese. And apart from its cheapness 
this form of nourishment may be recom- 
— especially where there is any ten- 
dency to goutiness. 

In a few cases the suddent abstention from 
the generous meat diet, which has perhaps 
been followed for years, may produce bodily 
weakness, and in this event one must care- 
fully consider whether the giving up of meat 
eating really promises so many advantages 
as to outweigh the drawbacks. 

But of the stricter vegetarianism which 
excludes all products from living animals 
Prof. Noorden speaks much less favorably. 

Theoretically, he admits that the vegetable 
kingdom contains properties sufficient to 
form a satisfying and agreeabledietary. But 
in reality there is great danger that this 
will not be the case. Vegetables in the dry 
substance contain not more than 10 per cent 
of resorbent albumen. Therefore, to reach 
the moderate amount of seventy grame of 
albumen daily some six or seven pounds of 
vegetables would have to be eaten. 

This lays an immense burden-upon the 
stomach and intestines, which perfectly 
healthy persons may be able to stand, but 
quite frequently the organs give way and 
sickness follows. In other cases the vol- 
ume of nutriment taken is insufficient, and 
the whole system suffers accordingly. 

Dr. Norden rejects the common supposi- 
tion that this strict vegetarianism is an ex- 
cellent cure for corpulency, because he says 
it is much too poor in albumen: In such cases 
the diet should contain more than the aver- 
age quantity of albumen rather than less. 
And if this is constantly kept in mind the pa- 
tient making the cure easily may escape the 
sensations of weakness usually accompany- 
ing or following It. 

„Hired Girls“ Form Union. 

The old joke about the hired” girl re- 
fusing to take a situation because the 
mistress’s references were not satisfactory 
is coming true in a startling manner. 

At a meeting the other day in Berlin of the 
recently formed Union of Domestic Servants 
it was decided that a blacklist should be 
drawn up of the names of such householders 
that were not considered desirable employ- 
ers, the list being compiled on the basis of 
complaints respecting wages, bad food, i)! 
treatment, and such annoyances, which all 
domestic servants have undertaken to fur- 
nish to the union in the future. 

The unfortunate householders whose names 
get on the blacklist will find themselves boy- 


cotted and the servants hope to force conces- 


sions by these means.

New Wheat Offerings Large. 

New wheat continues to be offered freely 
and this fact, with the bearish foreign news, 
was too much for holders and every one was 
disposed to run away from the actual wheat. 
First prices were fairly steady, but pressure 
was heavy almost from the start, and sup- 
port of an influential kind was lacking. Cut- 
ten, Bartlett-Patten, Friedman, Kidston, and

| JEALOUS WOMEN MOB, LYNCH, 
AND BURN BEAUTIFUL RIVAL. 


Victim, Popular with Men, Incurs the 
Hatred of Russian Village Belles, 
Who Seize Her After Church Services. 


LONDON, July 24.—Mail advices from St. 
Petersburg state that a miob of more than 
100 jealous women in the village of Volechki, 
in the province of Volhynia, lynched and 
burned a beautiful young girl there a few 
days ago. 

The victim had incurred the hatred of the 
other women in the village by her flirtations 
with the men of the neighborhood, both'mar- 
ried and single, and feelings reached a climax 
when it became known that on her account 
one of the young men of the village had 
broken his promise to marry another girl. 

On coming out of church the other day the 
women, both\old and young, threw them- 
selves upon the flirt and in spite of her cries 
for mercy tore all her clothes off. 

They then dragged her through the village 
by the hair of her head, beating and stoning 
her mercilessly. ; 

At first the men laughed, but when they 
saw how savagely the girl was being mal- 
treated they attempted to rescue her. The 
infuriated women, however, drove them off 
and then dragged their unhappy victim, who 
was by now @ mass of wounds, to a large 
tree just outside the village, where they 
hanged her to one of the branches and then 
lighted a fire of brushwood under her. 

When the police arived on the scene they 
found the victim of the women’s fury lying 
dead under the tree, blackened to a cinder.

NEW YORK, July 24.—({Special.J—On @ 
volume of transactions which fell consider- 
ably below 300,000 shares, prices in today’s 
session of the stock market continued to dis- 
play the firmness which marked their move- 
ments in all the late sessions of the week.

Comédie Francaise is believed by all 
Frenchmen and some Americans to be the 
World's source of best dramatic art. Other 
Paris theaters of a legitimate grade may be 


_ 4> shut in summer, but the house of Moliére 


must enact a prescribed number of classics 
and new pieces every month or lose its gov- 
erument subsidy. I won't ask you to read 
again about the preservation of traditions 
in the acting of an old masterpiece at the 
Comédie. More to my purpose, which is your 
Pleasure, will be to tell you what the brand 
of the authoritative Comédie stands for 
when affixed to a modern play. Presence at 
two original performances of works by 

h literary celebrities enables me to 
do that.

If the screaming, 
leaping, crazily violent Eva Tanguay ever 
comes to Paris she will find—es Lotta Crab- 
tree did on following Minnie Palmer in Lon- 
don—that her antics have been made familiar 
here, and she may be rejected as an imitator. 
Josie let herself go wild with noisy action, 
in which. she was more like a whooping In- 


dian war-dancer than a negro; and I guess 
the French spectators took her for a 4ds- 
picter of average Americanism. Anyway she 
was applauded more than any other thing 
in the show. Encores are rare at these 
“reviews.” Usually, no matter how well a

The music used for dramas and other 
performances is of a primitive 
nature, yet there is a certain motive for each 
scene and person. For instance, the orches- 
tra will play a motive for a civillan mandarin 
and another motive for a military mandarin. 
There are motives for battles, for charging 
and attacking the enemy, motives for re- 
treat, for jubilee and feast, the latter mo- 
tives called emperor’s motive, from which 
the national hymn was formed. Here is an 
example: 


Ot course, Chinese music to our ears is 
far from being pleasant, but after listening 
a certain length of time to a Chinese orches- 
tra one can find traces of harmonies. and 
melodies which, though strange, are inter- 
esting. The Chinese tell me they have the 
same impression of our music as we have 
of theirs. And perhaps when civilization has 
become interested in the production of Chi- 
nese music there may be a development in 
that direction as there has been in other 
branches. , 

The song which Hop Lee, the Chinese

It has been said that 
what the American stage needs most is new 
authors—the writers at present beiore the 
public cannot supply the demand for high- 
class dramatic and musical “‘ shows.’ Clyde 
Fitch, Augustus Thomas, Eugene Walter, 
George Ade, George V. Hobart and other 
authors cannot carry the load alone. The 
same thing may be said about producers. 
George Marion, Julian Mitchell, Ned Way- 
burn and others, belong to a smal! group of 
producers who have a hard time putting on 
all the big musical comedy and spectacular 
productions of the day.

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prejudgment because of the popular be- 
ner that there are men on the police 
force who protect vice for a money con- 
sideration. No doubt that belief has 
been or is justified to some extent. 
Whether the men connected with the 
force who have been or may be indicted 
are guilty of having levied tribute 
on vicious characters and given them 
immunity in return will have to be de- 
termined later on by juries. They will 
hear the evidence, estimate its value, 
and return their verdicts. | 

Whatever the final result of ‘the 
grand jury’s labors may be, the public 
should be thankful for the search- 
ing inquiry which is being conducted. 
There has been much general talk about 
police “ grafting,” but there has been a 
lack of persistent, intelligent effort to find 
out just how much truth there was in it. 
The reputation of the force has suffered, 
and to what extent it has. suffered justly 
mo one can say. 

If the men who have been or may be 
indicted shall be proved guilty the grand 
jury will have done the community inesti- 
mable service. It will have brought to 
justice men shamefully false to their trust. 
Their punishment will deter others from 
like offenses. Vice will lose powerful 
protectors. If nobody belonging to the 
police force shall be found guilty, the 
thorough grand jury investigation, con- 
ducted in the spirit of “let no guilty man 
escape,” will serve to clear the atmos- 
phere. It will go to prove that the police 
force, as at present canstituted at least, 
has been charged with offenses of which it 


was not guilty. 


THE CENSUS ENUMERATORS. 

This year provision was made for the 
selection of census bureau clerks by com- 
petitive examination. The congressmen 
are out of the game. Ten years hence 
it may be possible to take the selection 
of census enumerators out of the hands 
of congressmen, who are not qualified 
for so delicate a duty. 

The accuracy and consequent value of 
a census depend primarily on the intell:- 
gence of the enumerators. Nowhere do 
they need intelligence more than in the 
great cities with their representatives of 
many “nationalities and tongues. Those 
who will work next year will be chosen 
nominally by supervisors appointed by 


ate. The supervisors will, as a rule, be 
men recommended by Republican senator: 
and representatives, and they will be 
largely controlled when it.comes to des- 
ignating the enumerators by the ‘sug- 
gestions of their political sponsors. 
Thus there will be an opportunity for 
Republican senators and representatives 
to provide jobs for a number of their 
personal or political friends. The greater 
the number of those friends who have 
not the qualifications of a good enumera- 
tor, the greater will be the number of 
census inaccuracies. 

The Illinois politicians are said to 
be already excited over the matter of 
census patronage. Naturally, each of 
them wishes to get as large a slice of it 
‘as he can in order to reward old support- 
ers or gain new ones, Probably Repub- 
lican politicians in many other states are 
in the same frame of mind. 

The average citizen of Chicago is in- 
terested in this matter only to the extent 
that he wants a correct count of the 
population of the city as it will be next 
spring and complete collection of the 
other statistics which the enumerators 
have to gather. He would like to have 
the enumerator who visits his house a 
‘painstaking and intelligent man and not 
a man who knows nothing outside of 
ward politics. 

If it should turn out that there was 
danger of the appointment of a job lot 
of enumerators in any of the large cities 
the director of the census probably wouid 
send out inspectors to study the situa- 
tion. If he were informed that condi- 
tions were such as to call for it, ne 
would notify the supervisors that better 
men would have to be selected. 


THE CITIZEN SOLDIER. 

The citizen soldier is now undergoing 
his annual service in camp. The pur 
pose is to train men for the day of pos- 
sible emergency. Everything is being 
done to increase the efficiency of the na- 
tional guard as a reserve force to sup- 
plement the regular army in the hour of 
danger. the national guard, taking 
all the sta tes, is a small body. If war 
of should break out volunteers would have 
to be utilized as in previous years. The 
volunteer soldier has rendered effective 
‘aid in the wars of the past. But when 
the cost of training the raw recruits is

tary experience. To secure such a con- 
dition he proposes a change in the reg- 
ular army, Keeping the officers as need- 
ed instructors, he would have an army 
of 100,000 men enlisted for a single term 
of three years, or, better, one of 200,000 
enlisted for two years, one-third of them 
returning to civil life each year. 

He would take young men only between 


‘the ages of 18 and 25. In order that they 


might not lose by their military service 
they should have the advantages of suit- 
able education during the two years in 


connection with the technical military in- 


struction. He believes that two years 
would permit enough training in arms to 
make a man immediately available for 
effective service, even after the lapse of 
some time. The army pay, wisely 
saved, would make a “nest egg” to be 
used on returning to the ranks of civil 
life. Thus, with small loss to the indi- 


-viduai young man, the gain to the coun- 


try would be enormous. 

The views of Col. Glassford are set 
forth at length in the place mentioned. 
The more they are studied the more inter- 
esting the main suggestion becomes in 
connection with the possiole needs of a 
peace loving nation that has become a 
world power in a world where space and 
time, once looked to for safety, have been 
eliminated by modern inventive genius. 


GRAND OPERA. 

Oscar Hammerstein or any other op- 
eratic manager who will give good per- 
formances for reasonable prices will 
have the moral and substantial support 
of the music loving public of Chicago. 
The season would have to be a short 
one, however. The amusement fund of 
the community is not unlimited, and a 
large part of it necessarily will go to 
the theaters. But the grand opera audi- 
ences will not be made up exclusively of 
Chicagoans. They will be made up in 
part of people from this and other states, 
assuming always that prices are mod- 
erate and the managément keeps all 
promises it may make. 

A season of twelve weeks would suf- 
fice Chicago. Its wants would be more 
quickly satisfied than those of New 
York, where a three months’ season suf- 
fices. Grand opera is a luxury. For 
the moment, apparently, musical com- 
edy is a necessity. At least the people 
seem ready to take any quantity of it. 
But Mr. Hammerstein books down on it. 
He does not see any educational value 
in it. 

If he is “terribly in earnest” about 
erecting here a permanent home for 
grand opera and making this city his 
base in a grand campaign for the mu- 
sical uplifting of the west, he ought not 
to be discouraged. There are many men 
who can afford te help him in the con- 
struction of an opera house costing a 
million dollars. Such a building, it 
architecturally pleasing, would be au 
acquisition in more than one respect. 
Whether those men would deem it ex- 
pedient to put money in something 
which would pay better returns from an 
esthetic than a pecuniary point of view 
is for them to determine.

They have played an important 
role, both in Austrian and in Polish history. 
For John Stanislas was palatine of one of 
the provinces of the kingdom of Poland in the 
latter part of the seventeenth century, while 
a Stanislas Jablonoweki was one of the com- 
manders of the army which defeated the Ot- 
toman army under the walls of Vienna, vir- 
tually saving Burope from being overrun 
by the Turks.

Still another Jablonowski fought under the 
first Emperor Napoleon, and died at San 
Domingo, whither he had accompanied Pau- 
line Bonaparte and her first husband, Gen. 
Leclerc. The grandfather of the prince ered 
has just committed suicide was an eminent 
Austrian diplomatist. 

A Prince Maurice Jablonoweki married the 
widowed Princess Hercolani, daughter of 
Alexandrine de Bleschamps and consequent- 
ly a stepdaughter of the latter's second hus- 
band, Prince Lucien Bonaparte, This Prince 
Maurice's son, Carlo Ladislas Jablonowski, 
married a famous actress, Louise de Mohr, 
and was appointed by the late King Victor 
Emmanuel, who greatly admired his wife, 
to be governor of the royal palace of Turin. 
Their daughter, Terka Jablonowski, is mar- 
ried to Maurice Bernhardt, the son of the 
famous actress, Sarah Bernhardt, and the 
heir to all the money which she has accumu- 
lated. 

Old Prince Stanilas Jablonowski was 4 
number of years ago deprived of the control 
of his fortune and estates on account of his 
extravagance, the management of his prop- 
erty being vested in the hands of trustees. 
this had the effect of reducing him to a 
state of melancholia, which rendered it 
necessary to place him under a certain 
amount of restraint. True, he Was not com- 
mitted to an asylum for the insane, but he 
Was continually watched by attendants to 
sée that he did himself no harm. Left alone 
for a few minutes the other day he took ad- 
vantage thereof to kill himself. He is suc- 
ceeded in his honors by his son and name- 
sake, Prince Stanislas, who is married to 
a pretty Greek woman. 
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Young Lord Vernon, who celebrates on 
Sept. 28 his coming of age, and whowill then 
be placed in possession of his extensive es- 
tates and considerable fortune, is half an 
American, his mother being a daughter of 
Francis C. Lawrence of New York and a 
cousin of the American marquise de Bre- 
teuil and of Lady William Gordon-Cumming. 
The widowed Lady Vernon has long been an 
invalid, and her two boys, Lord Vernon and 
his younger brother, as well as their sister 
have been brought up toa great extent under 
the guardianship of their uncle, the Hon. 
William Frederick Vernon, who also mar- 
ried an American girl—namely: the daughter 
of Gen. Daniel M. Frost of St. Louis. 

The Vernons can boast of being among the 
oldest families of England, being descended 
from that Richard de Vernon who accom- 
panied William the Conqueror from Nor- 
mandy to England and was one of the seven 
barons created by Hugh Lupus, the great 
earl of Chester. They settled at Haddon 
hall, in Derbyshire, over 600 years ago, and 
one of them, Sir Henry Vernon, lord of 
Haddon, was governor and treasurer of 
Prince Arthur, the elder brother of Henry 
VIII. Arthur, prince of Wales, spent much 
of his time at Haddon hall, and his governor, 
Sir Henry, was the grandfather of that 
Dorothy Vernon whose elopement furnished 
so picturesque a romance and whose run- 
away marriage to Sir John Manners carried 
Haddon hall into the family of the duke of 
Rutland, its present owner. 

The principal home of the Vernons ever 
since the reign of James I. has been at Sud- 
bury hall, in Derbyshire, a grand old place, 
which came into the Vernon family through 
the marriage of Sir John Vernon to Helen, 
the daughter and heiress of Sir John de 
Montgomerie. It is a picturesque red brick 
house, with some magnificent oak carvings 
by Grinling Gibbons and plenty of old mas- 
ters, including paintings by Rubens, Van- 
dyke, Murillo, and Velasquez. It stands in 
the center of a large park, extending over 
1.000 acres, richly wooded by grand old trees 
many hundreds of years old, and command- 
ing a beautiful view of the Dove valley,

As nearly all of the Vernons have 
married heiresses the family is rich, Lord 
Vernon being no exception to the rule, much 
of his wealth into which he enters in Septem- 
ber being derived from valuable collieries 
which have been worked with so much tact 
and discretion by his guardian and uncle 
that there have never been any labor troubles 
with the men. 

“he name of Venables prefixed to the 
patronymic of Vernon by means of a hyphen 
comes to Lord Vernon through the marriage 
of one of his ancestors, Sir Henry Vernon, 
member of parliament for the county of Staf- 
ford, with the granddaughter and heiress of 
Sir Peter Venables, the last of the Venables, 
lords of Kinderton, and it was the son of this 
marriage who was elevated to the peerage 
as Lord Vernon at the beginning of the reign 
of George II., the barony of Kinderton be- 
ing likewise revived in his favor in view of 
the fact that he had inherited all the exten- 
sive Venables estates.

Religion is the love of 
life, the faith in its fullness and meaning; it 
can find expression only in terms of life, in 
life coming into its richness, beauty, and 
usefulness. 

It is the height of folly to quarrel over 
forms, descriptions, and analyses: it is but 
cowardice to listen to the croaking voices 
that tel] us we must subscribe to their forms, 
must see through their myoptic eyes, or be 
forever doomed. It were better to be doomed 
for loyalty to truth than saved at the price 
of compromise with our own souls.

‘or, if dead, then of their heirs and executors, 
it has always been understood that this was 
a mattter of courtesy and consideration 
rather than of legal obligation; and the stand 
taken by the Merediths and by the executors 
of their father’s will opens up an entirely 
new vista as well as an extensive field for 
argument. 


In the first place, it may be questioned 
whether anything is protected by the copy- 
right laws, either here or abroad, until all 
the requirements of the copyright law have 
been fulfilled; and,imbued as are most writers 
with an altogether extravagant sense of the 
value of the lucubrations of their pen, there 
are none of them, so far as I am aware, who 
have until now ventured to take the trouble 
to copyright mere friendly letters and notes 
to acquaintances. Indeed, any one receiving 
a letter that had been copyrighted would be 
perfectly justified.in construing the precau- 
tion as a grave insult, since it could only be 
interpreted as a conviction on the part of 
the writer that the addressee was not to be 
trusted, and was sufficiently unscrupulous to 
convert the precious documents into cash. 

Dame Justice has thus far declined to pro- 
nounce herself definitely with regard to the 
ownership of private letters which have not 
been copyrighted, or to determine the ques- 
tion as to whether they belong to the writer’s 
estates or to that of the addressee, or even 
to that of any person into whose possession 
they have comethrough bequest, gift, or pur- 
chase. True, the code of honor suggests that 
the writer retains a sort of proprietary in- 
terest in the document, and may under the 
circumstances expect to be consulted about 
their publication. But whatever his rights in 
the matter they are purely moral, and not 
in any sense of the word legal. Indeed, the 
law is so undecided about the matter that 
in every instance when it has been invoked 
to arrest the disclosure of correspondence it 
has been in vain. The most striking illus- 
tration of this condition of affairs is to be 
found in the fact that the courts seem to be 
powerless even to prevent the revelation of 
confidential letters of monarchs, royal per- 
sonages, and government dignitaries of high 
rank when they contain official secrets and 
matters affecting the welfare of the dynasty 
and of the state. 


—- 

It was this that led Lord Esher in July, 
1907, to address from his place in the house 
of lords a question to the lord high chan- 
cellor as to the extent of the ground covered 
by the so-called official secrets law of 1889. 
It was understood at the time that he was 
making this inquiry in behalf of the king, 
not only because the latter had been ex- 
tremely put out, not to say embarrassed, by 
the indiscreet revelations contained in the 
Memoirs and printed correspondence of cer- 
tain English statesmen and former ambas- 
sadors, but also because he had become 
alarmed by the rumor that a peeress of the 
realm, gifted with an exceedingly clever and 
somewhat vitriolic pen, was about to publish 
her reminiscences and letters. 

Estranged until quite recently from the 
court and from most of her former friends, 
she had given it to be understood that she. 
would give free rein to her muse, and ag 
she was for nearly a quarter of a 2 
not merely one of the leaders of the Englis 
great world but aleo a most influential figure 
in political, official, and court life, it natural- 
ly stood to reason that she was in a position 
to print confidential correspondence and to 
reveal secrets the disclosure of which would 
have been, to say the least, extremely discon- 
certing. The reply from the woolsack was 
unsatisfactory. It was to the effect that the 
official secrets law of 1889 had been so care- 
lessly drawn up and was so clumsy, intricate, 
and altogether unpractical that neither the 
bench nor the government had ever ventured 
to invoke it, not even in the most flagrant 
cases of betrayal of state secrets to foreign 
governments. 

Lord Esher thereupon devoted his leisure 
during the parliamentary recess to the draft- 
ing of a bill, in the shape of an amendment to 
this law of 1886, with the object of extending 
és provisions in such & manner as to cover 
all royal correspondence and communica- 
tions; also the correspondence and communi- 
cations of people then or formerly in the 
official world, and providing against all in- 
discreet revelations affecting the royal house 
of England, foreign reigning families, and 
the government. Lord Esher, who is the 
deputy governor of Windsor castle, and the 
most influential member of the king’s house- 
hold, did not venture to submit the bill him- 
self to parliament, but induced Lord Lore- 
burn to father it. It wae obviously the off- 
spring of a courtier, eager to fulfill his sov- 
erelgn's wishes, rather than the work of so 
astute a lawyer as the keeper of the king’s 
conscience, and roused such a storm of oppo- 
sition, not only on the part of parliament but 
also of the press and the public at large, that 
it had to be ane hit 


It is doubtful, whee the circumstances, 
whether if any former correspondent of Ed- 
ward VIL were to take it into his head to 
publish letters received from the latter, 
measures could successfully be devised to 
prevent their appearance. And that is why 
the king writes so little himself, why he 
adopts such elaborate devices to prevent the 
papers and correspondence of the members 
of his household, past and present, from fall 
ing into strange hands.

“THE LIFE AND TIMES OF MASTER 
JOHN HUS,” by Count Lutzow (E. P. Dut- 
ton & Co.). All Bohemians, Protestant or 
Catholic, have good reasons for their pride in 
the memory of their noblest national hero. 
As a Bohemian patriot, heroic in spirit and 
the impersonation of loyalty to the highest 
good of his nation as he saw it, he merits all 
possible honor. 

The early years of the fifteenth century 
bear few if any worthier names. 

The five intervening centuries do not dim its 
luster. The grandeur of such lives so unself- 
ishly devoted to the public welfare and the 
strange power of such martyrdoms must al- 
ways be impressive. 
much account, as this learned historian in- 
sists—has been made of the indebtedness of 
Hus to Wyckliffe, the morning star“ of the 
reformation. Hus was, however, an earnest 
student of the writings of Wyckliffe and 
made ample quotations from them. 

But Hus was nobody’s replica; he faced 
his own conditions and fought his own bat- 
tles. It was primarily the degradation of 
the priesthood and their appalling immoral- 
ity and the consequence of all this on the 
lives of the people which moved him to such 
undauntable persistence and courage. What 
it means and implies to face the oldtime 
martyrdom strikingly attests not only the 
“ will to believe but the power to will.“ 

Of particular interest are the sections in 
this book relating to the university at Prague, 
where John Hus studied and preached, and of 
which for a time he was rector. Many hun- 
dreds of students from all parts lof Europe 
flocked hither, attracted, it would seem, by 
all sorts of motives. It takes the „ psychol- 
ogy of the crowd ” to understand the forces 
which dominated such a motley and wayward 
“school.” But there were tremendous pos- 
sibilities in it. 

It is natural that Count Lutzow. the erudite 
author of this book, who is also author of 
„A History of Bohemian Literature,” should 
specially note the influence of John Hus in 
promoting the use of the native tongue in 
preaching and in the popular song service in 
the churches. He felt deeply the unnatural- 
ness of forcing upon the people a language 
which, for them at least, was as good as dead. 

Of the disastrous wars which in the end to 
so great an extent seemed to frustrate the 
“reformation in Bohemia, filling the land 
with misery and wasteful strife, the account 
here given is sufficiently full and minute, 
although by no means peat oR reading. 
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genuine, individual, vivid, and 


interestingly revealing these letters and parts 
of letters waken interest from the first; an 
interest not only in herself but in the per- 
sons, the experiences, the scenes about which 


„ ghe writes. The friends who have edited the 


ee aa her correspondence have done 
oP ay with excellent judgment and good 
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in what might be termed the missionary at- 
mosphere. Her father, Dr. Stephen Riggs, 
was one of the two ploneer missionaries to 
the Dakota Indians, laboring among them for 
forty years, a real aspostle among them. 
The story of his missionary life was con- 
tained in that engaging and informative 
book, Mary and I.“ 

When first sent out to the Dakotas it was 
as foreign missionaries. In that frenzied 
Indian outbreak during the war the family 
narrowly escaped with their lives. But in 
that far away, lone missionary home were 
born, trained, and largely educated half a 
dozen children who all became missionaries 
of note, among them Alfred of the Santee 
Normal and Industrial school, the most in- 
fiuential school of its kind in the country, 
and Thomas R. Riggs of Dakota, who prob- 
ably understands the Indian problem as per- 
fectly as any man living and who is cor- 
respondingly trusted by them. How in that 
Aboriginal missionary home the means 
were got for sending all these boys and girls 
to college is still a mystery. 

Isabella Riggs, next to the oldest of them, 
after graduating from Oxford female college, 
Ohio, was married to the Rev. Mark WIII- 
iams, and both sent as missionaries of the 
American board to north China in Kalgan 
under the shadow of the great wall. It was 
pioneer work they had to do, and much of it 
under seemingly the most uninviting con- 
ditions. 

But Mrs. Williams was a woman of genius 
as well as unique force of character. Gifted 
and cultured as she was she might have shone 
in literary achievement. Yet with every gift 
she had devoted to her chosen work her in- 
fluence, often over even the apparently 
least promising people, through all those 
years of self-sacrifice and endless labors, 
her invincible joy in its triumphs over hard- 
est tasks, became almost magical. 


Of course it is only glimpses of all this. 


which these letters reveal, but so many and 


so varied are the glimpses the effect of the 


whole is admirably instructive and luminous, 
And it is good literature as well. 

It is such men and women as these, bearing 
in their homeliest and most intensively per- 
sonal ways the living seed of the Christian 
civilization, who are doing what a thousand 
“ Dreadnoughts for the primary solution of 
the great far eastern question can nev- 
er do.

HE astronomer sees planets in the 
process of formation, the geolo- 
gist traces the stages by which the 

crust of the earth came to its 

— present state, and discerns the 

vast, slow changes which are even 
now transforming its surface. The paleon- 
tologist and biologist trace the identity of 
structure and function in the various forms 
of animal life including man. By the same 
methods the anthropologist and historian 
portray the broad outlines of man’s mental 
and spiritual development. They tell of strug- 
gles through prehistoric millenniums in 
which man slowly rose to articulate speech, 
to family life in settled dwellings, to the 
knowledge of fire and metals with the crafts 
and comforts these supply. 

It would be passing strange if religion 
were the only thing exempt from this proc- 
ess. The theory: that man originally had a 
high type of religion which was lost through 
the fall of Adam is no longer defensible. Our 
present developed religions bear traces of 
older and lower forms in their practices, be- 
liefs, and doctrines. The tribes now in a 
simple state of nature have low types of re- 
ligion which do not always bear evidences of 
degeneration from higher types. 

The original religion of every people, like 
their civilization, seems to have been that of 
savages. There are indications that the wor- 
ship of primitive man was first directed to 
the powers of nature, the sun, moon, rain, 
wind, rivers, trees, and springs, Our first 
knowledge of the Jews reveals them just 
emerging from this stage. They were yet 
wandering nomadic tribes with separate 
gods and primitive customs of sacrifice. 

—so- 

I believe that the scriptures contain the 
records of this religious evolution among 
the Israelites. From the God of a tribe, Je- 
hovah became the leader of a ‘united people. 
It was pre-eminently in the line of prophets 
that Jesus himself arose to give the final form 
to Israel’s history and to inaugurate a new 
and universal faith. The scriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments are the records of 
the lives of these inspired men. They arenot 
fauftiess or infallible records. As historic 
and scientific documents they are not per- 
fect, but they do possess matchless power 
for inspiring and molding human life. This 
is after all the supreme test. 

Coleridge spoke for many when he sald: 
“In the Bible there is more that finds me 
than I have experienced in all other books 
put together; the words of the Bible find me 
at greater depths of my. being; and whatever 
finds me brings with it an irresistible evi- 
dence of its having proceeded from the Holy 
Spirit.” 

I believe that this process of reljgious evo- 
lution continues in the church today and that 
Christians are inspired in the same way, 
whatever the degree, as were the men of old.

NEW OWNERS INFUSE GINGER 


Outflelder Magee and Pitcher Foxen

Philadelphia, Pa., July 24.—An overthrow 
not wholly unexpected struek the Phillies’ 
camp today when Senators Wolf and Mc- 
Nichol formally requested William Murray, 
who has had charge of the Quaker team for 
three years, to resign.

He visited this city several days 
ago during the Pittsburg series, ostensibly to 
incuce Deoin of the Phillies and Camnitz, 
Phillippi, and Leifield of Pittsburg to accept 
a vaudeville agent's offer to go in the the- 
atrical game. 


Donlin Confers with Owners. 

Donlin's real motive, however, was to ac- 
cept an invitation from the Phillies’ owners 
to discuss the proposition as to his feeling in 
regard to joining the Phillies. Liberal in- 
ducements were made and Donlin agreed to 
postpone his trip to Europe and join the 
Phillies immediately, provided his release 
could be obtained. 

The Phillies at once started negotiations 
with Manager McGraw of New York,. who 
was quite willing to make a trade.

BULLETIN OF RACE. 
(By wireless telegraphy.) 

OFF GROSS POINT LIGHT—Amorita and 
Valmore were even with the former sailing 
closer to the wind, Vencedor close up. Haw- 
thorne, Alice and Mistral still hugged the shore 


slightly behind. Seaboomock was five miles in 


the rear of the leaders. 


Within one minute after the boom of the 
starting gun, fired at 3 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, ten of the eleven entrants in the 
sixth annual cruising race to Mackinac of 
the Chicago Yacht club crossed the imaginary 
line and stood away on the 331 mile course. 

Schooner Mistral, the other starter, went 
to eastward of thé buoy that marked the 
eastern end of the starting line, and was or- 
dered by the judges to come about and make 
another start. It got away about ten min- 
utes after the leader. 

The heavy seas that had been looked for by 
many yachtsmen after the last two days of 
high northerly winds had been smoothed 
out by the south wind that sprang up during 
the early hours of the morning. This shift- 
ed arond to eastward during the day, and 
when the start of the race war made it was 
blowing only a little south of east. 

The lake lay level as a billard table, 
crinkling in the sun like a sheet of wrinkled 
isinglass when the racers, which had lain 
inside the eastern breakwater all night, be- 
gan slipping their moorings and breaking out 
sail at 2 o'clock. The warning gun was Lred 
at 2:30 from Ogden T. McClurg’s steam 
yacht, Sea Fox, which served as the judges’ 
boat. Fifteen minutes later the last of the 
racers had passed through the Van Buren 
street gap and joined the fleet jockeying for 
position at the start. 


Hundreds See Departure. 

Hundreds of guests crowded the verandas 
of the Chicago club, making up parties to go 
out and see the start. Every yacht in the 
harbor that was in commission took a party 
of gay amateurs out to cheer the starters 
and wish them luck. Two steamers, loaded 
down to the bulwarks, and a cloud of small 
launches, dingheys, and other little craft, 
hovered about the starting buev. It was a 
great day for the porch sailors as well as 
for the active yachtsmen. 

The judges’ boat went out to windward of 
the eastern buoy, stopped the engines and 
drifted gently down toward the flag, firing 
the get ready gum at 2:55. Naniwa, the 
Columbia Yacht club sloop, and Vencedor, 
the fast sloop which files the burgee of the 
Chicago Athletic club, bore down from wind- 
ward on the line. 

Nearly fifteen seconds before the starting 
gun was fired both sloops crossed the line 
and had to come about to start again. Vence- 
dor went over inside the buoy all right, but 
Naniwa was forced to crogs outside the buoy.

The next ball pitched was the one he 
wanted and he met it squarely in the micdle 
with a blow that even the fearful din could 
not deaden. Up and far out sailed the horse- 
hide. Hartsel togk one look at it, turned 
tail and fled toward the left fleld bleachers 
like a scared rabbit. Nothing but the fence 
stopped that hit, and when Topsy finally re- 
trieved it and returned it to its starting point 
Tannehill was on third and three long de- 
layed runs had crossed the plate.

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GLIDDENITES HIT HOT TRAIL 


Julesbarg to Denver Trip Is 
Strenuous Schedule. - 


CONFETI CAR CATCHES FIRE 


Thomas Flyer Only Car Penalized; 
Glide Still Is Missing. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Denver, Colo. July 24,—[SpecialJ—Not 
since the start of the Glidden tour were the 
contestants called upon to respond to such 
a strenuous schedule as that of today from 
Julesburg to Denver. The trail lay over 
desert with Fort Morgan as the oasis. From 
the latter city to Bennett, which is thirty- 
oné miles from Denver, the distance is over 
fifty miles, without ea town, hamlet or village 
intervening. 

Eastern tenderfooters had their first sam- 
ple of desert travel, although out here they 
simply call the long trail through the sand 
a prairie. There was enough excitement 
during the trip to make it interesting for the 
travelers, who imagined all kinds of dire 
finishes had their cars become stranded way 
out there where there were no houses less 
than.ten miles apart, without any water in 
the radiator, and alleged aqua pura from 
the irrigating ditches, which are few and 
far between, retailing at something like a 


dollar a pail. 


Confetti Car Catches Fire. 
one of the exciting features of today’s trip 
was the fire which threatened to destroy the 
Studebaker E. M. F. confetti car, which 
is manned by A. J. May, and in which Mort 
Reeves officiates as confetti hurler. A spark 
from a Union Pacific railroad passenger 
train landed in the sack of paper confetti 
and ignited the contents. 

It was only through the prompt action of 
Reeves that the machine was not burned. 
He threw the burning sack over his head 
into the roadway and stopped the car while 
he extinguished the blaze and prevented a 
prairie fire. Then newspapers were borrowed 
from a farmer neerby, torn into strips, and 
used as confetti until Sterling, Colo., was 
reached, where a new sackful of confetti 
was obtained. 0 

The tourists left Julesburg at 7 clock and 
all had arrived at Denver on schedule time of 
ten hours and fifteen minutes with the ex- 
ception orf (the Glide, which is still unac- 
counted for.

While the Windsor meeting last week was 

In effect a curtain raiser for the important 
affair at Detroit this week, where some fixed 
events that have been in existence a quarter 
ef a century are to be decided, it failed to 
furnish any convincing performances by 
which what is to happen at Detroit, begin- 
ning tomerrow, can be foreshadowed. 
“The $10,000 M. and M. 2:24 trot and the 
$5,000 C. of C. pace are just as much in doubt 
as ever, and in regard to the first named It 
truly may be said that never was an impor- 
tant fixture of the harness turf more open as 
to probable results, or more puzzling. At 
least five of the entrants have at one time 
or another this summer shown speed and 
manners enough to make them entirely pos- 
sible as winners of the race, and yet no one 
of them has done enough to be installed 
favorite against all the others. 

While Marie N. from the Geers string has 
made the best showing, there has been noth- 
ing particularly brilliant about any of her 
racing, and the same may be said of Denver. 
The mare won at Peoria, shading 2:10, but 
the Peoria track is lightning fast. Denver 
worked in 2:08 a month ago, and since then 
has not been asked to do anything better than 
some miles around 2:15 over a slow track. 
Martha Dillon, which stepped the Indianapo- 
lis course in 2:08%, was distanced at Terre 
Haute, which shows that her deportment 
may on occasion not be of the best. Margin 
from the McDonald string, an exceptionally 
speedy trotter, has been slightly lame now 
and then, so that what she will do on any 
given day is problematical. Wiggetta has 
been miles better than 2:09, and comes of a 
family that races well. 


Bisa Winter Book Favorite. 

That is the situation in a nutshell, except 
there still is to be considered the eastern 
mare Bisa, which, had a winter book been 
made on the M. and M., unquestionably 
would have been a strong favorite. Her 
racing in 1907 as a 3-year-old was not only 
brilliant, but had Gen. Watts, the fastest 
trotter of that age yet produced, been out of 
the way, Bisa would have been the real 3- 
year-old champion of the campaign, as she 
Was second to Watts in all three heats of the 
Kentucky futurity, in which all the high 
class 3-year-olds‘take part. A week later 
she again was beaten by him alone in a 
race where he set the record for trotters of 
his age at 2:06%. 

But Bisa has done nothing this year to 
make herself look like a certain winner of the 
M. and M. Before the Cox horses left New 
Hampshire there were wild tales that she 
had worked the slow track over which she 
was fitted in 2:00%, but when it cane to 
goi-g out for the money at Terre Haute she 
was not that sort of a trotter, and in both her 
. Facing and her work since the Bingara mare 
left home she has not been up to expecta- 
tions. And jet she may win. 

As a 83-year-old she did not shine brilliantly 
in the early part of the campaign, and the 
same was true of her brother, Bonvolo, neith- 
er of them being at an edge until Lexington 
was reached, but at the final meeting of their 
campaign they were ready to do wonders in 
the trotting line, as in addition to Bisa beat- 
ing everything except Gen. Watts that op- 


posed her, and making him beat the age rec- © 


ora to lead her to the wire, Bonvolo was win- 
ner the same week of the fastest three heat 
race ever trotted by 2-year-olds. 


Form Shown Uncertain. 


may bé that Bisa as a mature mare still 
be Tate in coming to her best form, and 
if that is the case she will not win the M. and 
M., as there are about five nags in that race 
capable of miles in 2:08 or better. On the 
other hand, if Cox, who is somewhat of a 
Talleyrand when it comes to managing his 
horses, has succeeded in fooling all the ex- 
perts who have seen Bisa race and work since 
she came west she may go out and take down 
the big money at Detroit without a struggle, 
as on her 3 year old form and her breeding 
Bisa ought to be a trotter of the highest class 
as well as the best speed. 

But the impression among horsemen is that 
the mare has been showing about what there 
is in her as a racing proposition just now, and 
they look for a split up affair at Detroit. It 
is to be raced on the “ stop at the end of five 
heats ’’ plan, which is a decided improvement 
over the former practice of having hostilities 
cease at the end of three heats, that rule not 
infrequently making farcical] exhibitions out 
of what should have been a high class horse 
race. 

Five Heat System. 

Even with the limit extended to five heats 
some absurd situations may be brought 
about, as was witnessed in the M. and M. of 
1908, in which Fleming Boy won the first heat, 
Spanish Queen the second and third, and Al- 
ceste the fourth and fifth. Naturally it would 
seem that where two horses win two heats 
apiece and the race is arbitrarily ended with 
the conclusion of the fifth heat the nag show- 
ing clearly the best at the finish should get 
first money, but under the rules governing 
‘the placing of horses’ positions in nonwinning 
heats count just as forcibly as any others, 
and it was because Spanish Queen was ahead 
in one of her nonwinning heats that she was 
given first money over Alceste. 

Horsemen still are talking about that race. 
and only the other day one of them claimed :f 
the judges had possessed a little more initia- 

~ tive in the matter of placing the horses back 
of the winner in each heat Alceste would 
have been given a second place over Fleming 
Boy in a heat where he made a homestretch 
break, and had that been done the mare 
would have won the race under the rules 
although at the time the heat was trotted 
neither Geers, who drove Alcester, nor the 
judges, had the most remote idea the relative 
positions of Fleming Boy and Alceste in that 
heat would cut any figure in the fina! disposi-

picking out what looks Mise a truly great 
horse when a lot of people with more pre- 
tensions as judges in such matters over- 
looked the chance to get a grand circus 
star. Mr. Shutt tells me Penico Maid’ won 
ten. races last year, instead of the beggarly 
four with which she is credited in the offi- 
cial records, and until the present cam- 
paign she has been distinctively a half milie 
track trotter. In fact until she came to 
the Terre Haute meeting the rugged little 
mare never had seen a mile ring. 

Penico Maid was bred near Osage, Ia., 
her sire being Pennant, 2:15, by Abe Down- 
ing, 2:20%, and her dam Seneca Maid; 2:20, 
by John Adams—a pedigree having nothing 
at all to do with present day strains that 
are fashionable. But the little mare was a 
natural trotter, knowing no other gait if left 
to her own devices, and in confirmation of 
this statement it may be noted that she nas 
made exactly one break in her last ten races 
and that was not her fault, the track break- 
ing away unexpectedly. 

Penico Maid has won sixteen of the last 
seventeen races in which she engaged, not 
losing any in 1908, and although with ner 
record of 2:19% she went a long way out 
of her class to start in the 2:14 purse a: 
Terre Haute, she handied the wholly ne. 
class of horses she met in that event with 
the same ease she had shown in disposing 
of her western fields, nor was she—as some 
great half mile track trotters have been— 
puszled by the new conditions. 

It generally has been found that a trotter 
of class, raced exclusively over the half 
mile tracks for two or three seasons, does 
not perform at its best when put on the mie 
rings until it has gone two or three races. 
Different muscles are brought into play by 
the change and there are a lot of things taat 
at the start handicap a half mile track star 
when pulled out for the money in good com- 
pany over a “ big ring.“ 

Horse Shows Speed. 

But Mr. Shutt. who watched Penico Maid 
last summer had no fear she would not per- 
form well wherever he put her. After buying 
the mare he took her to his home town, where 
a fair was in progress, but already he had de- 


cided she was good enough for the grand cir- 


cult this year and it would be the part of 
wisdom to stop where she was and avoid any 
reduction of her record. so he simply showed 
his townsmen a half mile with the little mare, 
and the way she stepped off the distance in 
1:04% only increased his admiration for her. 
Later in the fall he let Penico Maid go a iull 
mile_right up to her clip, and she turned the 
half mile track in 2:13%, which made Mr. 
Shutt certain he had a real trotter with which 
he could go far from nome. 

So when the big purses of the year were an- 
nounced last winter and early in the spring 
the Iowa man entered Penico Maid in all of 
them to which she was eligible with the re- 
sult that her engagements now foot up §97,- 
000, she being named all the way down the 
grand circuit, and in the Transylvania and 
Walnut Hall farm cup at Lexington. It is 
the sort of program that no other trotter than 
an exceedingly high, class one can success- 
fully carry out, and it may be that Penico 


Maid will not be as successful as were Nut 


Boy, Billy Buck, and Spanish Queen at the 
same game. 


Owner Drives Speeder. 


Mr. Shutt, who is not a professional driver, 
will, I understand pilot the mare, as he did 
at Terre Haute. He will have company in 
some of his starts in the person of C. H. La- 
sell, a rich man from Massachusetts, who 
trains and drives a stable of real good ones 
down the grand circuit every summer. In 
any event the career of the western mare, 
with the pedigree which contains none of the 
strains considered essential to the making of 
a first. class trotter ip these days, will be 
watched with interest, 

Perhaps the event of the week, all things 
considered, was the fact that in the second 
heat of the 2:08 trot at Windsor on Wednes- 
day, the Pittsburg mare, Lady Jones, su- 


perbly driven by ‘‘ Tommy Murphy, stepped 


home from the half mile pole in 1:02, the 
final quarter being done in :30%, and for an 
instant looked as if she was going to beat 
The Harvester to the wire. 

What really caused the ‘excitement was 
that Geers, in order to get the great colt 
going, had to smite him a couple of times 
with the whip, and while The Harvester re- 
sponded and won the heat in 2:08% the inci- 

t caused a lot of talk. Nobody ever 
reamed of Lady Jones being as good as she 
was this early in the season, and while it 
is probably true Geers had eased his horse 
as the finish was neared, not dreaming

Stanley Ketchel, middleweight champion, 
still is taking chances, according to reports 
from the coast. A couple of days ago Ket- 
chel became mixed up in an automobile acci- 
dent and he was lucky to have escaped in- 
juries which would have put him out of the 
fighting game for keeps. As it was, the 
champion had his hands cut up badly and 
one of his arms so badly sprained that he 
will have trouble using it for some time. 
That the member was not broken was for- 
tunate, for had this been the case he would 
never have been able to land that wallop 
which has made him famous. 

Promoters all over the country are mak- 
ing all sorts of bids for the Ketchel-Lang- 
ford match which is still hanging fire, but as 
yet the fighters are as far apart as ever. 
The $25,000 offer from Ely, the Nevada min- 
ing camp, is the largest made, but Lang- 
ford cannot see $20,000 of his purse going 
Ketchel’s way, while Sam is to get only 
$5,000. He declares they will have to come 
up with $10,000 for his end, so there the affair 
stands. One thing is sure and that is that 
Ketchel will hold the Ely promoters to the 
$20,000 proposition, for he will not stand for 
a cut in his end under any circumstances. 

Just why Ketchel, despite the fact that he 
is champion, should receive four times the 
amount offered Langford is hard to figure 
out. 
the fact that Langford is a negro. But when 
it is considered that he is one of the greatest 
fighters of his weight that ever fought the 
one fourth locks quite small. 


Eastern Clubs After Fight. 

‘New York, Pittsburg and Philadelphia are 
other bidders for the match. New York pro- 
moters say they will give $20,000 to have 
the two fighters go ten rounds in their arena 
If this offer is bona-fide, and in some quarters 
it is doubted, it is a lot of money to put up 
for a ten round bout in New York the way 
the game has been going there since it re- 
opened.

There is not a fanin the country who 
is not anxious to see these two pugs settle 
their argument in the ring and the failure of 
Jeffries to post a forfeit to show he really in- 
tends to fight has caused him to be madea 
target for much criticism in the last few 
weeks. 

Jeff May Get His. 

Whether this criticism is merited remains 
to be seen, but it is certain that should the 
big coast fighter decide he will not fight the 
negro he certainly will come in for a severe 
scorching wherever pugilism is known, 
spoken, or even thought. However, those 
who are close to Jeffries still firmly believe 
there will be a fight for the championship 
between the two big fellows.

Altogether for a little tempering of the emo- 
‘tions and enthusiasms of a “ city beautiful“ 
committee, commission, or conference, a trip 
up the north branch of the Chicago river 
is to be recommended as a dit of “ city 
homely ” slumming hardly to be matched 
anywhere that Burnhamized city architec- 
tures have been considered. Not that the 
forth branch of the Chicago river ever has 
been touted and treasured for its beauties— 


that's the joke of it alll! 


Under the joint espionage of the United 
Btates government and the city of Chicago 
this five and a half miles of river channel 
has been bottle fed and nurtured and guarded 
“presumably as an industrial and commercial 
Water highway, whereas the navigator in 
anything with gunwales higher than a ship's 
yawl finds a bridge whistle absolutely neces- 
gary to passage of the river.

A a bridge, it is unique in present day 
engineering.

To turn the 
bridge in response to the three blasts of an 
adventurous steamer’s ,whistle, the tender 
ordinarily hurries oyer — gome shady re- 
sort on the island, crosses the wooden struc- 
ture and descends a flight of steps to the 
barge deck.

Stock of Patience Required. 


Kinzie street bridge approach to the Wells 
street station of the Northwestern railroad 
has a record of a passing train-every two 
minutes in the twenty-four hours. This is 
the average. In certain hours it may have 
trains every fifteen seconds, in which case the 
bost in the river expects to wait—and it isn't 
disappointed, often. 

At the Clybourn place bridge of the Mil- 
watikee and St. Paul the bridge\tracks often 
are necessary in the making up of freight 
trains and at such times a locomotive shunt- 
ing back and forth across the river sets the 
whistle of the waiting boat to going, carrying 
the unmistakable temper of the wheelsman in 
every repetition of the signal.

Pugh of the Pugh Terminal company, one 
must appreciate what all this bridging, piling, 
strangulation of the channels and uneven, 
neglected dockage means. 

Mr. Pugh has been several years wrestling 
with Chicago business interests to bring to 
attention the enormous advantages of its 
river. In the meantime, however, they've 
been building bridges lower and lower until 
jis Httle river launch can't clear them, while 

on all sides the selfish builder has been re- 
stricting the channel widths, seemingly with- 
out interference by any constituted au- 
thority.

Vox Populi Gets Busy. 


But the other day, when somebody dis- 
covered that Mr. Pugh had rented from the 
city. the blind, stub ends of a couple of streets, 
paying 5 per cent upon the assessed yaluation 


of property in the neighborhood, ‘and had 


erected. thereon two freight receiving sheds 
covering only half the width of the streets, 
there was some voice work from vox popull.

Pugh isn’t working for his health, natur- 
ally. He represents a corporation which not 
only has taken up the work of trying to re- 
deem a neglected river but it is backing up 
its judgment with -nillior- in cash.

floor space under its roof, indicates still fur- 
ther optimism regarding the north branch es 
a factor in Ghleago’s industrial and commer- 
cial growth. |

In order to reach out to the manufacturing 
interests, freight stations of the Terminal 
company have been outlined at four-block 
intervals along the river, and two of these 
experimental stations were those on stub 
ends of Streets at Chicago and Wabansia 
avenues. At the present time only two of 
Chicago’s railroads touch the north branch; 
the other nineteen are tothesouth. Yet with 
the lighter service a 100 pound box of freight 
lett at Wabansia avenue freight shed may 
be billed out of Chicago over any line enter- 
ing the city. And from the manufactoriee in 
the neighborhood thousands of pounds of 
freight have been going out of it daily. 

Closing it, however, means that the manu- 
facturer who hae been using the station 

load his goods upon wagons and cart 
them miles over the streets to the south to 
reach. most of the railway terminals. This 
costs manufacturer and consumer more 
money; it costs property owners more money 
for street. paving, and, above all, it lends to 
that downtown congestion which every Chi- 
cagoanh. is grumbling at and which in the end 
promises millions more of city expenditure 
to alleviate by means of gubweys and tun- 
nels, 

The Chicago avenue freighthouse has been 
closed under the protests of that element 
which hasn’t been benefiting from the light- 
er servicé, and the city is out the rental for 
some otherwise idle property. But, on the 
other hand, nobody is tearing up anything 
swiped from the river channel on the strict 
q. t, whilé in other places along the north 
branch there are plants occupying portions 
of city streets for so many years that the 
oldest tmhabitent’ doesn’t remember just 
where the streets ought to be.

ot Tamale Man Chief Caterer.

ELLING “ hot tamales” can hardly be 
called an industry. Buf if you visit 
the west side slums of Cnicago about 
10 o’clock any evening you will find 
this to be the noisiest if not the busiest 

t occupation. Men with baskets, boxes, 
especially arranged cases and stands 
every nook and corner of this neigh- 
shouting their wares: 
Hot tamales.” 
Hot frankfurters.“ 
Bolled crabs.” 

From street corner to street corner, from 
n to saloon the hot tamale man makes 
2 rounds from early in the evening until 
8 or 4 o’clock in the morning.

The hot tamale man is not the only man, 
however, who supplies the late suppers for 
the underworld denizens: The wagon res- 
taurant, or dog wagon stand,“ as it is fre- 
quently spoken of, is another established 
night institution in many of the slum and 
most of the underworld districts in Chicago. 
At the wagon restaurant one gets a higher 
class of grub.“ Here women, too, come to 
buy their evening meal, consisting of a ham- 
burger sandwich, fried chicken, all kinds of 
cutlets, eggs, coffee, and #0 on.

The keeper of this wagon restaurant is a 
man of higher standing ’’ than the tamale 
man. He has to be, for he deals not only with 
men but with women as well: He is polite 
in his 1 , courteous in his manner, and 
not infrequently is a man who has a good 
home, a wife, and children who are well pre- 
vided by his earnings. 

The wagon restaurateur charges mich the 
same prices as they charge in the restau- 
rants. The reason, however, for his being so 
well patronized instead of the nearby restau- 
rant lies in the fact that he sells straight 
goods,“ without trimmings. Thus in a res- 
taurant if you go in forma sandwich you are 
pretty generally expected to take a cup of 
coffee with it. At the wagon you don't have 
to buy anything you don’t wantto. That is 
what takes. Besides many of the peopl, 
especially the women who buy these late sup- 
pers—mostly hamburger sandwiches—would 
rather eat their meals at home, no matter 
what kind of a home that be, than in the res- 
taurant. 

The all night 5 and 10 cent lunch counters 
are next in popularity. Until 2 and even 3 
o'clock one finds men here, mostly young 
men, sitting over a cup of coffee and sink- 
ers with dazed and tired eyes. Some of 
these are homeless in Chicago. Others are 
evidently trying to become homeless by dis- 
ae their energy and wasting their

The Italian who has a fruit stand on every 
other corner is another of those who make 
a good day's wages working nights and sup- 
plying the crowd of pleasure seekers with a 
few things to eat. Few of the standkeepers 
and ice cream parlors along Madison or Hal- 
stead street close before 1 o’clock. A great 
many of them stay open long after that hour. 

But even after the wagon restaurateur has 
gone home, after the ice cream parior pro- 
prietor and the keeper of the fruit stand have 
closed up for the night, the hot tamale man 
still is on his deat.“ It is only when the 
early morning crowd begins to appear on the 
streets that the hot tamale man, the night

es Made in Copyright Law: 


Increase in the List of Eligibles. 


By JOSEPH 


M. how do you go about getting 
copyrighted?" 
Did you never have some one 
‘ask you the question? Were you. 
able to answer it when he did? Or, 
answering it a month or-a year ago, do you 
know that unless you have been sitting up 
and taking notice lately you may fall down 
in the reply next time? 
For on July 1 a new copyright law went 
into effect in the United States under title of 
An act to amend and consolidate the acts 
respecting copyrigut.“ It isn’t a little thing, 
either. There are 8,500 words of it in statu- 
to verbiage, divided into sixty-four sec- 
tions, many of which are interlarded ‘with 
the italicized provided.“ which lends such 
ominousness to many people who have been 
fuddied at odd times in their lives merely 
by looking into a volume of revised statutes. 
However, the merest tyro at law and legal 
phraseology, looking into this new law of 
copyright, may discover that with the one 
exception of a photograph the copyright fees 
have been doubled on him—raised arbitrarily 
from 50 cents to a $1 coin or bill of legal 
tender. Also it is observable instantly that 
the old fees for the assignment of a copy- 
right have increased materially. -

Renewal Terms Mote Liberal. 

However. there are several more things on

any outraged possessor. of a copyright which 
has been infringed and who proves his dam- 
ages, may be allowed a reasonable attorney's 
fee.

In ite radical departures from the old law, 
the invention of the phonograph and auto- 
matic musical machine has brought about 
most marked changes.

statute specifies that he has the privilege 
to make or procure the making of any 
transcription or recerd thereof, by or from 
which, in whole or in part, it may in any man- 
ner or by any method be exhibited, per- 
formed, represented, produced, or repro- 
duced, and to exhibit, perform; represent, 
produce, or reproduce it in any manner or by 
any method whatsoever.”

Periodicals, including newspapers.

Works of art; models or designs for works 
of art. 

Reproductions of works of art. 

Drawings or plastic Works of a scientific or 
technical character. 

Photographs. 

Prints and pictorial illustrations.

Copyright Fees Now 1. 

Under this heading all matter possible of 
copyright save the photograph requires the 
payment of $1 copyright fees. The life of the 
copyright is twenty-eight years, but where 
under the old law it might be renewed for 
fourteen years, provided application were 
made within six months thong its expiration, 
now it may be renewed for twenty-eight years

Exception Made to Newspaper. 


As to the amount of damages, exclusive of 
penalty, an exception is made of the news- 
paper which may reproduce a copyright pho- 
tograph. In buch case the damage shal! not 
be assessed greater than $200 nor less than 
$50. In any other case of infringement, the 
damages shall not exceed $5,000 nor be less 
than $250, the sums in no case to be regarded 
as a penalty. 

For infringement of copyright of a paint-

In the case of dramatic, musical. choral, 
or orchestral performance, $100 for the first 
performance and $50 for each subsequent 
rendition; for other musical compositions, 
$10 for ‘each performance, 

In case of jnfringements in all other copy- 
right matter’ $1 for every infringing copy 
made, sold, oF found in possession of the de- 
fendant. 

As penalty NE the acts, constituting a mis- 
demé@anor, the infringer is liable to a fine of 
not Jess than $100 nor more than $1,000, to 
imprisonment not exceéding one year. or to 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

Touching upon the infringing of a musical 
composition by a machine operated by a coin 
dropped in a slot, the point is made that it is 
not an infringement for profit unless the ma- 
chine itself is placed where admission is 
charged to the place where the machine is 
placed for operation. That is, such a ma- 
chine might infringe the copyright inside an 
amusement park, whereas it would not con- 
stitute an infringement were the machine 
placed inside a saloon or other public place 
to which the public has freé access. 

Altogether this new copyright law in effect 
July 1 is a formidable piece of statute mak- 
ing which the interested layman well might 
take to his attorney for strict rendition of 
its technicalities.

Without knowledge vf English Tom learned 
these routes and in the two and a half years 
he picked up a good deal of the language and 
managed to do a good deal of read be- 
tween odd jobs.

NE of the great commercial reporting 
agencies of the country is the author- 
ity for the statement that only about 
1 per cent of the business ventures 
of the whole country succeed. 

Why is it that out of every 100 new buet- 
nesses established ninety-nine of them go to 
the wall before the end of the first year? It 
is an enormously large proportion of loss on 
the face of it, Fea actually the money 
loss may be inconsiderable in comparison. 
John Smith may rent a store building, stock 
it with goods on sixty or ninety days’ time. 
‘and under stress of the blues close out the 
stock and the lease with a cash loss of 20 
per cent on his investment, 

At the same time that greatest loss affect- 
ing the genera! public is the loss of Smith's 
nerve and initiative. Almost without ex- 
ception this typical fallure retires, sore and 
disheartened, blaming almost everybody and 
everything except himself, when of all things 
he himself is the negligible quantity. 

What does Grocer Smith, who has opened 

up for business on the corner nearest you, 
know about the grocery business? You have 
not the slightest way of discovering short of 
enrolling yourself among his new custom- 
ers. If it be a drug store, you may take it 
for granted that he employs a registered 
pharmacist under the law; if it be a saloon, 
you may be certain that he has taken out a 
liquor license. But in the matter of gro- 
ceries, dry goods, boots and shoes, hardware 
and hotions, there is nothing to indicate to 
you that he knows anything about the busi- 
mess in which he has —

Smith's Hope His Undoing.

Once let it get abroad that every cus- 
tomer coming into your plaee gets the square 
deal and you can't keep them out with a

Others knock about for years without a 
label, unnamed, unclassified, and sometimes 
even unnoticed by the people whom they 
serve. 

The amusement park employé falls in this 
latter class of unnamed occupations. 

There are in Chicago alone at the lowest 
5,000 men who earn their whole or half year’s 
wages working in the amusement parks dur- 
ing the summer. By this class of employés 
are not meant the actors and performers, the 
people who make you laugh and those who 
make you shudder, but the meh who do the 
plodding, mechanical labor connected with 
the “putting on of a show. In many 
amusement parks in the country there area 
thousand or more men who are employed as 
guards, “shoot tne chutes” pilots, ticket 
takers, electricians, and porters of all kinds.

Work Hard on Nerves. 

Nearly all of these men work hard, harder 

than they would have to work if they were 
regularly employed at their trade. Their 
work is more nerve straining. The operating 
of @ car on a “ scenic railway is not at all 
an easy matter even if it is a thriller to 
the passengers. The same is true of piloting 
a shoot-the-chutes boat. To ride in sucha 
boat is one thing; to pilot it another. 

But it is in this irregularity that the charm 
for that kind of work Nes. It le the glamour 
which surrounds the work in the amusement 
park that makes the most hazardous and ex- 
acting jobs desirable. 

Our crowd, the men who work with us, 
from the porters to the engineer who runs 
the miniature railway, are a peculiar class of 
people,” sald the manager of an amusement 
park. They are more intelligent, o 
haps more restiess, than the average Work- 
ingman. They are the men from the ranks 
of factery hands who have been seized with 
a wanderlust,“ with a mania for travel, for 


new impressions and sensations. The man. 


who works in an amusement park, no mat- 
ter how hard his work may be, or how long 
or irregular his hours, will never go back ta a 
steady position. He is not made for steady 
work.“ i 


All Scatter at Season's Ead. 


When the season is over most of these men 


scatter throughout the country. Some be- 
come variety actors and go around the county 
fairs until about the end of October or the 
middle of November. Then they become bar- 
tenders, waiters, or porters. Those who can- 
not locate in the city for the winter often 
secure._railroad work. 

Many of the boys employed in the amuse- 
ment parks as guides and who in various oth- 
er ways are directing and helping the city 
folk amuse themselves are themselves not 

more than two or three years removed from 
the country. Some of them are receiving 
letters from their friends and parents fre- 
quently asking them about the nature of. 
their occupation and what prospects it of- 
fers for a future.“ And in letter after letter 
these men are dodging the answer to these 
questions. For how can Bill Brown, the 
clever Billy who earne $18 a week working in 
“fun factory or doing a stunt in “ Crea- 
tion,” describe the nature of his work to his 
simple parents in the country who have never

Good Will First Consideration. 


When John Smith opens a business house 
that one first consideration should be com- 
munity good will. Without it he cannot hope 
to succeed. But how stupidly doeg he often 
set about to acquire that indispensable and 
yet intangible asset? 

His first thought most frequently is to 
open with a flourish. He wants to fung his 
doors open on that first morning early, hold 
a crowd there all day long buying, and per- 
haps late in the evening close with a record 
day's sales. 

But how often, however, does it turm out 
that in proportion to the number of sales he 
has succeeded merely in making a maximum 
of dissatisfied customers? He looks to the 
day’s sales over the counter as the sole gauge 
of his prospects, while from the customer's 
point of view the prompt delivery of the 
goods, of good quality, and in good condi- 
tion, is the true measure of the day's work. 

How absurd if on that opening day his 
‘bargain sales have attracted 500 custemers 
who purchase $1,500 worth of goods, of which 
only $1,000 worth, or less, has been delivered 
promptiy on time, of good quality, and in 
good condition? Such a possibility will have 
spolled everything which his advertising 
might have gained for him. Overreaching 
his capacity for doing business, this net re- 
sult has been harmful publicity which may 
require weeks and months to live down in a 
neighborhood

Yet under the best Sogsinie interpretation 
of the trouble, theeoman customer was en- 
titled to protef’, She had paid the mer- 
chant's price fur something whieh the mer- 
chant, as “cent, had recommended to her; 
she had failed to get value received: she 
might Have spoiled other foodstuffs in the 
attamipt co use the goods; at least she had 
dresed for the street and carried the ro- 
Mhaining eggs back to the store, there to be 
humiliated for her pains. 

Doubtless the narrow merchant . 
that her troubles were no fault of his. But 
they were. He was a poor merchant in that 
he had not contracted with the egg farmer 
on a basis which would make satisfied cus- 
tomers in all cases. What reasonably might 
satisfy such a customer? Suppose that in 
each dozen eggs in such a ease one egg was 
bad. Would it be satisfactory for the mer- 
chant to offer a good egg in place of it upon 
complaint? 


* 
Case Easily Made Hopeless. 

Distinctly not. In the first place the one 
bad egg might have spoiled half a dosen 
others into which it was broken. To make 
the complaint would necessitate the cus- 
tomer appearing at the store. The element 
of annoyance entering into the circumstance 
and the 5 cents premium paid as a guaranty 
against just that circumstance, all entail 
irritations which would be difficult for the 
most willing of merchants to allay. But 
when the merchant shows not the least dis- 
position to make good in such a circumstance 
what can he h for his business? 

Knowledge @f merchandise and of mer- 
chandising is necessary in the conduct of 
any business, but without knowledge of hu- 
man nature the merchant must always be at 
sea. It is an element of entanglement that 
ordinarily that customer most disposed to 
crooked ections himself may be loudest in 
protest at anything which suggests to him 
that he head been worsted in the trade 


comfortably in life would relish much. But 
they are married, the majority of them.

The chief asset, however, of both the mar- 
ried and unmarried employ6 in an amusement 
park is his varied experience, his versatility, 
his knowledge of men and events, his wide 
acquaintance with the country and its op- 
portunities. The uncertainty of the work 
with the necessity of constantly being on 
the lookout for new openings, of adapting 
themselves to new circumstances, make them 
not only wide awake but capable of taking 
care of themselves always and everywhere, 
While improvident in good times, they are 
resourceful and on guard when luck is 
against them.

T last in fact is the pedestrian public 
up against the automobile! Likewise 
is the guardian of the public peace and 
safety doomed to second fiddle place 
along the public streets, boulevards, 

roadways, turnpikes, and country lanes. 

For in danger red cloth covers, gilded title, 
and a dedication to a brother member of the 
St. Louis bar Attorney C. P. Berry’s new 
treatise on Automobile Law is out, ready 
to the hand of the motorist, touching up with 
the hand of enlightenment a thousand and 
@me knotty points around which the driver 
of the automobile can or cannot speed 

That newest and most up to date acces- 
sory now in sight to the manufacturer of 
automobile trimmings promises to be a little 
eight by twelve inch alligator skin pocket 
receptacle two inches wide, with monogram 
silver clasp. This art accessory, designed to 
At somewhere, close to the 
chine in easy touch of 2. Ne 
hand and loaded with this flaming copy — 
Berry on automobiles, promises to make 
Glencoe’s “bump the bumps” impediments 
sink into holes which the town police may 
pull tn after them. 

Be sure you are right, then go ahead,“ is 
the publishers’ announcement of this $3 
worth of motdring law library, and with the 
volume in the alligator receptacle close at 
hand it looks as if the automobile owner who 
hesitates surely ought to be lost. Callaghan 
& Co., Chicagd, have turned the book off the 
press, and it ‘may be drawn on 10,000 un- 
armed guardians of the peace within the 
next three months, withering them as they 
stand under the 1,040 citations of court prece- 
dent covering, over and over in some cases, 
any point which the public official may have 

In fact, the book appears to have 
done everything but show the eutomobilist 
dow to pronounce automobile and “ chauf- 
Dur. And we'll do that, right here and now.

What's What in Pronunciation. 

Jt isn’t “ auto-mo-BBDEL,” as we've had 
to lisen to it time and again in silence! It 
isn’t “‘SHO-fr,” as we've writhed under it 
ever since we looked it up in a Webster’s new 
high school dictionary now in use in the Chi- 
cago schools. Auto-MO-bil”’ is considered 
quite good enough by Webster—quite classy 
enough for the person owning one and com- 
monplace endugh for the person dodging the 
machine—while sho-FAER is about as 
close as we can make it from the little dingus 
which Webster has curled over the top of 
the e in “‘ shofer.” 

This lack of “illustration of the pronuncia- 
tion of these two words strikes us as one of 
the defects in Mr. Berry's otherwise admir- 
able work. For he tells us that the Greek 
“auto” and, the Latin mobile were 
hooked up as unconsciously as were the roots 
of “ telegram.” which once stirred the purist 
English world, while he explains that 
„ chauffeur is French, dating back to the 
„% Sho-FAERS who, in the reign of terror, 
roasted the = the populace in order to

In degressing just here we have been most 
serious. Listing thousands of court prece- 
dents that have involved the automobile and 
the chauffeurs many of these doubtless hing- 
ing upon thé highly techni 
of the law, it strikes us that. may

BEEL at fifty miles an hour and.had been 
pinched for it; might be thrown out of court 
because of his we _ inflections. 


Little Item Expense Saver. 

This isn’t at all overdrawn, for Mr. Berry 
explains that in the case of a toll bridge, not 
authorized by its charter to collect toll from 
an automobile, the chauffeur may hit it up 
over that bridgé with not one cent for trib- 
ute. In the case of a mile long bridge right 
here is an item that could go far toward that 
$3 net for Mr. Berry's book. 

To the layman that feature of Mr. Berry's 


work which stands out amazingly is the enor- 


mous amount of Htigation which the automo- 
bile seems to have stirred up In our best 
courts. Doubtless Mr. Berry doesn't claim 
to have found all these litigation records, but 
by actual count this treatise of 200 pages 
refers to 1,040 cohtested points upon which 
court decisions have been made matter of 
record. 

Even this huge total of citations fails to 
Suggest the true volume of automobile busi- 
ness in the courts for the reason that on 
some of these points as many as ten judg- 
ments in aS many different states are re- 
ferred to in a manner enabling a lawyer's 
office boy to look up the precedent. And the 
range of authority is all the way from the 
circuit courts to the United States Supreme 
court at Washington.

Is there anything in that, fellow citizen of 
the sidewalk and the muddy crossing, which 
clears up for you just why it is that an auto- 
mobile driver can’t assume the thirty-third 
degree of negligence?

In a Georgia case, writes Mr. Berry, it 
was aptly sald: ‘It is not the ferocity of an- 
tomobiles that is to be feared, but the ferocity 
of those who drive them. They are not to be 
classed with bad dogs, vicious bulls, and evil

Treating of the Relation of Owner and 
Chauffeur,” the multiplicity of decisions both 
ways makes the kinship of a husband's 
cousin’s aunt's stepson simple by comparison. 
Ordinarily, the chauffeur, running a machine 
in the intefest of his master’s business or 
pleasure, holds the master to accountability 
for accidents. Yet in New York, where a son 
was using his father’s automobile and 
through negligence tnjured a third : 
the court held that the father was not 
because he really was related to the chauffeur 
and wasn't hiring him. The relation of mas- 


ter and servant is plain; the relation of ma- 


ter and son seems confused in the main. 
We concede that in his work Mr. Berry has 
been up against ft in a good many cases in

There will be no mistake 
made in choosing a pretty 
princess design, and if it is 
well fitted and made, it can 
be decidedly simple in de- 
sign. Take, for instance, 
one of the designs illus- 
trated and made in fou- 
lard, showing a design 
in somewhat deeper shades 
of the same color, with a 
touch of contrasting color. 


In making, a prificess 
dress, if the pattern was 
bought and not made to 
order, it will de a good 
plan to apply your own 
measures to the pattern 
before doing any cutting. 
See first where the waist 
and hip lines are.and mark 
them #o they can be easily 
seen. See that the waist and skirt measure correctly, 
measuring from the waist line, then measure the pat- 
tern around the hips. It the lengths are too long, a 
fold can be laid through each piece of the pattern, 
in the waist part, about half way between the waist 
Une and the armhole, and in the skirt part, about 
half way between the hip and knees. If there is only 


a slight amount out of the way in the width measures 


this can usually be regulated at the under arm seams.

The silk is opened out and the two ends folded 
together for this pattern the same as for the two 
piece dress. Be sure in laying the pieces on to see 
that the perforations which indicate the straight of 
the goods come exactly on the straight of the silk. 
Most patterns have three perforations to show where 
the piece is to be laid on the straight, and the dis- 
tance from the edge of the material should be meas- 
ured from both the top dnd bottom ones before pin- 
ning the pattern “own. In many of these princess 
patterns the Opening is at the side of the back or 
front, so in that case the back and front pieces of 
the pattern would be laid on a fold of the silk, while 
the others would be cut with the silk folded as first 
spoken of. 

It ts possible that the middle back piece will have 
to be pieced at the bottom, on each side. Piecing 
of this kind ts always done on the straight ot the 


cloth, and if the silk has a design in it«be sure that 


in this piecing the design is perfectl}? matched. If 
this is done the chances are that when the seams are 
well pressed the plecing will hardly show. All seam 


and waist lines should be clearly marked with French 


chalk. 1 
The greatest curve of the entire garment always 
comes at the waist and if the pieceg are not put to- 
of Bt this polnt.exactly as they belohg it throws 
ne garment out of line and makes it impossible to 
have ft ft properly.

— Allow one inch for seams on the shoulder and 
under arm pieces, and one-half inch on every other 
seam. In basting the seams together, it saves time 
to pin them fret. Begin with the seams which come 
nearest the front, or the one.in the middle front, if 
there is one there; and pin it first at the waist line

‘line, and all the way being particular to have 


the sean lifes meet. Then the seam may be 
basted. All basting of this kind should be done 
in small stitches on the order of the running 
stitch, 

The shoulder seams are always put together 
by holding the front next to you, then pinning 
the ends together first so that both the shoul- 
der seams and the line around the armholt at 
the other end meet exactly. The front shoulder 
seam will doubtless be found to measure a lit- 
tle shorter than the back seam, and before pin- 
ning the seams together through the middle 
stretch the front to the same length as the back 
by holding the seams over the second finger 
of the right hand and gently stretching, then 
finish pinning the seam and baste. 

The front is made shorter than the ‘back 
purposely on account of the figure to the front 
of the shoulder being more or less hollow, while 
on the back the figure is full. Stretching the 
front to the back holds the front out and pre- 
vents the seam breaking. 

Try the dress on with the seams on the 
wrong sife; and never be persuaded under any 
ctreumstaunces that it Is just as well as a mat- 
ter of couvenience to try a garment on wrong 
side out. The only time when the seams come 
on the right side when a fitting is being done is 
when there are h seams and the garment 
is béing tried on right side out. 

Before pinning the dress together have 
whoever is helping you slip a hand underneath 
and lay all the seams towards the front er- 
cepting the dart .seams—these are laid towards the 
back. It will be found by so doing that the dress can 
be fitted. perfectly and that even the broad seams will 
not draw N eyes 

Hold the two raw edges of the backs together and 
pin the opening together. first at the waist line, and 
be, sure also to have the seam lines meet. Pin it to- 
gether next at the neck line and then in between. 

The subject of fitting alone could easily fill more 
space than is permissible in this article, but several 
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across the chest and bust, that the waist line is where 
it belongs, that the neck and armhole lines must not 
be cut out unnecessarily; and oftentimes a little 
stretching at these places is all that is required. Both 
these lines should be left as high as is possible with 
eomfort, and if the pattern is a good one and has been 
used intelligently but little, if any, alteration should 
be necessary.

The armhole in a dress for a medium sized fig- 
ure Seoul measure about fifteen inches, and ff the

There is a bewildering variety of wraps 
of all kinds, and still there come new desi 
Some of them are most attractive and 


Coming. Coats continue to be long in 


skirt, loose, and vague in outline in the . 
and only define the waist at the sides by 
means of clever cutting and deftly placed 
trimming. 

Often at this time of year some of one's 
Summer clothes need replenishing to a cer- 
tain extent; for with the warm weather still 
to come it will pay one to have a good supply 
of lightweight gowns. suits, and coats. The 
sleeveless coat, which has been such a fea- 
ture during the summer, especially in em- 
broidery, toile de Juoy, and similar fabrics 
for wearing over lace and muslin frocks, can 
be copied in linen, cotton, poplin, and simi- 
lar materials for the late summer wear. 

Where many of these coats were left open 
the full length during the hot weather they 
may be made now to fasten over the chest 
with a single button. These sleeveless wraps, 
while wonderfully pretty with a short street 
dress, are equally so when worn over long 
gowns for evening. Made of chiffon, satin, 
crépe de chine, and other soft lightweight 
materials, these wraps are charming when 
lined with mousseline in some contrasting 
color. Sometimes these mousseline linings 
are shown by the corners of the wrap being 
turned back ever so slightly, and these same 
corners being weighted by silken tassels. 
To be worn over a dancing frock, an old rose 
satin wrap lined with a silver gauze net was 
geen recently, with silver tassels at each of 
the corners, while where the short sleeves 
turned back slightly at the elbow smaller 
tassels. 3 conſined this turning in 
place.

Another and possibly more serviceable 
Wrap was in a soft black satin and was 
lined with mousseline of the softest imagin- 
a@bie shade of yellow. Tap in a chiffon 
weight broadcloth makes a most service- 
able wrap for theater, opera or e 
wear, and can be lined in satin, mousse- 
line or any other desired material in the same 
shade as tne outside, or a more delicate shade 
of the same color. 

One cloak shows a plain back, cut with- 
out a seam and reaching to a three-quarters 
length. The fronts are made with three 
b oad side piaits, which virtually reach 
across the shoulder seam. These plaits are 
stitched down to a yoke depth and from 
there, the cloak hangs in soft folds, the 
Plaits not being pressed below where the 
giitching stops. The cloak is finished around 
all edges by a rather narrow bias facing, 
which is invisibly hemmed down at its upper 
edge; and instead of the under arm seams 
being sewed together, they are left open 
their entire length and faced on their edges 
to match the rest of the cloak. 

The lower edges, front and back, round 
off gracefully and decidedly, and the front 
of the cloak at the side seams is three 
inches shorter than the back. The side 
seams are invisibly tacked together down 
to about four inches below the waist line; 
and being ieft unconfined from there down, 
allow plenty of spring when walking. 
Three-quarter, loose but moderately small 
sleeves are finished at the lower part with 
@ narrow, turn back cuff of chiffon velvet, 
and a narrow shawl collar of the . -lvet 
finishes the neck. 


Theater Wrap of Black Satin. 


For a matron a beautiful opera or theater 
wrap is made of heavy quality of black satin 
and is made with shoulder plaits front and 
back, which makes much fullness around the 
bottom. The sleeves are in bell shape, and 
a rich, effective finish is given to this gar- 
ment by a deep, heavy black silk fringe 
which is put around the entire lower edge of 


the cloak, as well as around the sleeves.

“military capes which are being shown in two 


lengths, one long enough for evening wear, 
and the other reaching well below the hips 
and, worn more for motoring and yachting 


und for wear over thin gowns by women 


who walk or ride in cars and the like. These 
capes are copied from the regular military 


cape and hang straight and untrimmed, save 
_for a rather stunning frog trimming across 


the front, which serves as a fastening. 
Usually they are finished at the neck with 


d high standing collar of the same material 


or velvet, The materials used are light- 
weight broadcloths in regimental colore, and 


the lining is a lightweight silk in some con- 


trasting shade. A cape on this order can 
easily be attempted at home, and a pattern 
should be bought which will fit smoothly 
around the neck and shoulders. 

Have the cloth well shrunken, then cut 


* out’and pressed smoothly. Cut out the lin- 


ing ard then turn in the edges of the broad- 
cloth all the Way around the bottom and up 
the front, the turning should be three-quar- 
ters of an inch wide, and baste a narrow strip 
of canvas on the bias all around the cape, so 
that the lower edge of the canvas comes in 
the fold made by the turning. 

The canvas should be stretched slightly on 
one edge before being basted in the cape: 
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and the stretched edge is put to the folded 
edge of the cape. Catch stitch the folded 
over edge of the cape to the canvas, and then 
lay the cape out on a large table perfectly 
»smooth, and lay the lining in place on the 
wrong side. The frogs should have been 
fastened in place before the lining is put in. 
Baste the lining in place around the neck, 
then loosely down the middle of the back 
and down both sides of the front. 

Before putting the canvas in hang the cape 
up on a form and allow it to stretch for sev- 
eral days; then even off around the bottom 
if necessary. While the cape is hanging up 
pin the lining to the outside around the bot- 
tom and be sure that it is pinned so that the 
silk is loose on the length: see that the out- 
side does not show the least tendency to 
wrinkle, and then turn the lining in around 
the edges so that it escapes the edge of the 
cape by a half inch and hem down all aroufid. 

The standing collar is then made by lin- 


ing the outside with canvas, stitching the 
lining to the outside across the top and 
around the sides, then pinning the collar to 
the cape neck at each end and in the middie. 
Baste it on and then stitch. Turn the seam 
up towards the collar and hem the lining 
down overit. This shaped cape is also pretty 
made in pongee, lined in various colors, and 
trimmed with black satin buttons. 
* - 


Separate Coats Made of Pongee. 


Separate coats for shopping, traveling, mo- 
toring, and other purposes are serviceable 
and good looking made of pongee. One par- 
ticularly good looking one is made without 
a middle back seam, there being just the side 
back, and under arm seams. The coat is in 
seven-eighths length, fits easily, and is sin- 
gle breasted in the front. It has plain coat 
sleeves, made loose. and finished at the 
wrist with a square shaped, turn back cuff. 


The turnover collar has square corners. 
matching the shape given tothe cuffs. There 
are patch pockets, and the trimming con- 
sists of narrow black satin blas bands, which 
outline collar, cuffs, and pocket lap. The 
buttons are plain gilt ones, and are three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter. It can pe 
made from eight yards of material twenty- 
seven inches wide. A lightweight mohair 
makes an excellent material for this kind of 
a cloak and either of these materials may be 
lined or unlined. as the necessity demands. 

It is seldom that a reversible cape can be 
made attractive, but one recently shown was 
quite a success. It was in chiffon satin, one 
side black and the other a delicate gray: Its 
mechanism was perfect, and agit was turned 
first this way and then that, everything came 
correctly into place and there was not a hint 
when on the figure that there was a trick in 
its makeup.

And, besides, there was the tragic murder of the 
priest in Denver, the throwing of the bomb at the 
police in New York, the Roy shooting at Portsmouth,

Hand society, the Hunchakists, and the nameless 
group in all parts of the country who might rightly 
be called the dynamiters.

Balance Tells the True Story 

It probably is natural that people who do not 
relish scandal and her kin should remember with 
undue emphasis the appearances of this meretricious 
social sister; but it is only fair to the American press 
and to the vast number of earnest men connected with 
it to cast up the balance and see whether the objec- 
tionable sister finds any more welcome harbor in the 
news room. 

In the above tables we have 443 items relating to 
matters more or less scandalous and criminal, and in 
the opposite column are 6,778 items dealing with poli- 
tics, with international relationships, with education 
and science, and with the acknowledged leaders of

Add to the above tables all the murders ani all 
the suicides, other than those implied in the tables 
themselves, and the account in favor of the “decent” 
and important news is still vastly in the ascendency.

In the same way the items other than crimes refer 
to those which are made the subject of press dis- 
patches. Thus the comparison between the two is 


perfectly fair, and is correctly taken. 


Thus, murders and suicides combined are shown 
not to have been mentioned as often as railroads, aad 
neither one of them occupied so much attention as 
matters of education and science. 

Besides, the record shows not only a superiority 
in numbers for the serious and progressive news 
topics but it indicates equal or superior zeal in the 
pursuit and discovery of such topics. Every new 
medical “find” appears to have been as zealously ex- 


ploited as were the discoveries of murdered bodies or

Here even is religion taking precedence over mur- 
der and suicide and going beyond the totals for either 
of the great political parties; while the educational and 
scientific news covers every phase of intellectual activ- 
ity. Besides, the above tables take no cognizance of 
the individuals who figure in the intellectual and scien- 

leadership. They do not include the extent to 
| h the press reported the speeches of such men as 
Presidents Blict of Harvard, Hadley of Yale, Schur- 
man of Cornell, and Wheeler of California, or such 
scholars and Giplomats as Bryce and Takahira and 
Wu Ting-fang. They do not touch upon the grave 
topics of economic conditions, of legal decisions, or of 
any of those aspects of society which are taught in 
the schools or reflected upon wherever social welfare 
or individual morals are considered. Were these fea- 
tures of the news added to the above tables, the count 
on the side opposite to crime and scandal would be al- 
most incredibly great by comparison.

Legislation Figures in Great Majority. 

Take the civic and social science topics dione. 
Practically every state and every city of importance in 
the country figured in the news columns during the 
year, and in every instance the majority of the items 
bore upon legislation or problems of administration. In 
the Chicago news, for instance, as sent out to the press 
of other cities, only 36 out of 137 items had to do di- 
rectly with crime and the police, and in New York only 
49 out of 225. New York state and its governmental 
affairs received more attention than any one item in 
the entire list of crimes, save murders, suicide, and 
the Thaw case; while the more or less distant region 
of Oklahoma was more often spoken of than prince de 
Sagan or the Black Hand or the outrages of the dyna- 
miters.

„Edward H. Harriman, as is to be expected from the 
fact that railroads stand third in rank in the number 
of items, occupies first place with ninety items. Morgan 
follows with fifty-one. Gov. Hughes of New York ig 
mentioned forty-nine times. Gov. Johnson of Minne- 
sota is mentioned twenty-eight times. Tom Johnson of 
Cleveland and his 3 dent fare fight are spoken of twen- 
ty-eight times. Rockefeller, entirely apart from the 
Standard Oil company, appears thirty times. And oth- 
ers appear to a proportionate extent. 

Indeed, it is demonstrable, and is impressively sig- 
nificant of the real condition of the daily press, that 
these leaders of men move through the news contents 
exactly as they do through the social body. Their ut- 


figures show 1,055 items upon scien- 
tific, educational, and religious topics— 


307 items on murder. The contrast is

little less than marvelous. And one who reads the 
paper with diligence and fairness may be said to be al- 
most as closely in touch with the dominant men of his 
times as he is with those in his own town or in his own 
circle of friends and business, 


* * 
Murders and Scandals Outweighed. 


Not only this, but by the manner in which the rela- 
tively bigger men of the time are heeded by the news- 
papermen, citizens are enabled to watch the rise and 
fal] of public and commercial leadership, the appear- 
ance and disappearance of large industrial and finan- 
cial institutions and enterprises, and to arrive at a 
sense of the dramatic and of the absorption in this re- 
gard that far outweighs the thrill and sensation of 
murders and scandals. 

During the year 1908, for instance, the overwhelm- 
ing interest attaching to the panic of 1907 gradually 
diminished, and in its stead grew up the record of bank- 
ruptey, the resumption of mills, the reformation of the 
currency, the renewal of railroad activity. Items along 
this line tabulate in the author’s record as follows:

And as each of these aspects of business came to 
the front the newspapers gave it attention equal in 
space and display to that given to any of the greater 
crimes, and superior in numbers to any two lines of 
criminal reports except murder and suicide.

Readers Given What They Want. 


Persons inclined to criticise the sensational side 
of the press usually overlook the extent to which such 
matters as the above appeal to *he same sense of the 
dramatic and emotional as do the tales of the forbidden 
and the unfortunate; and they forget that they them- 
selves look for the next turn in the Harriman-Federal 
controversy with the same eagernesg that they presume 
the publishers expect the sensational news to be perused.

As a matter of fact, the records show that the publish-: 


ers as fully appreciate the value of business new as 
they do the value of any other phase of the paper and 
that they give it attention coequally with any of the 
items alluded to in the various tables given above. 
Furthermore, probably a newspaper reader only 
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needs to be reminded of his own interest in the 
stronger and more dominant personalities of the 
times to realize that perhaps he does the papers in- 
justice when he thinks the latter prefer to mention 

the Sagans and the Howard Goulds. If readers did not 
prefer it, publishers would hardly present such an array 
of items as the following concerning prominent men:

This table is full of interest. It contains not oni 
the relative proportions of attention received by the 
various public men other than Roosevelt, Taft, and 
Bryan, but it tells a whole story of the rise and fall of 
leaders, ag observed throughout the years by the news- 
paper columns. There is the decline of Charles W. 
Morse, of Joseph B. Foraker, of August Heinte, and of 
the retiring vice president. There is the advance and 
retreat of Cortelyou in h‘s presidential candidacy, and 
there might have been appended the unhappy dénoue- 
ment of Jeff Davis, the former senator from Arkansas, 
who was accredited with retreating from Chicago before 
the shadow of a liquid concoction of his own making. 

There, too, is the heroic tale of John Mitchell, the 
widely accredited and honored president of the United 
Mineworkers who steered the coal miners through the 
strike of 1902 and who retired with tributes from his 
fellows that appeared to be reéchoed by the public at 
large. And behind the tale of Mitchell is the whole story 
of the extent to which the press heeded the story of 
labor during the year 1908.

F all the children in babyland Chinese 
babies are perhaps the most exemplary 
small citizens. To the first admiring 
glance that meets his own the Chinese 
baby curves his lips into a smile and 
blinks back what seems to be all the po- 
tential wisdom of the orient from his deep 
bright eyes. If it was the entrance of the 
small Chinese citizen into America which was made 
the subject of exclusion legislation this baby smile 
would win its owner's way into any country and into 
the heart of the hardest of lawmakers. 

That there are no children so good, so bright. co 
cunning, and so funny as these there is one woman in 
Chicago who is prepared to declare. 

Even if there were a dozen uncaptured Leons this 
woman—Dr. Effie Lobdell—would not be afraid to go 
about in Chicago Chinatown. She is the medical spon- 
sor of most of its small population as well as the 
medical adviser of many of its feminine and some of its 
masculine members. Many times a telephone call sum- 
mons her in the night, often followed by a carriage in 
which sits a yellow man with his oriental dress and 
queue—for the Chinaman is above all polite with the 
American woman doctors, whom he esteems as among 
the best of missionaries. Under the protection of the 
Chinaman who has called her and often without it she 
ascends to the top floor of many a South Clark street 
building past the rooms where Chinese of every class 
congregate.

Celestials Presence Makes for Safety. 

“TIT am never anything but safe in Chinatown,” she 
declares, “at any time during the day or night, and it 
is due to the presence of the Chinese entirely. If they 
were not there I would never venture in among the 
inhabitants.” 

That she is considered a luck bringer as well as a 
good friend may perhaps have something to do wth 
the esteem in which the woman physician is held by 
the Chinese population. Here more than any other 
place in Chicago the boy baby is ruler. He is the 
heart’s desire of the Chinese family, and among the 
twenty children that this doctor counts as her especial 
protégés are twelve boy babies and only eight girls. 

Once she was called into a Chinese family at the 
birth of a third little daughter. “O, I wish it could 
have been a boy,” was the remark of the Chinese 
father. “You didn’t call me soon enough,” was the 
answer laughingly made by the physician. After that 
the stork visited the family a fourth time and a boy 
was born. Since then this physician is vested with a 
kind of halo which is supposed to radiate good luck. 

“There is one thing about the Chinese family— 
they mind their own business absolutely,” says Dr. 
Lobdell. “You might take a flat across the hall from 
one and live there for years and if you didn’t make 
the first advances you would never know them and 
they would never know you. But if you have any busi- 
ness relations with the father he will pay you scrupu- 
lously—I only wish half the other people were such 
good pay. He also will remember any favor you do 
for him and return it with some gift.

First Lessons Received in China. 

“The Chinaman is a good husband and father, and 
he treats his wife well, although it is in a way that is 
more as if she were a child. He does not make her 
responsible for much, and he is the one that takes 
charge of the most important details about bringing 
up the family. If there is a baby ill and has to have 
careful nursing it is the father who does it. He soon 
catches on so that he will rival the trained nurse and 
will be scientific about taking temperature and every- 
thing else in the course of treatment. If I have any- 
thing to tell about how to prepare a new food for the 
baby or about how to fix its bath I show the father 
and he sees that it is done. 

“The little Chinese is sent back to China to get 
part of his education after he gets to be 5 or 6 years 
old. This has been done even when it is intended to 
have him come back to this country to be an American 
citizen. But now that there is a Chinese school on 
South Clark street many of the little men will take 
the Chinese part of their education here and fewer of 
them will be sent back to China.” 

It was only the other day that a chance was given 
to see a Chinese baby at the height of his importance 
at an unusual function in Chinatown. If there was an 
observing passerby down on Clark street at 5 o'clock 
that afternoon he would have seen something that 
would have made him rub his eyes. A girl suddenly 
appeared in the doorway of one of the old buildings on 
the west side of the long block which is the most 
densely populated portion of Chinatown. She held a 
quaint little figure in her arms, small as a doll, straight 
and still as a mummy, and as brilliantly robed and be- 
jeweled as a king. Besides the gay robes in which, 


small as they were, could be recognized the stiff formal 


lines similar to those of pontifical vestments, the tiny 
Sgure wore a crown. It was laden with upstanding 
jewels and feathers and finished with great feather 
fosettes over the ears.

: Family Divides to Entertain. 

The girl paused a minute to see that the way was 
clear and then ran across to one of the restaurants 
opposite and handed her burden to a Chinaman who 
came hastily out to receive him. That little figure 
was the newest arrival in Chinatown and the activities 
Which were evident on both sides of the street were his 
month old natal day feast. 

Hundreds of Chinamen were invited to this dinner. 
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by the father and all gathered into the restaurant on 
one side of the street. In the flat on the opposite side 
the mother was entertaining all the women of China- 
town — twenty or thirty in number, and all in their 
national costume. Nearly every Chinese guest had 
brought her baby if she was fortunate enough to have 
one, for the little mother of a Chinese baby boy at an 
occasion like this one flowers out into smiles and curves 
and a spontaneous gayety which isn’t even checked by 
the presence of American guests. 

Now is the time when she is made most of and she 
shows it like a playful kitten. There were ten babies 
at this party of all sizes up to 3 or 4 years, but there 
were no crying babies. Wee Yum, he good child, but 
he great bother,” said one little mother airing her 
English and showing her familiarity with American 
ways. 

The mother of the new vaby who was bustling 
around busily also admitted having made the pink satin 
christening frock which adorned her little one. The 
first frock is in the shape of a dress with the little 
vestmentlike arrangement laid over it. On the front 
of this is a design appliqued in brilliant contrasting 
colors in the form of a pocket or breastplate. Arrayed 
in all this shining regalia the new baby was at first in- 
spected as he lay sleeping in the big brass bed— in 
startling contrast to the American furniture. 

“What do you call that?” is asked of the mother, 
pointing to the little top garment. 

“That is his apron,” she replies. 

“And what is this?” pointing to the. bredst plate. 

“His pockct—that is what presents come in,” an- 
swers the mother pityingly as if y one could be so 
ignorant! She goes and gets a little box. In it is 
the wonderful cap in which the baby is later carried 
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across Clark street. In it also are three necklaces of 
Chinese gold. 

“They are his presents,” says the mother, smiling 
proudly.

Mrs. Lee Adept in American Ways. 

In the front ro two tables are set for the chris- 
tening feast. The hostess qmbles around not ungrace- 
fully in her embroidered slippers and sets up the low 
tabouret seats. She gathers the Chinese women, each 
with her baby in her lap, at one table, and the Amer- 
ican women who are present at the other. Incidentally 
one of these is the woman physician who always is 
expected to attend every christening festivity. There 
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simile her black hair sets it all off like the ebony 
sticks. Of course these are the best sets of blouse 
and trousers—the everyday suit for working about the 
house is black. .This latter is the kind worn by the 
little servant maid who is a new comer and who has 
dressed up by putting a little touch of cerise paint on 
her lips. 

One little woman in turquoise blouse and trousers 
was the queen of Chinatown, as far as jewels were 
concerned. In the center of her coiffure was a curved 
band with a great fire opal in the center and flanked 
by rubles and emeralds. The exquisitely designed pearl 
pins all around it would have any of them been 
the most prized possession of an American woman. 
This woman had a fringe or bang around the forehead 
which seems to be a fashion of the belles of Chinatown, 
as it is with some of those of the rest of Chicago. 

The new baby was brought in now and his health 
drunk in rice wine.

The Fast of Ab was instituted in memory of , ly 
the destruction of the holy temple by the Romans 
under Titus, 70 A. D., and the final dispersion of 
Israel. Since then no Jew has been permitted even 
to look upon the sacred site of the ancient temple. 

Since 664 A. D. Moslem soldiers stationed 
at the gates have repulsed or slain all those who 
sought to enter, or turned them over to the merciless 
anger of the Mohammedan fanatics. Deprived of 
the right to worship or gaze upon their ancient place 
of worship, the devout Jews have waited with- 
out the walls, wailing and praying that the house 
of the Lord be returned to them. All through the 
weary centuries since the dawn of the Christian era 
they have waited; their tears have worn the stones 
of the walls that shut them out. The spot outside 
the walls has become known as the ‘> Jews’ wail- 
‘ing place, and every Friday evening aged Jews 
from every part of the world have met there to 
weep and pray. This was the nearest they have 
come to the sacred inclosure since Titus drove them 
out 1,800 years ago. 

But things change. The ancient temple, first 
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built by King Solomon, burned and razed by 
Nebuchadnezzar in 586 B. C., rebuilt by King 
Ezra, beautified by Herod, destroyed by the Ro- 
mans and rebuilt by Christian crusaders and Mo- 
hammedans, once more shall be opened to the 
chosen people. The prayers to Jehovah will mingle 
with supplications to Allah. And July 27, 1909, 
A. D., becomes one of the significant days in his- 
tory.

HE fast of Ab this year occurs on July 
27. Next Tuesday Hebrews all the 
world over will be praying for the re- 
building of their beloved temple in Jeru- 
salem and the restoration of their Prom- 
ised Land. 
This year there will be a note of 
rejoicing in the plaintive song of sorrow 
and lamentation sung by the Hebrews in the Holy Land. 

Hitherto for centuries they have not been allowed 
to look upon the sacred site of their ancient temple, 
within the high walled inclosure on Mount Zion, at 
the gates of which the soldiers of the sultan were 
stationed by day and night. No Jew could enter those 
gates on penalty of death, either by being stoned to 
death by fanatical Mohammedans or by being executed 
by the warrior sentinel at the entrance. 

The Hebrew, to whom the whole inclosure belonged 
by inheritance, and to whom even the stones were 
precious through their association with the glorious 
past of his ancient race, was cruelly excluded. from 


this the dearest spot in the whole world to orthodox 
Israel.

Former Privilege of Little Comfort. 

The only privilege granted to this people through. 
out the past centuries has been to gather outside a 
small fragment of the old wall inclosing Solomon’s 
temple, where the old Hebrew “beveled” stones are 
still in their original state, and weep and wail and 

_ Offer mournful prayers of lamentation and repentance 
to Jehovah, beseeching him to restore to his chosen 
people the Promised Land and to grant the re#rection 
of their temple in Jerusalem. 

This ancient wall, through this custom, has re- 
ceived the name of “The Jews’ Walling Place,” for 
here every Friday evening crowds of aged Jews from 
every part of the world meet to weep and pray. Into 
the crevices between the large stones they push scraps 
of paper with prayers, written in the tongue of Holy 
Scripture, beseeching the Almighty to look upon -their 
sorrow and grant them to possess again their temple 
on Zion. 

This place was the nearest they ever could coms 
to the sacred inclosure where all the Hebrew sacrificial 
ritual was performed in olden days.

Fast Marks Destruction of Temple. 

The fast of Ab was instituted in memory of the 
destruction of the temple and the final dispersion of 
the race. It was on the ninth day of the Hebrew month 
Ab in thé year 586 B. C. that Nebuchadnezzar burned 
and razed to the ground the first temple built by King 
Solomon in 990 B. C. Strange to say, it was on that 
same day that the second edifice, erected after the re- 
turn from the captivity under King Ezra and greatly 
beautified by Herod, was destroyed by the Roman army 
under Titus in the year 70 A. . 

During the besieging and taking of Jerusalem 
1,000,000 Hebrews perished there and 100,000 were taken 
captive. About 130,000 lost their lives in other cities 
in Palestine. This was followed by the death of 
130,000 more under Vespasian, when many were car- 
ried away as slaves. Thus the conquest of the Holy 
Land by the Romans cost the Jews upwards of one 
million and a half souls, including those that were 
destroyed by the sword, famine, pestilence, and slavery. 

It was on this fatal day, according to tradition, 
that the site of Jerusalem was plowed up like a 
field,” as had been prophesied. 

The fast of Ab is the saddest day in the Jewish 
year, excepting that of the day of Atonement. Before 
sunset on the eve of this day the last meal is eaten 
for twenty-four hours, for Jewish fasts require ab- 

solute abstinence from even the drinking of water. 
The family gather in the kitchen and eat on the floor. 
The one solitary dish prescribed by the rabbis for this 
night is a pottage of lentils with hard bolled eggs. 

Tradition says that this is the anniversary of the 
day when Esau, returning from the hunting field, bar-

tered away his birthright to Jacob for a pot of lentils, 
which Joseph was cooking in symbolical anticipation of 
the calamities which were to befall his descendants 
on a future anniversary of this fatal day. The salt 
cellars are filled with ashes instead of salt and into 
these ashes the eggs are dipped. Only stale bread is 
eaten and no beverage is allowed excepting water. 

The men go to the dimly lighted synagogue attired 
as mourners, in dismal silence, no greetings being 
exchanged. All benches or chairs have been removed 
from the synagogue for this occasion. The service 
consists entirely of lamentations, which the congrega- 
tions join in with cries and groans. At a certain time 
all lights are extinguished and the minister, sitting on 
the bare stone floor, in the corner assigned to mourn- 
ers, cries out in broken accents: 

“Brethren of the house of Israel, hear ye, it is 
now eighteen hundred and thirty-nine years since our 
holy and glorious sanctuary was destroyed. The crown 
is fallen from our heads; woe unto us that we have 
sinned.” 

Then they all rise from their low position and 
silently wend their way home. The pious sit up all 
night reading the Book of Job. The women weep, re- 
calling every domestic sorrow or loss during the year. 


R * 
Return to Synagogue Made at Dawn. 
At dawn of day the men return to the synagoguc, 
walking the streets barefoot. No phylacteries are worn 


during the prayers on this day. The lamentations 


continue until noon. The rabbis, sitting on the bare 
floor, cover their heads with their hoods as in deepest 
mourning and throw ashes upon their heads. The 
rolls of the law are brought out, but also in mourning, 
for all their decorations, crowns, and bells have been 
removed. The congregation wail together: My eye, 
my eye is running water for the destruction of Jeru- 
salem.” The women spend the day in the cemetery. 

In the evening, after the usual service, the whole 
congregation retire to some square or open place to 
“bless the new moon.” Then they return home and 
break the fast they have so long endured. As the 
conflagration of the temple commenced on the after- 
noon of the ninth and continued burning until late on 
the tenth of Ab, it is enjoined that nothing be eaten or 
any water drunk until the afternoon of the tenth. 
Nor must any one wash, bathe, shave, or change his 
garments during the twenty-four hours of fasting. 

This year the Hebrews in Jerusalem had one drop 
of bitterness taken from their cup of sorrow and la- 
mentation, for the gates to the site, called the temple 
area, which for years have been closed to them, were 
at last open to them to enter freely and walk where 
trod the greatest men of their nation in days of pros- 
perity. 
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Privilege Comes with New Rule. 

Since the new constitution of Turkey the Young 
Turks have granted to the Jew the long coveted priv- 
llege of entering within these gates to the temple area 
and of gazing at the site where stood of yore the 
beautiful temple of Solomon in the days of Israel’s 
greatest glory. 

In crusader days a Christian church was erected 
on this sacred site, and for 200 years European kings 
on a pilgrimage to the Holy Land laid their crowns 
upon the rock considered to be that of the “holy of 
holies.” : 

Since the year 664 A. D. a Mohammedan mosque 
has stood on the site, and it has been held by the fol- 
lowers of the prophet as a place so sacred to them 
that permission was granted only to tourists upon the 
request to be allowed to enter the grounds and the 
mosque. This was only given by day and at an hour 
when Mohammedans would not be worshiping within 
the edifice. The visitor was obliged to get a Turkish 
soldier and a dragoman and guard from his own par- 
ticular consulate. Now the Hebrews may enter also 
and worship unmolested the God of Israel, within the 
inclosure, built by his predecessors for this purpose.

Mosque of Omar Mohammedans’ Pride. 

As one looks down on the Holy City from the 
Mount of Olives the most prominent object in the 
whole panorama is this picturesque Mosque of Omar, 
which stands in the midst of the large area of the 
ancient temple. It is the pride of the Mohammedans 
in Palestine. Its richly enameled dome glitters in 
the sunlight. It is the most beautiful and imposing 
building among the many minarets, domes, and spires 
in Jerusalem and certainly the most peculiarly oriental. 

Resting on the mighty platform on which rose the 
temples of Solomon, Zerubbabel, and Herod, it occupies 


the summit of Mount Moriah and is encircled by the 
southeastern wall of Jerusalem, above a rocky preci- 
pice overlooking the valley of Jehoshaphat. 

As one stands on the vast inclosure known as the 
temple area and gazes on the large -mosque with its 
graceful dome brilliant with brightly colored mosaics 
and marbles and its quaint and variegated windows, 
its ornamental inscriptions, its enameled tiles, and, 
above the dome, a glittering silver crescent, one real- 
izes that one is in the orient. One is amazed at so 
much magnificence in the midst of an old, tumbled down 
city, with narrow, dirty streets and dilapidated houses. 
This exquisitely fashioned mosque is declared by many 
to surpass in beauty even the far famed St. Sophia at 
Constantinople, 

* * 
Jerusalem the Mecca for Tradition. 

All around the area are situated cloisters, columns, 
colleges, kiosks, and even pulpits and praying places, 
surmounted by beautiful cupolas, and overshadowed 
by palms, cypresses, and olive trees. Every spot in 
Jerusalem has some special sacred association or tradi- 
tion, and many places are overburdened with them, 
especially those owned by the different Christian sects. 
The Mohammedan etraditions are a curious mixture of 
biblical incidents covered with legendary additions of 
the Koran. Thus they tell us that these praying places 
were built for Fatima, the daughter of Mohammed, and 
a handsome pulpit, we are informed, was the judgment 
seat of King David. 

On the eastern side is a building composed of 
columns and arches, with a praying place pointing 
towards Mecca, and here they say the angels keep 
nightly watch above the lofty dome over the “Sak- 
hara,” or rock, and an air of paradise descends for 
the followers of Mohammed. Here are also fountains 
for the ablutions of the faithful. A thin carpet of 
turf covers the flag pavement, and here and there thick 
clusters of the prickly cactus plant overhang the walls. 

Women enveloped in white sheets wander around 
the large court, and men in flowing garments walk 
from mosque to mosque in a lordly manner, for here 
assuredly they reign supreme. The mosque is abso- 
lutely theirs by undisputed right, and for years no 
other human being were he ever so mighty a king 


might set foot within these walls without a special 


permit from the Turk and a soldier of the sultan as 
guide, besides being accompanied by a kavass of his 
special consulate for his own personal safety. 

There are many startling stories told of venture- 
some Europeans who, disguised as Moslems, entered 
in by paying large bribes and of the great risk they 
ran. For, till the Crimean war, no Jew or Christian 
was allowed to enter the area, and even now all na- 
tive Christians are excluded. 

The prince of Wales was the first European upon 
whom the privilege of entering was bestowed. This 
permission was gained from the sultan by the pay- 
ment of $200. His visit suggested a new source of 
income to the money loving Turk, and for it he over- 
came his religious prejudices. Strictly speaking, a 
Christian’s setting foot within the mosque contam- 
mates the whole buildin.

Spot Held Sacred from the Jew. 


According to Mohammedan custom the shoe of the 
worshiper in place of the hat is removed at the en- 
trance to the mosque in sign of respect. Tourists are 
expected to conform to these Mohammedan ideas of 
reverence, and must either take off their shoes or wear 
slippers of sacking over them. Formerly the Moslems 
would have stoned to death any Christian daring to 
enter the mosque or even to step within the gates of 
the area. Soldiers were stationed at each gate, and 
any one approaching without a kavass and a soldier 
was stoned by fanatics within the grounds. 

The Jew, to whom this ground is so sacred and 
precious, ani to whom it belongs by right of inher- 
itance, was not allowed to approach or look upon the 
most sacred spot this earth holds for him. The courts 
of the Lord's house, which David thought and spoke 
of so often with pride and jgy, his descendants were 
cruelly prevented from entering, and though returning 
in large numbers to Jerusalem their feet might never 
stand within the sacred precincts of their ancient tem- 


ple. It is said that if they were permitted to enter 


within the mosque itself they would fear to do so lest 
they might tread where the Holy of Holies stood, and 
the location of this spot is not exactly known. 

At sunset, at noon, and at sunrise, as the call 
from the muezzin is heard reéchoing the well known 
words of the Mohammedan creed—*“ There is one God, 
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medans spend whole days in meditation in and around 
this mosque. 

Among the many traditional spots in Jerusalem few 
can be accepted with any amount of certainty. But 
in regard to the;temple area there can be little 
doubt. The mosque assuredly stands over the site of 
the Jewish temple; and encircles that ancient rock of 
wonderful associations. It is named by the Arabs the

Mosque of Omar Named After Caliph. 

The workmanship was all done at a distance and 

placed in position with no sound of hammer or chisel. 
Solomon’s quarries under the city afford an interest- 
ing demonstration of how this work was done. On 
this vast area Christ walked and talked daily, and at 
the hour of his sacrifice God's wrath was made mani- 
fest within the temple by the rending of the curtain

It was built in the fifth or sixth century, on the site 
of Herod’s temple, which was destroyed by Titus. 
Here Hadrian, too, had placed a pagan temple. 

The crusaders, under Godfrey de Bouillon, in 
1099, held possession of it till the time of Saladin, 
when all Christians were expelled. 

The mosque is octagonal in form, each side meas- 
uring sixty-seven feet. The lower part of the wall 
is decorated with exquisite marble mosaic ‘of many 
colors, arranged in complicated and beautiful designs. 
The upper wall is resplendent with fifty-six pointed 
windows, which exhibit the most magnificent array 
of stained glass to be seen in the world. The circular 
wall of the dome is ornamented with brightly colored 
glazed tiles arranged in many varied patterns and 
gilt stucco in the arabesque style, such as is seen in 
the Alhambra. The tops of the arches around the 
dome are beautifully inlaid with a green mosaic which 
has an exquisite effect. 

The mosque is enterej by four doors, one at each 
side of the compass. The northern entrance, being 
the principal one, has a porch supported by marble 
columns. Inside the building are two narrow cloisters 
with eight piers, divided by sixteen marble Corinthian 
columns, which run around the center, where the 
sacred rock is protected from the rough handling of 
the pilgrims by an iron railing with arrow pointed 
darts, above which stand metallic candlesticks.

Sacred Rock in Its Natural State. 

The rock is of grayish limestone, fifty-seven feet 
long and forty-three wide, and rises to four or five feet

Above it hangs an immense canopy of crimson silk. 
ON THE VERY SPOT THERE DESCRIBED It is in a natural condition, untouched by instrument 

— of man. Passing one’s hand through the trellis par- 
tition—which privilege the MohAimmedans grant vis- 
itors—to touch the sacred rock, and looking around, 
one is filled with solemnity as one meditates on the 
mystery of the existence of this ancient relic, through 
the ages when all other surroundings have been com- 
pletely destroyed, time after time; and one is awed 
by a feeling of assurance that the historical associa- 
tions which have caused its preservation must be 
really true. 

Some people believe that the rock was inclosed 
in the wonderful holy of holies and that the stone 
of the foundation was where the mercy seat rested, 
and the cherubim stretched their wings, above which 
shone God’s glory. The Mohammedans consider the 
rock the center of the universe. They revere it as 
much as either Jews or Christians and consider. it 
only secondary to the Black rock in Mecca. 

According to their traditions, at the last day the 
Black rock of Mecca will travel to the Gray rock at 
Jerusalem, at the sound of a great trumpet, which 
will summon all the nations to the valley of Jehosa- 
phat for judgment They believe it formed Jacob’s 
pillow. Many strange stories are told by them in con- 
nection with this great rock

Rock Disobeys Command of Prophet. 

Mohammed once in his flight through the air 
alighted on it and mounted on the horse El Borak, 
which was given him by the angel Gabriel. His foot- 
print is still shown on the rock. On one occasion 
on the prophet’s return to heaven, the rock followed 
him. He commanded it to return, but it remained 
suspended four feet from the earth. In the judgment 
day it will be transformed into a brilliant coral and 
become the goal of Mohammedan pilgrims from all 
over the world. 

Descending a flight of stone steps, one enters into 
an excavated chamber under the southeast corner of 
the rock. The Mohammedans call it the Noble cave. 
It is about 600 feet wide and 7 feet high. According 
to tradition, Abraham, David, and Solomon and our 
Lord prayed here. In the center of the cave is a round 
marble slab, which, on being struck, returns a hollow 
sound, giving evidence of a well beneath. We are 
reminded of Fzekiel's prophetic vision of water flow- 
ing from under the temple of God and forming a river 
in Jerusalem. The cave is called by the Mohamme- 
dans Bir El Arwah,” the gate of souls, or the Mo- 
hammedan hell. 

There is a curious story told about- this well. 
Formerly. it was left open, and converse could be held 
with the departed until a widow made mischief by 
carrying disturbing communications to and fro between 
the living and the dead, an act which caused an up-

Part Better Than None at All. 


What the quartet really wanted the legislature 
to do was to pass a law limiting all woman’s work 
to eight hours a day, or forty-eight hours a week. But 
they soon learned that a sweeping statute of that na- 
ture was impossible of passage, and they contented 
themselves with a ten hour day in certain lines of 
activity. 

Their main fight was to get the principle of work 
limitation on the statute books, so that the Supreme 
court of the state might be given a chance to fall in 
line with the doctrine of the United States Supreme 
court that a state has the right to take a more partic- 
ular interest in woman’s work than in man’s, and, for 
the protection of the race, as well as her own health, 
limit her hours of employment. ä 

It was not an easy task that these four performed. 
There was much powerful opposition to the bills they 
espoused. At one hearing they sat in the senate cham- 
ber and faced more than 500 manufacturers who came 
to talk against them. In addition to open opposition 
they met the countless legislative tricks that are prac- 
ticed to kill or sidetrack measures without putting leg- 
islators to the painful operation of going on record 
through a roll call that is preserved immutably in the 
office of the secretary of state. They learned that a 
favorite pastime of some elected champions of the 
people is to- be on both sides of a question at one and 
the same time, and to perform all kinds of gymnastics 
to dodge a roll call.

Experiences Worth “Small Fortune. 

“I would not take $10,000 for my experience at 
Springfield,” said Miss Nestor the other day. “I learned 
a lot that I did not knew before about the way laws 
are made. When I went to Springfield I was enthusias- 
tic over the prospect of fighting the question out on its 
merits with bona fide arguments. But I soon learned 
that the legislature is a peculiar machine. No one is 
certain just how it is going to act. You put a bill into 
it and then wait in anguish and despair for it to come 
out. And you may not recognize it as your own when it 
does finally make its appearance.“ 

The enactmerit of a ten hour law for women is the 
result of a campaign which really was started in 1895, 
when the Supreme court of the state declared invalid 
an eight hour statute which had been passed in 1893, 
when many states were following the lead of European 
countries by limiting the working hours of women and 
girls. 


Since the Ritchie decision there have been more or 


less half-hearted attempts to have the legislature pass. 


a new bill on the subject, but it was not taken up se- 
riougly until the Supreme court of the United States 


had passed on a ten hour law enacted in Oregon in 
1903. A laundry owner in Oregon questioned the valid- 


ity of the statute and when he carried the case to the 
highest tribunal in the land, the judges of the Supreme 
court gave an important and illuminating opinion as to 
the relative positions of man and woman in the commu- 
nity, and the concern which the state has for one as 
compared with the other.

VMPorking Women Take Up Fight. 

This decision was diametrically opposite to the 
opinion of the Illinois Supreme court in the Ritchie 
case in 1893. It was rendered Feb. 28, 1908, and imme- 


' @iately the working women of Illinois began a move- 


ment to take advantage of it, for it was thought 


that if the question ever came before the state court 


again that body would be guided entirely by the finding 
of the higher United States court. 

The Chicago Waitresses’ union and the Women’s 
Trade Union league of Chicago united in drafting a bill 
providing that no female should be employed more than 
eight hours a day or forty-eight hours a week in any 
manufacturing. mercantile, or mechanical § establish- 


ment, laundry. hotel, or restaurant. Senator Clyde W. 

Jones introduced the bill in the senate, March 30, and 

"the “lobbyists” found their hearts jumping with ex- 
eitement when it was read on the floor and sent to Sen- 
ator Hanson's committee on labor, mines, and mining. 


Within a few days there was a hearing on the bill 


. before the committee and the quartet of Chicago girls 
“gas invited to give their arguments in its favor. They 
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quoted the United States Supreme court decision in the 
Oregon case. They told of the danger to women who 
work long hours in factories, especially where modern 
intricate machinery is used.

Little Orator Tells Own Experience. 


Miss Nestor, who weighs 95 pounds, told the sena- 
tors she was the victim of nine years’ work at a glove 
machine. She said she had been ill two years and was 
given an office in her union so that she could continue 
to earn her livelihood. In a dramatic manner she worked 
several problems in arithmetic, while the senators 
listened in wonder. The little orator asked the members 
to consider the number of stitches made in a day, a 
week, a month, and a year by a girl operating a fast 
machine capable of 4,000 stitches a minute. She asked 
how many senators would like to have their wives or 
daughters operating such a machine even for a single 
day of eight, ten, twelve, or fourteen hours, as is done 
when a rush season is on. 

Representing the waitresses, Miss Maloney and 
Miss. Willard quoted government statistics to show the 
need of legislative protection. A commissioner of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt who visited Chicago had found that the 
average waitress who works ten hours a day walks 
during that time ten miles. She also carries dishes 
and food weighing in the aggregate 1,500 to 2,000 
pounds. 8

Dangers of Laundry Workers Told. 


Miss Holley, for the laundry workers, told the dan- 
ger to health of confined work in steam laden rooms, 
with wet floors and flying machinery. She recited in- 
stances of girls who lost fingers, arms, and even their 
lives because they were wearied by excessive hours of 
toil. 

The girls thought they had made a good impression 
on the committee, for within a week their bill was re- 
ported to the senate with a recommendation that it 
pass. They thought surely another week would see it 
passed by the senate and ready for passage by the 
house, but their legislative troubles had just begun. 

The bill was up for second reading in the, senate, 
when a loud wail against it was raised by manufac- 
turers in all parts of the state who flooded Spring- 
field and asked for a chance to voice their ob- 
jections to it. An informal committee meeting was 
held during the legislative week of April 14, the week 
that the suffrage hosts swooped down upon the capital

Both Sides Meet in Public Session. 


The upshot of this skirmish was a call for a big 
public meeting, at which both sides were to be repre- 
sented in force, April 21. This meeting was held in the 
senate chamber, which was packed almost to suffoca- 
tion. The manufacturers claimed to have had 562 of 
their number present. The four girls fighting for the 
eight hour bill were backed up by Miss Mary McEnerney 
of the bindery workers, Miss Anna Hurley of the boot 
and shoe workers, Miss Mae Nihil of the suspender 
workers, Miss Lena Buchweitz of the garment workers, 
and Mrs. Raymond Robins and Miss Mary McDowell 
of the Women’s Trade Union league. 

“At this meeting,” said Miss Maloney, “the manu- 
facturers had petitions against the bill from girls who 
thought they would be displaced by men, who thought 
the manufacturers would move aut of the state, and 
that they would lose their Saturday half holiday. One 
manufacturer brought two girls along to protest in 
person, but they sat near a door and said nothing. 
When the hearing was over this employer was called 
away for a moment. Suddenly remembering his charges 
he rushed around, crying: O, where are my girls; if 
those others get hold of them I am lost.’ 

Another public hearing was given April 27, when 
the manufacturers and other interests concerned voiced 
their protest anew. The point was raised that the bill 
had not come from the working girls. This charge led 
to a series of explosions, after which it was generally 
agreed on all sides that the four Chicago girls and their 
unions were responsible for the bill. The girls, on the 
other hand, wanted to know from the manufacturers 
who had inspired some of their employés to sign peti- 
tions against the measure. 

After playing hide and seek for another week they 
reached the final conclusion that their bill provided too 
large a dose at one time.

Sacrifice Made for Principles Sake. 

Strategy was now employed. The four girls had 
Senator Jones introduce the Oregon law verbatim. They 
called a mass meeting in Chicago and explained the 
probable impossibility of having a broad eight hour bill 
passed. They asked permission to push the ten hour 
Oregon law simply for the purpose of getting the prin- 
ciple of limitation on the Illinois books. This meant 
that clerks, stenographers, as well as waitresses and 
other organized trades would be cut off from the action 
of the law, but the waitresses were the heartiest in 
their approval of the scheme. 

And so the ten hour bill instead of the eight hour 
bill was given the more hearty support at Springfield 
Because of the legal questions involve the ten hour bill 
was referred to Senator Juul’s committee on judiciary, 
where it was amended to read eight hours after a hot 
discussion.

eight hours or nothing.“ said one of the quartet, but 
We were a bit suspicious that the opposition was be- 
hind the eight hour amendment, inasmuch as it was 
generally recognized that an eight hour bill could not 
be passed.”

Passes After Seven Weeks’ Fight. 


At any rate, the eight hour amendment was killed 
On the floor of the senate, and with the original ten 
hour provision it was passed by the senate by a vote 
of 41 to 0. This was May 20, after a fight of seven 
weeks. 

From the senate the bill went to the house and the 
girls followed it, watching at every move. It was re- 
ferred to Representative Curran’s committee on labor 
and industrial affairs. The business representatives 
were back on the ground in force and were hopeful that 
the bill would rest in the committee until the session 
closed. But Miss Nestor. and her corps of lobbyists 
were working and worrying to prevent that. 

“A quarter of a million women in Illinois are 
interested in this bill,” was one argument used on the 


representatives to keep the bill moving in the commit- 


tee. “Think of the number of voters they can influence! 
What explanation can you make to these women and 
their men who vote if this bill is suffocated in com- 
mittee without the rites of a decent burial on the floor 
with a roll call?” 


Lobbyists Win Against Old Tactics. 


It was an argument that won, and three days be- 
fore the legislature wound up its routine business the 
bill peeped its head out of the committee. The next day 
it was up on second reading and the four feminine 
lobbyists learned that an attempt would be made to kill 
it by amending it to eight hours and making it apply to 
all mercantile and manufacturing establishments. 

Here was need for more work. It was necessary to 
see every representative and get his pledge that he 
would vote for the bill in its original form and against 
any amendments, for a favorite way to defeat a measure 
at the last minute, as Miss Nestor and her friends had 
learned, is to change it at the eleventh hour. 

The expected amendment was offered by Represen- 
tative Lantz, but was promptly killed. It was the last 
day of the session, a few hours before adjournment, 
that Speaker Shurtleff permitted Representative B. M.

Lord Ogilvy a Courtesy Title. 


“Lord Ogilvy” is a so-called courtesy title,“ al- 
ways borne by the eldest son of the earl of Airlie. The 
present earl is a boy of 16; so that there is no Lord 
Ogilvy now. But in the latter seventies the seventh 
earl was still living, and his eldest son, afterwards the 
eighth earl, and who was killed in leading a suecess- 
ful cavalry charge which saved the guns in the battle 
of Diamond Hill, outside Pretoria, during the Boer 
war in 1900, was still a subaltern of the Tenth Hussars 
and known as Lord Ogilvy. 

Now the seventh Lord Airlie was extremely fond 
of America and showed his liking by purchasing ranches 
in Colorado, not only for his younger son, the Hon. 
Lyulph Ogilvy, who still makes his home in America, 
but also for his own two youngest brothers, the Hon. 
John and the Hon. Donald Ogilvy. The two latter were 
twins and so extraordinary was their resemblance that 
they were constantly being taken for one another and 
sometimes confounded with their nephew Lyulph, lead- 
ing to no end of confusion.

On one occasion they entered a theater in Denver 


during the middle ef the performance, when their ap- 
pearance caused such a sensation as to almost inter- 
rupt the play. First came the Hon. John, walking 
down the aisle to the second row of erchestra seats, 


and the noise which he made With his heavy footsteps 
caused everybody to turn round. 

He had just comfortably settled himself in his seat 
when similar heavy footsteps were once more heard 
coming down: the aisle, again disturbing the attention 
of the audience. Everybody turned round once more 
to see who it was, and to their astonishment they be- 
held coming along identically the same man (as they 
believed) who had walked down the aisle about a 
minute before.

toza, July 24, 1848, some sixty sol- 

Gers of an Italian regiment were 

sent up a hill to seize a house 

alone in a commanding 

position. While they were ascend- 

ing a hill they were suddenly attacked by two 

companies of Austrian soldiers, who began 

such a furious fire that they scarcely had 

time to take refuge in the house and bar the 

doors, leaving some of their men dead and 

wounded in the fields.

Lake county's moral rumblings have cen- 
tered in a plea for a leader. Whether he is 
aue cannot be firmly stated.

President John Brown of the First Nation- 
al bank of Crown Point also accented the 
danger to the youth of Crown Point. 

“We should act if only in behalf of our 
young men,” seid Mr. Brown. “ Saturday 
night and Sunday there is the greatest 
danger. Thep, of course, the automobile 
sports are out in force, and their doings com- 
pletely outweigh the decorous conduct of the 
better element of auto tourists.
